Ever wanted to get back to the soil? Or maybe you've 
never been there at all and want to try. 

A recommendation of the aldermanic City Planning 
Committee may let a good many Newton citizens see how 
green their thumbs really are. 

Aid. David Jackson has proposed that the city make 
available to residents various city-owned parcels of land for 
garden plots this summer. 

Anybody of school age or older would be eligible for a 
Iff x 20 ’ plot, if he or she agrees to devote at least four hours 
a week to the garden. 

No chickens or livestock is allowed, though, a blow to 
people hoping to cut down on the meat bill but reassuring to 
neighbors. ■ 

Potheads will have to find another source for their 
grass Only "legal" plants would be permitted to be grown. 

Other conditions of the proposal are that the gardener 
do all work during daylight hours (in other words, don’t 
bring any lights) and use only hand tools which he or she 
must provide, bringing them and removing them at each 
gardening session. 

For its part, the city would assign and stake out 
designated plots, do the initial breaking of the sod, and "to 
the extent reasonably feasible" provide water at the closest 
hydrant by installing a fitting for a regular garden hose 
yours). 

How to keep other people from harvesting your crop of 
Big Boys and Kentucky Wonders would be your problem, 
not the city's.

Zoning variance 
inquiry launched 

The Newton Zoning Board of Appeals has launched an 
inquiry to determine whether or not the Mclsaac Brothers, 
Auburn dale Gardens developer, will be granted a zoning 
variance too allow construction of 140 units on Staniford 
Street. 

This is the developer’s fourth attempt to build on the 
site, which is located in a designated flood plain area. This 
try is based on the so-called “anti-snob" legislation, 
chapter 774, under which Newton does not meet any of the 
established criteria for low-income housing. 

However, the question the board of appeals is weighing 
is whether or not the proposed construction would be 
hazardous to residents on the basis of flooding. Also, they 
must consider the conservation needs facing the city. 

Serious objection on the flood plain issue came from 
Charles Thomas, city planning director, Sharon Francis, 
member of the Planning Board and Helen Heyn, secretary 
to the Conservation Commission. 

Mrs. Francis stated that the present plan showed the 
"Basement elevation six inches above the flood plain 
boundary" which she asserted would be taking "a risk with 
the welfare of future residents." 

As a member of the Planning Board, Mrs. Francis also 
noted the project was felt to be too dense for the site and 
that it would be "destructive'' to the city's conservation 
needs. 

Commissioner Heyn warned the board of appeals that 
building on the flood plain site might interfere negatively 
with Newton's eligibility for flood plain insurance. 

Both Mrs. Francis and Commissioner Heyn agree with 
the planning department position that the site should be 
acquired by the city to be preserved for conservation and 
recreation purposes and utilize the high portion of the land 
to build low-income housing through the Newton Housing 
Authority. According to the Planning Department report, 
this “would avoid the negative impact of the more intense 
development currently proposed." 

Also answering questions at the April 24 meeting were 
representatives of the Newton Fire and Police Depart¬ 
ments. LL Fitzsimmons stated the Fire Department would 
not object to the construction of the apartments provided 
the developer build a second access too the site. Unless this 
was done he felt it would constitute a "dangerous 
situation." 

Attorney for the developer, Lawrence Shubow, argued 
that the Aubumdale Park parking lot could be used In "life¬ 
saving" emergencies. However, the chairman of the board 
of appeals, Champe A. Fisher had doubts about the safety of 
that situation. 

Hie board asked the developer to grant them a 30-day 
extension to work on this matter on the terms that if no 
decision is reached, an affirmative decision automatically 
goes to the developer. According to City Hall sources, this 
extension is simply to allow the city solicitor's office time to 
write a "complicated" opinion for the Zoning Board of 
Appeals. ______ , „ 


Controversial tree

'No tax deals' for 
NRA's developer

"There will be no special tax deals” for 
Spaulding and Slye, proposed commercial 
developers for the Newton Redevelopment 
Authority’s Lower Falls project, said Philip 
Waterman of the Newton assessors’ office. 

The prospects for a go-ahead on this long 
awaited project grow increasingly dim. 

However, Alexander Beal, a real estate 
appraiser hired by the developer arranged a 
meeting with the assessors, Spaulding and 
Slye representatives and Paul Reinhard, 
reevaluation project supervisor for Cole- 
Layer-Trumble, to discuss the tax problem. 

No agreement was reached. Waterman 
said the assessors reiterated their position. If 
Spaulding and Slye backed out of the project, 
it would lose $61,000 or 10 per cent of the down 
payment on the cost of the land, according to 
Gerald Early, NRA executive director. 

Spaulding and Slye announced to the NRA 
on April 10 that it discovered the "taxes for 
the projects will be twice the amount 
projected," making the project "unfeasible."

According to Waterman, although an 
exact figure is difficilt to produce based on 
the "sketchy" indormation supplied by the 
developer to the assessors’ office the 
developer has been told the range will be 25-26 
per cent of gross income. 

Spaulding and Slye's figure, says 
Waterman, is based on 10-11 per cent of gross 
income. "There is no way in the world we can 
go along with that,” says Waterman. He also 
pointed out that Spaulding and Slye never 
checked with the assessors' office to in¬ 
vestigate the taxes. 

William Whelan, project manager for the 
developer, admitted this, stating that the 
projections were "based on comparable 
buildings along 128 in Wellesley and 
Burlington.” 

Waterman stated that Spaulding and Slye 
told the assessors’ office this also and that the 
developer was then asked for the figures 
"which have not been produced yet." Whelan 
had told NRA members that this problem

Wednesday morning Newton had its first 
funeral for a tree. 

Mourning neighbors stood by and watched 
as a city forestry crew returned to 239 
Chestnut St. to fell the "Obermayer tree." 

This time the tree came down. 

At 11:15 a m. the last massive limb of the 
controversial tree on city property hit the 
street. The crew had begun working at 10 a.m. 
and was expected to complete the entire tree 
removal job Wednesday. 

The six-man crew, of which three were 
members of the crew sent on March 14 to cut 
this tree down, was backed up by three 
uniformed police officers and played host to a 
shifting group of neighbors, passersby and 
fellow city workers. 

The real deathblow to the tree came 
Monday when Superior Court Judge Robert 
Hallisey lifted a restraining order barring the 
city from cutting down the tree. Hallisey 
originally issued the restraining order on the 
basis that Arthur S. Obermayer of 239 
Chestnut St., the party seeking to stop 
removal of this tree, put up a $100,000 bond 
indemnifying the city against any liability 
involving the tree. 

Obermayer offered a $100,000 insurance 
policy instead of the bond and it was orginally 
accepted by the judge. 

Last week, City Solicitor Howard Levine 
went back to court to argue against ac¬ 
ceptance of the insurance policy, stating that

Boston police Wednesday identified 
a young woman whose severely beaten body 
was found Tuesday in Jamaica Pond. 

The woman, Mrs. June M. Dephoure, 34- 
years-old and mother of a 14-year-old 
daughter, was identified by her husband, 
Robert.

She was dressed in blue jeans, a dark blue 
short-sleeved shirt but had nothing on her 
feet, police said.

that the city solicitor must represent the city 
in all suits against the city because it called 
for representation by insurance company 
lawyers, and that anyone injured by the tree 
would have no recourse under the law. 

Judge Hallisey Tuesday, April 23, vacated 
his decision accepting the insurance policy 
and gave Obermayer until 5 p.m. Monday, 
April 29, to come up with the $100,000 bond. 

Obermayer, who declined too say anything 
when contacted shortly after 5 p.m. Monday, 
issued a statement Tuesday morning saying 
that it was "beyond my personal financial 
capacity" to put up the bond. 

It would cost me $1,000 for the premium, it 
would require my placing $100,000 in 
collateral in an escrow account, and it would 
make inc personally liable in case of ac¬ 
cidents over which I had no control," Ober¬ 
mayer said in his statement. 

"I have already overextended myself, and 
this is just too much." 

Solicitor Levine verified the judge's ruling 
tht the restraining order was vacated on 
Tuesday and officially informed the ad¬ 
ministration there were no more legal 
restraints on cutting down the tree last 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Wilfred Gingras, foreman of the forestry 
crew that attemptedd to take this tree down 
Feb. 22 and March 14, was again in charge 
Wednesday. 

Asked how he felt about removing this 
treehe said: "I don't care one way or another. 

I don't care if this treestands here for the next 
100 years.” 

Gingras and his crew were halted March 
14 by Obermayer and Samuel Robbins, a 
neighbor on Prince street. 

Obermayer has testified in court that he 
attempted too disrupt the crew's work by 
putting the Skyworker truck they were using 
in reverse and then back in neutral. He faces 
criminal charges of assault and battery based 
on his action which allegedly injured the man 
working up in the tree on that crew. He ais 
also charged with unauthorized use of a motor 
vehicle. 

Robbins, last week, had a charge of 
"threatening" continued for three months by 
the court. He confronted the forestry crew 
March 14 with a gun. 

Last week, when the judge continued the 
case without a ruling, he also ordered the gun 
dismantled and admonished Robbins for 
threatening the forestry workers. 

The tree climber March 14, Gene Machain, 
was not on the crew Wednesday. Gingras said

Sasson, whose hobby as a conductor 
blossomed into a full scale career, not only 
conducts the local orchestra but leads the 
Brockton Symphony and the Boston Ballet 
Orchestra as well. In his "spare time," he 
continues as a violinist in the BSO. 

Sasson was asked what he thinks the role 
of the local symphony is in this community in 
particular. 

He pointed with pride to the 70 to 80 
musicians normally comprising the orchestra 
of which 65 per cent are Newton people whose 
main work in life is not instrumental, but who 
attack their musical job with dedication, zest, 
and professionally. 

"Hie Newton Symphony is a showcase for 
performers here to express themselves," he 
said. "It is a truly artistic, musical 
organization in the sense it plays musical

As the Housing Authority 
gets farther and farther behind 
in filling the city’s low-income 
housing needs, prospects seem 
dim for a quick solution to the 
state funding impasse for 
housing on Beaconwood Road. 

At about the same time that 
the Department of Community 
Affairs, the funding agency, 
informally instructed the 
Housing Authority to reject the 
most recent bids for 20 units of 
housing at the Newton 
Highlands site, the DCA issued 
a statewide estimate of housing 
needs in which Newton is listed 
ashaving a total low- and 
moderate-income housing need 
of 5,190 units. 

The Newton Housing 
Authority currently operates 
223 apartments for the elderly 
in NHA-owned buildings and 
conducts a leased-housing 
program of 84 apartments for 
the elderly and 103 apartments 
for low-income families, ac¬ 
cording to the most recent 
statistical report for the period 
ending March 31 — a total of 
410 units 

There is no moderate-income 
housing in Newton under any 
housing program. 

Since the DCA rejection of 
the second set of bids on 
proposed Authority housing, 
Mayor Theodore Mann has 
been negotiating with DCA 


Commissioner Lewis Cramp- 
ton in an effort to find some 
way of getting the housing 
built. 

Although the second bids on 
the Beaconwood project were 
several thousand dollars per 
unit lower than the first, which 
were for all three of the 
Housing Authority proposed 
projects, the per-unit price of 
843,000, excluding land, again 
exceeded DCA guidelines. DCA 
suggested rehabilitation of 
existing houses as an alter¬ 
native to new construction. 

Sylvester Sylvia, director of 
housing assistance for the 
DCA, said this week that 
’’possible negotiations may 
take place between the 
Housing Authority and the 
DCA to make it possible to 
build.” 

These negotiations 
wereplanned for yesterday 
(Wednesday), in Mayor 
Mann's office, according to 
several sources. 

Among the points to be 
negotiated and the possibility 
of rezoning the Beaconwood 
Land to allow a greater density 
and therefore a lower cost per 
unit. 

Another possibility is that the 
city could assume the cost of 
putting inthe street or bring 
water to the site 


The failure of the Beacon¬ 
wood site might also cause the 
demise of the Housing 
Authority’s two other sites for 
low-income family and elderly 
housing, because by order of 
the Board of Aldermen the 
three sites are to be treated as 
a package. Housing is not to be 
built on only one site. 

The Beaconwood Road 
property is not yet owned by 
the Housing Authority. The 
owners, the Ciccone famil), 
will fight landtaking 
procedures and members of 
the family have already filed 
plans for a subdivision of the 
land. 

The right of the Planning 
Board to issue subdivision 
approval to the Housing 
Authority has been challenged 
in court by the Ciccones. The 
outcome of the hearing, held 
last week, has not been 
decided 

Another approach to filling 
the need for moderate-income 
and low-income housing is a 
little-used state law, Chapter 
774, which sets a percentage of 
buildable land area and a 
percentage of housing units as 
criteria for whether a com¬ 
munity’s zoning regulations 
are too restrictive against 
housing.

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Newton named 
bicentennial city 


Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
announced this week that 
Newton has officially been 
designated as a bicentennial 
community by the National 
Bicentennial Committee. On 
March 1, 1974, the city first 
filed its application to be 
named a Bicentennial Com¬ 
munity, agreeing to plan its 
celebration around the three 
dominant themes: Heritage 
’76; Festival USA; and 
Horizons '76. The goal of the 
National Bicentennial Com¬ 
mittee is to involve as many 
communities as possible in this 
celebration of both our past 
and our future. 

The Newton Bicentennial 
Committee is composed of 
Alderman Wendell R. 
Bauckman; Esther Steinberg; 
John Nixon; Virginia Tashjian, 
head librarian for the city of 
Newton; Charles Thomas, city 
planner for Newton; Edward 
Lemer; Alan Larkin; Anne 
Frager; Maria Sullivan; Roger 
Morrocco; Richard Foley; and 
Linda Plaut. 

This committee hopes to 
honor and reaffirm the real 
spirit of 1776 through projects 
of lasting value which will 
revitalize our sense of com¬ 


munity, improve the quality of 
our environment and help to 
provide a basis for living and 
growing together into our third 
century as free people. 

The committee is aimed at 
encouraging all the citizens of 
the city of Newton to par¬ 
ticipate both In the planning of 
events and the actual en¬ 
joyment of them. 

The Newton Bicentennial 
Committee hopes to erect a 
living memorial of our past 
heritage and construct a 
bikeway-walkway, linking 
eleven villages of the city. A 
People's Fair at City Hall is 
also in the planning stages as 
well as a Crystal Lake Regatta, 
the improvement of our 
historical markers, and a local 
beautification program. 

Mayor Mann stated, "It is a 
great honor and privilege to be 
chosen as a Bicentennial 
Community. It is a national 
distinction and we want to do 
our best as a united city to 
proudly celebrate our Nation's 
200th Anniversary by affording 
maximum participation of all 
our citizens. We want the 
people of Newton to be an in- 
tegal part of this city’s efforts 
to honor our nation's past." 


Appeals on the grounds that 
under Chapter 774 the city is 
far short of its allocated 
number of units of low- and 
moderate-income housing. 

The Department of Com¬ 
munity Affairs repor. on 
housing needs estimates that 
some 400,000 units are needed 
in the state, of which 71 per 
cent "could best be served by 
rent or mortgage supplement.” 

The major area of need was 
found to be low-income, 
nonelderly families 

Several policy shifts on the 
part of the DCA were reported, 
including support of an in¬ 
crease of funds for 
rehabilitation of existing 
multifamily dwellings and 
support of pending "turnkey" 
legislation that would allow 
new construction to be carried 
out faster and cheaper than 
through the present bid 
system 

The DCA would also favor 
greater emphasis on rental 
assistance and on state aid to 
communities to offset the 
increased cost of municipal 
services incurred by low- and 
moderate-income housign. 
Such a step would lessen the 
burden to local prbperty 
owners and be an inducement 
to participation in statewide 
programs.

Legislative Commission on 
FTivacy will conduct hearings 
to allow public participation on 
the issue of personal privacy. 

The commission co- 
chairmen, Rep. David J. 
Mofenson (D-Newton) and Sen. 
Chester Atkins (D-Acton), are 
planning an agenda which will 
include testimony from both 
private citizens and public 
officials 

The May 3 hearing will take 
place at the Massachusetts 
State House in Room 436 at 2 
p.m. The May 11 hearing will 
be conducted in cooperation 
with the Western 


Massachusetts Data Bank 
Task Force and will take place 
at the Campus Center at 
University of Massachusetts, 
Amherst, at 2 p.m. This 
hearing will be part of an all¬ 
day symposium on privacy. 

"A greater public awareness 
through the vehicle of public 
hearings and conferences will 
provide a better informed and 
vigilant public," Mofenson 
said. ‘‘The erosion of a fun¬ 
damental right,” he added, 
"will continue to occur if we do 
not begin to safeguard 
automated and manual data 
systems. The commission has 
been moving in this direction 
through comprehensive 
legislation,”

Jury questionnaires 
due back this month 


The Election Commission 
has mailed 2,500 jury 
questionnaires to Newton 
residents. The questionnaires 
must be returned by May 31. 

Of the 2,500 people receiving 
questionnaires, 300 to 400 will 
be chosen for possible jury 
duty. Their names will remain 
on the jury list for three years 
unless they serve, 

This year a parent having 
custody or daily supervision of 
a child under age 15 may be 
exempted from jury duty. The 
parent may also waive the 
right to an exemption. 


Previously this exemption 
applied only to a mother of a 
child under age 16. 

For the first time, this year's 
questionnaire will be the same 
for men and women, and will 
ask the occupation of spouse, 
not only of the husband. 

Persons with occupations 
usually exempted, such as 
teachers, doctors, and nurses, 
may waive exemption. 

Exemption hearings will be 
held before the Election 
Commission May 21 and May

On May 5, when the National league 
marches onto the field, the players will sport 
jaunty caps, carry bats of soft pastel hues and 
wear brilliantly gleaming T-shirts 
proclaiming the arrival of the Girls 
Associated league for Softball (GALS). 

Overlooking this scene will be the MAN 
largely responsible for GALS. Richard 
Halperin, assessing the results of some hard 
ork by himself and a handful of other men and 
one woman. 

Dick maintains GALS didn't happen to 
"avoid a confrontation between the girls and 
Newton's Little leaguers ... didn't happen to 
jump on the band wagon of the woman's 
rights movement. 

It occurred as a natural outgrowth. 
Halperin, as a manager of a boys Little 
league team would "allow anyone to join us 
and at times girls would come down and we'd 
let them play. One mother, Judy Hunter 
watched the girls play and never thought 
much about it until her daughter, Jackie, 
wanted to get on a team." According to 
Halperin "Judy made the first call" and 
things started to roll. 

How does he feel about girls find boys 
playing on a team? He says they shouldn't, 
but not for the usual reasons. Halperin feels 
the adults aren’t ready for this kind of team. 

He also tosses in the psychological 
argument that girls who perform better than 
a boy may subject that youngster to some 
cruel teasing. And Halperin says that girls 
from 9-12 are usually more coordinated than 


the boys at the same age and are just as 
"competitive and tough." 

Interestingly enough, Halperin found 
discrimination from mothers "who make 
sure their sons get back and forth for a game, 
but who won't extend the same effort or spend 
a nickel on their daughters.' He found a new 
double standard set up by "mothers who don't 
mind their sons biking across town for a game 
but want their daughters to play near home." 

Four fathers however, have come forth to 
manage their daughter's teams. And one 
manager, Mary Norton, has no daughters but 
says she'll do this to take advantage of an 
"opportunity to help some girls." 

There are 400 girls from 9-12, signed up 
and divided into 25 teams. Halperin says 
"we'd like to have more, but we don’t have 
anymore help." 

The name was thought up by 12-year-old 
Scott Hunter. Members of the teams donated 
$15 to defray equipment costs which Halperin 
estimates at $150 a team. Each team is in¬ 
sured. Parents have been promised a 
statement showing how the money was spent. 

Halperin, a bachelor, who is Marketing 
Director for American Finish and Chemical 
Company, has gotten a big assist from his 
brother, Robert. He sees the association as an 
opportunity for girls to "find themselves, to 
learn confidence, to learn how to play by the 
rules and be part of a team." 

For girls who felt they were sold short 
because they really wanted to play baseball, 
Halperin says next year the association hopes 
to have two leagues "one for baseball and one 
GALS—(See Page 33) 


State resource recovery system 
seen as solution to rubbish problem 


The report by Camp Dresser 
& McKee on the formation of a 
Newton-Waltham regional 
refuse disposal district was 
accepted by the district 
committee last night and will 
be forwarded to the mayors of 
both cities as soon as it can be 
finally printed. 

In short, the CDM report 
does not specifically advocate 
the formation of an operational 
joint refuse-disposal operation 
but suggests that the two cities 
try to continue a district in 
order to work for a state 
resource-recovery system for 
Newton, Waltham, and othe* 
nearby communities. 

Camp Dresser AMcKee is in 
process of preparing requests 
for proposals for disposal of 
refuse for the two cities and for 
each city alone 

If the cost per ton of rubbish 


is less for the two cities com¬ 
bined, there seems to be a good 
chance that the cities will 
continue the administrative 
district. 

If the cost is about the same 
for each city alone, the district 
would probably go out of 
existence, because there would 
be no immediate benefits to its 
continuation. 

Newton's incinerator is due 
to be shut down after the end of 
this year, and Waltham’s must 
not bum after June 30, so the 
cities must find an alternate 
method of disposal 

Waltham's Public Works 
Director Edward F. Delaney 
said at Tuesday's meeting of 
the district committee that he 
will formally request the 
district to recommend to 
Mayor Theodore Mann of 
Newton that Waltham be 


allowed to dispose of 50 tons of 
rubbish a day in the Newton 
incinerator, paying the 
“prevailing rate " 

Since any resource-recovery 
system is at least five years 
off, the recommendation of 
CDM is to convert the Newton 
incinerator to a transfer-haul 
station to serve both com 
munities. 

Two sites in Waltham are 
recommended for use for the 
resource-recovery plant. The 
first choice is one near Winter 
Street and Route 128 and the 
other is near Route 128 and 
Route 20 

Sites proposed for the 
residue landfill area for the 
resource-recovery plant are 
state land at the Metropolitan 
State Hospital in Waltham and 
the city-owned Sawyer Road 
site in Waltham 


The vote to accept the report 
was a tentative one, due to a 
lack of a quorum of the district 
committee. The vote will be 
reaffirmed at a full meeting. 

The planning district is 
behind schedule in its sub¬ 
mission of a report on the 
feasibility of the Newton- 
Waltham regional refuse 
disposal district. According to 
the agreement drawn up 
between the two cities, the 
district committee was to have 
completed a report to both 
mayors by March 31. The 
report was to have been sub¬ 
mitted to the legislative body of 
each city by April 30, with 
action for or against by the 
bodies taken by July 1 
It appears that the com¬ 
mittee's report, based on the 
Camp Dresser AMcKee report,

Working conditions at city 
garage subject of hearing 


A hearing will be held before 
the aldermanic Public Works 
Committee tonight (Thursday) 
on findings of a state in¬ 
vestigation of working con¬ 
ditions at the Crafts Street city 
garage. 

A report issued by a state 
safety inspector lists eight 
recommendations based on 
observed safety and health 
hazards. 

The majority of the problems 
were due either to insufficient 
ventilation or to poor safety 
precautions with equipment 
operation. 

Excessive carbon monoxide 
concentrations found in the 
repair area, the report said, 
could be eliminated by 
restricting the number of 
vehicles in the area to the 
designated seven. If more than 


this number are allowed, 
additional exhaust ventilation 
should be provided. 

A 24-inch exhaust fan for the 
heavy-equipment area and two 
fans to remove welding fumes 
from the blacksmith shop have 
been recommended. 

An open container of gasoline 
was found to be stored in the 
spray-painting room, as was an 
oil-fired steam cleaner. The 
report points out "the serious 
fire hazard" involved with an 
open flame in the spray room. 

Exposed electrical wiring 
was found in the spray room, 
which does not have explosion- 
proof lighting. The report calls 
for covering of the wiring, 
installation of explosion-proof 
lighting, and a particulate 
collector at the spray-room 
exhaust fans to prevent

In the future, the new owner said, he'd 
like to expand the restaurant to dinner ser¬ 
vice, and is considering putting some kind of 
movie theater in the basement. 

"My goal is to really make this place 
successful,” he says simply.

In Rhode Island 
the anti-hand gun proponents call 
themselves "Handgun Alert " In Illinois 
those who want to see handguns far less 
easy to get than they have been is called 
the Committee for Handgun Control 

And just about every state sees 
growing support for stricter controls 
That's probably why the NRA decided to 
take off the kid gloves to declare itself 
what many think it has been for some time, 
a lobbyist group

On the contrary. The association has said 
all along that if gun laws that are now on 
the books were enforced then that alone 
would be a form of control that would be 
tremendously effective. But the laws are 
lenient for illegal gun packers. And so are 
the sentances that are softly handed out for 
offenders. 


A Boston policeman said recently 
what many feel: "Make it a mandatory jail 
sentence for everyone who is illegally 
carrying a gun." That makes a lot of sense. 

The NBA s decision to declare itself a 
lobby has cost that organization a great 
deal of money.

Prisoners at Walpole 
enjoy catered meals 

A catering service now provides all the meals for the 
inmates at the Walpole State Prison. The prisoners used to 
clear the tables and wash the dishes. That work now is done 
for them at public expense by tne employees of the private 
catering firm. 

This was pointed out by Attorney George L. Sacco of 
Medford, candidate for the Democratic nomination for 
Attorney General, to support his contention that we treat 
convicts at Walpole better than we do 16-year-old juvenile 
first-offenders. 

Sacco is an attractive, highly articulate candidate, with 
strong ideas on law and order and protection of the public. 

He is the only candidate for state-wide office who has 
taken a public stand in favor of the restoration of the death 
penalty on the Massachusetts statute books. 

Sacco not only maintains that the death penalty would 
be a deterrent to murder, but he also believes that persons 
convicted of committing a heinous, senseless, intentional 
murder should be put to death in the electric chair. 

"We must save the potential victim, “Sacco declared in 
an interview. "I support rehabilitation over incarceration. 
I'm for prison reform. But it is time we started caring about 
the victim and the safety of all the people." 

Sacco sharply criticized the operation of the youth 
service program and the handling of youthful offenders 
under 17 years of age in Massachusetts. 

He said that a boy sentenced to the Judge Connolly 
Detention Centre finds no meaningful program and nothing 
to do there. The youths Just sit around moot of the time. 
When Sacco personally visited the Detention Centre, he 
observed burns which the boys apparently had inflicted on 
themselves in some sort of game. 

Sacco charged that the entire Youth Service Board" is 
in utter chaos and is guilty of what borders on criminal 
negligence." 

"The legislative report on the Youth Service Board 
corroborated what I have been saying for the past two 
years,” Sacco asserted. "Basically, that was what Dr. 
Jerome Miller, the former Commissioner of Youth Ser¬ 
vices, now the Director of Child Care Services in Illinois, 
squandered millions of dollars white he was here in 
Massachusetts. And still today money is being wasted. 
Programs are meaningless. 

"Most important, the children are not being offered a 
real chance of rehabilitation,” Sacco maintained. 

He explained that Massachusetts no longer has well-run 
and adequately-staffed Youth Centres. "We have com¬ 
munity-based centres or half-way houses which are really 
private agencies financed and supported by the state," 
Sacco said. 

Attorney Sacco disclosed that ex-convicts and prisoners 
on work-release programs are employed by the private 


agencies. "Many of them are unfit and undesirable and 
certainly are not qualified to handle the rehabilitation of 
young people,” Sacco added. 

“We furlough first-degree murderers from Walpole 
while we frustrate 16-year-old juvenile offenders in need of 
help,” Sacco exclaimed. 

"If we are going to stop crime, we must divert the 
youngsters, who may get into trouble, to a more productive 
area of life, possibly a vocational training program or some 
other educational program appropriate for them. We have 
togetat the root of the problem,” he said. 

“When I am Attoniey General, I w"l try a new ap¬ 
proach to this problem. For years we have been throwing 
away the taxpayers’ dollars in this field. We have tried to 
work with the troubled youth—the youngsters who have 
gone astray—and have spent a great deal of money on 
them, but it hasn't worked. We are failing the taxpayers 
and the kids themselves. 

"My approach will be different." Sacco emphasized. 
“Most of our young people are good youngsters. Maybe it is 
time we started to try to utilize their talents—to get them to 
work with us. We can use the good boys and girls to help us. 
Young people will listen to young people.” 

Sacco charged that the prison furlough system "is 
being mismanaged. There are no real rules or regulations 
governing it There is no sensible procedure for eligibility 
for a furlough. Nobody can really explain who gets a 
furlough and who doesn’t" 

He matotaled that no dangerous criminal should be 
furloughed and "placed on the street where he Is a potential 
menace to the general public.” 

"The State Correction Department must be held 
responsible for a prisoner's conduct when he commits 
another crime while he is on a furlough," Sacco declared. 

Attorney George Sacco, who advocates the restoration 
of the death penalty, who believes that some murderers 
should actually be put to death by electrocution, who favors 
a tightening of the prison furlough system, made it crystal 
clear that his first objective will be to protect the law- 
abiding people of Massachusetts if he is elected the state's 
next Attorney General.

Dem. leaders hope to 
limit Congress gains 

Some Democratic gains in Congress would be 
inevitable this year even if there had been no Watergate 
scandals. 

The political party controlling the White House 
traditionally and historically loses congressional seats in a 
mid-term election. In the ordinary course of events the GOP 
losses would be heavy after a landslide victory such as 
President Nixon achieved in 1972. 

The Watergate mess unquestionably has caused a shift 
of some voters from the Republican to the Democratic 


party and will mean the Republican losses and Democratic 
gains in Congress next November will be even heavier than 
might normally be expected. 

Every Republican Congressman in a tight district, who 
is not a political powerhouse in his own right, has cause for 
concern about next November’s election. 

But paradoxical as it may seem. Democratic leaders on 
Capitol Hill are hoping that their party's gains in Congress 
next autumn will not be too great 

You might assume that the Democratic chieftains 
would want to win all the seats in Congress and put the 
Republican party out of business. However, that is not the 
case. 

Democratic bosses on Capitol Hill want enough party 
strength in Congress to be able to override a Presidential 
veto with something to spare. 

But when Democratic strength in the national House, 
for example, goes beyond a certain point, it creates difficult 
problems for party leaders. 

That happened after the 1936 Presidential election when 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, at the peak of his popularity, cap¬ 
tured 46 of the then 48 states and carried an overwhelmingly 
Democratic Congress Into office with him. 

Congress was so heavily Democratic in 1937 and 1938 
that Democratic leaders found it extremely difficult and at 
times even impossible to enforce party discipline. 

Absenteeism was a major problem. Scores of 
Congressmen wandered away from Washington on 
vacations and junkets instead of performing their duties 
and attending to business when Congress was in session. 

Conditions in Congress were in a chaotic condition for 
two years as Democratic members tripped over each other 
and Republicans were almost extinct on Capitol HilL 

Then the political pendulum swung back in the 1938 
midterm election election, as it almost always does. 

Many of the freshman Democratic Congressmen, who 
had been carried into office by Franklin D. Roosevelt in 
1936, were washed out in the 1938 election when FDR was 
not running. Ten years later, a Republican tide rolled 
across the United States, sweeping a GOP Congress into 
iffice, and in 1947 and 1948 Joe Martin was Speaker of the 
national House. 

Speaker Cart Albert and Majority Congressional 
Leader Thomas P. O’Neill, Jr., who read In the history 
books about the chaos which struck Capitol Hill In 1937 when 
there were too many Democratic Congressmen, must have 
the shivers and shakes as they pooder the very real 
possibility that next November's election might product the 
same kind of political disaster for them, with a richness of 
so many Democratic Congressmen they will be unable to 
control Congress and ran It in an efficient, workmanlike

The ads cry out, 4 Buy silver 
bars ... ingots .. . coins, as a 
hedge against inflation." They 
add, "Silver has been going up 
and may be higher in the future 
. . . Buy now," and they hint 
little or no risk. 

The truth is that the ads arc 
misleading, and in many in¬ 
stances very intentionally so. 
Trading in silver, or any 
commodity, is speculative anil 
a questionable long-term in¬ 
vestment. But an additional 
problem for the average citizen 
who wants to share in what he 
thinks is a certain rise of a 
precious metal price is that he 
lacks information about the 
world financial situation, ard 
isn't on a par with the big 
traders against whom he 
competes. 

There are two methods by 


More to silver than meets the eye 


which one may ' invest" in the 
silver market — one by actual 
ownership of the metal, and the 
other by trading m options and 
futures. Either can be 
especially dangerous for the 
unsophisticated individual who 
is attracted by what he hears. 

The Better Business Bureau 
emphasizes the speculative 
nature of investment in silver 
bars, ingots, or coins which, 
unlike gold, may legally be 
owned in any amount. 

One of the wa>s in which an 
investor is lured into a phase of 
the silver market is the 
"subscription" method, by 
which the buyer puts up a 
percentage in cash and a bank 
loans him the balance. The 
silver may be the security for 
that loan. The investor is 
buying on margin and figures 
the leverage will give him a 


gain greater than the aftertax 
interest cost of the loan. 

Anyone thinking of pur¬ 
chasing silver for investment 
should thoroughly investigate 
the specific deal. Here are 
some pointers: 

Know if the offer is for 
pure silver and the 
measurement — troy ounces 
are greater than avoirdupois 
ounces. 

Determine if the silver — 
coin, ingot or bar — is valued 
primarily for its silver content 
or its chances of becoming a 
collector s item. The first, of 
course, makes a more solid 
investment than the latter. 

Also determine if the of¬ 
fered price is fixed or subject 
to market fluctuation. 

Find out if the investment 
may be readily sold — perhaps 
back to the seller — at a future 
date, and the sales prices 


which may prevail. A quick or 
forced sale could result in a 
lower-than-market price. Any 
repurchase should be ex¬ 
plained in the purchase con¬ 
tract. Also, is such a repur¬ 
chase governed by the state 
securities commission? 

Is the sale commission 
larger than it would be if the 
silver were bought in the open 
commodity market. 

The investor should consider 
storage expenses. Would the 
silver be kept in a safe deposit 
box or other secure place, and 
how much insurance is 
necessary for adequate 
protection, and the cost of that 
insurance? 

The investor should know the 
reputation of the selling firm, 
and its record for delivering 
the silver or other mer¬ 
chandise 


Purchase of coins carries the 
possibility of ultimate rarity, 
but that is unpredictable. In 
this regard, the professional 
silver trader has an edge over 
the amateur. 

Appreciation of coins 
depends largely on the number 
minted and in circulation, as 
well as condition and historical 
significance. 

World monetary fluctuations 
come into consideration. The 
price of silver could be 
depressed as well as increased 
by monetary fluctuation. 

The Better Business Bureau 
does not take a stand for or 
against silver as an in¬ 
vestment. It only wishes to 
emphasize the element of risk 
in any investment, especially a 
commodity, and that there is 
no certainty of profit

Test Newton 
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Cabot Park grievance 


(Centtnocd from Page 1) 


Mrs. Doyle spoke of several incidents, 
including seeing a group of boys 
systematically breaking windows in the old 
Security Mills property which faces Cabot 
Park and is now occupied by several 
businesses. 

Mrs. Doyle also said she has found large 
shards of glass buried in the sandbox in the 
park. 

Police Chief William F. Quinn said at the 
meeting that the police department does not 
have enough manpower to station police at 
the park constantly at night, and suggested 
increased lighting, "like the lights at Newton 
North High School." 

Quinn also reminded those present that 
he has proposed a ban on all public drinking, 
including in playgrounds, without a special 
permit. The proposed ordinance is under 
consideration by the Law Department. 

Patrols have been stepped up in the Cabot 
Park area, since complaints reached a peak 
about four weeks ago, Quinn added, and he 
will continue the additional surveillance. 

"I hear the kids sitting there with police 
receivers," a neighbor said. "When they hear 
the police are on the way they disappear." 

A policeman reported that many times 
when the police respond to a call about the 
park there are only two or three young people 
sitting around doing nothing by the time the 
police arrive. 

Several persons suggested trying to get 
the young people who frequent the park to 
police themselves, and hoped to establish 
communication with them to explain the 
concerns of the neighbors. 

The meeting splintered into different 
factions. Rep. Pines suggested better 
lighting, but another neighbor opposed 
"spending any more money on lighting when 
other things are needed." 

Some wanted no parking on East Side 
Parkway, others opposed such a step. 

Dr. Robert Buxbaum proposed putting 
bumps in the road on Newtonville Avenue and 
East Side Parkway to slow traffic down and 
“turn a neighborhood back into a 
neighborhood." 

In response to a suggestion to "keep 
people out of the park at night,” another 
neighbor said he is opposed to excluding 


young people and opposed to banning 
parking. “This will only drive them 
elsewhere," he said. 

Burton Levine, chairman of the 
Recreation Commission, commented that 
increasing the lighting in one area would 
make the youths move to another. 

Levine promised that the Recreation 
Commission would put the Cabot Park 
problems on the next agenda. 

The meeting dissolved with neighbors 
forming subcommittees on the various 
problems brought up, and the indication that 
the neighbors would write a petition to the 
mayor on the basis of their complaints and 
wishes for the area. 

Few aldermen were present, none of 
which represent Ward 1. 

Aid. Robert Gaynor, Ward 1 alderman, 
said Tuesday that he had not been informed of 
the meeting. 

“I have been down there (Cabot Park 
numerous times," Gaynor said, "and I've 
received many phone calls at 10 or 11 o'clock 
at night. I’ve called the police and have even 
been there picking up trash myself." 

Gaynor said he suggested fencing Cabot 
Park the entire length of East Side Parkway, 
and he thought Recreation Director John 
Penney had requested an appropriation for 
that purpose. 

"I’m a little bit upset by not being put on 
notice about the meeting," Gaynor said. 

Much the same reaction was expressed 
by Aid. Joseph McDonnell alderman at large 
from Ward l ». 

"It's interesting that people organize and 
call on officials that don’t even represent 
them," McDonnell said. 

“I’m always available to work with 
people in the area for whatever they thick will 
help the situation." 

McDonnell added, "Over the years there 
have been problems many times, but this 
spring I have had no calls or complaints about 
Cabot Park. 

McDonnell advises the Cabot neighbors 
and all citizens to file a petition on grievances 
of any nature with the Board of Aldrrmen 
through the Clerk of the Board at Cith Hall or 
through any of Newton’s 24 aldermen.

will not reach the mayors until 
June 1, with subsequent dates 
also pushed back by two 
months. 

The district would have 
ceased to exist at the end of 
August if no affirmative action 
were taken. 

The committee now is 
talking about how to obtain an 
extension of time and money to 
allow the district to continue 
through December of this year. 
The original funding of the 
proposal was through a 
$112,500 grant from the U.S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency last summer. 

Newton’s former Public 
Works director and now Water 
Commissioner Willard Pratt, 
who has been nominated to 
replace Richard Dudman on 
the district committee, 
questioned Camp Dresser & 
McKee’s figures on the tonnage 
of rubbish generated in 
Newton. CDM has based its 
recommendation of a resource- 
recovery plant on 3,000 tons per 
week, which in Pratt’s ex¬ 
perience "is high." 

(Dudman, Newton’s director 
of Public Works, left his 
position last month. Pratt was 
nominated by Mayor Mann, 
but will require approval by 
the Board of Aldermen to serve 
on the district committee.) 

The upgrading of the in¬ 
cinerator is seen by Camp 
Dresser & McKee as possible 
but not desirable, except as a 
last resort.

Companion exhibits at Fogg 
and the Museum of Science 


Hie opening of companion 
exhibitions, “Color in Art" at 
the Fogg Art Museum and 
"Color Around Us" at the 
Museum of Science last week, 
marks what may be a first in 
collaboration between art and 
science museums. 

At the Fogg, paintings by 
such artists as Rubens, 
Tiepolo, Matisse, Picasso, 
Homer, and Hopper are shown 
and discussed In terms of color 
theory.

The Museum proves that 
Gertrude Stein’s famous line 
cannot be paraphased to read: 
"Color is color is color.” 

First, visitors discover that 
color is a sensation. They stop 
two rotating discs which ap¬ 
pear to be banded in color and 
see that they are actually 
painted black and white. The 
illusion results from the fact 
that perception depends on the 
brain, not just the eyes and the 
light entering them. 

Another revelation is the flag 
that reverses its colors. 
Visitors stare for 30 seconds at 
a star on an American flag 
painted in green and black 
stripes with the stars on a field 
of yellow. Then they drop their 
eyes to a star on a white space 
below. At once they see the 
space filled with traditional 
red, white, and blue flag. 

Visitors also: 

—compare the effect of 
different kinds of light on color 
perception by watching their 
mirrored reflection as the light 
source changes; 

—watch the Advent color tv 
system which produces a 
picture from beams of dif¬ 
ferent colors projected and 
blended on a large free¬ 
standing screen; 

—study the use of color as a 
symbol (traffic lights, a barber 
pole, examples from academic 
and religious institutions); 
njoy color in nature from 
Museum’s collection of 
nted birds and butterflies, 
and other specimens, 
selected nature 
otographs.

Backyard Frontier

These days "ecology" seems 
to get tacked to everything, but 
a new one for me is 
"paleoecology" . . . ancient 
ecology. 

Paleoecology is the ecology 

of fossils. The latest issue of 
Scientific American defines it 
as "the study of the relations 
between ancient organisms 
and their environment." 

During the last 10 years, the 
concept of ecology has come 
into its own as people gradually 
came to realize that the world 
is one biological unit, one living 
system, one ‘‘Spaceship 
Earth." 

While this ecological world 
view was gaining wide ac¬ 
ceptance, sometimes with 
noisy heralding in the media, a 
quieter revolution in world 
view was taking place in 
geology, making most of the 
ideas that most of us learned in 
college geology obsolete. 

According too the new theory 
(now generally accepted by 
scientists after a decade of 
raging tempests in geological 
teapots), there are currents 
deep within the earth which 
slowly carry great sections or 
"plates" of earth crust along 
with them, creating new 
oceans, consuming old oceans, 
and rearranging the continents 
across the face of the globe. 
Where continents collide, the 
floating crust of the earth piles 
up to form mountains. Where 
continents separate, new 
oceans are bom. 

In the article in the current 
Scientific American, "Plate 
Tectonics and the Historic of 
Life in the Oceans,” by James 
W. Valentine and Eldridge M. 
Moores, the new geological 
world view and the new 
ecological world view are 
joined to form an amazing 
revised version of the evolution 
of life. 

At the beginning of the 
Triassic period, some 225 


million years ago, a single 
super-continent, Pangaea, was 
formed when even more an¬ 
cient smaller continents 
collided. Before Pangaea, a 
great diversity of life forms 
existed in the world’s shallow 
waters, which form most of the 
fossil record. However, with 
the coming together of the 
super-continents, the world 
environment became much 
more uniform. 

There was less variety of 
habitats, leading to a 
widespread extinction of 
species. The actual fossil 
record shows that about 225 
million years ago, there were 
fewer species in the shallow 
waters than at any time since 
life began on earht. 

The Pangaea began to split 
into the gragmented 
hodgepodge of continents and 
islands which we know today. 
As this happened, there were 
more types of habitat and more 
isolated niches for new species 
too occupy. More and more 
new species evolved. 

Today we have a world with 
probably a greater variety of 
living species than have ever 
existed since the world began. 

What an awesome world 
mankind has been given . . . 
truly a paradise! 

Valentine and Moores say, 
"We have been furnished with 
an enviably diverse and in¬ 
teresting biosphere; it would 
be a tragedy if we were to so 
perturb the environment as to 
return the biosphere to a low- 
diversity state, with the con¬ 
comitant extinction of vast 
arrays of species. Of course, 
natural processes might 
eventually recoup the lost 
diversity, if we wait patiently 
for perhaps a few tens of 
millions of years. Alter¬ 
natively, we can work to 
preserve the environment in its 
present state and therefore to 
preserve the richness and 
variety of nature."

Cut off wing tips with a sharp knife.

Melt 
margarine in small saucepan. Mix flour, 
sesame seeds, salt and ginger in pie plate. Dip 
chicken pieces in margarine, making sure to 
remove excess. Roll in flour mixture to coat 
completely. Arrange, not touching, in single 
layer in 15VixlOVixl-inch pan. Sprinkle with 
pepper. Pour remaining margarine in pan. 
Bake in 350 degrees oven for 1 hour and 15 
minutes, or until tender and brown. Slide pan 
under broiler flame for 3 to 5 minutes, or until 
tops are toasty and golden. Serve hot. 

HAMBURGER HASH 

1 Vi pounds ground beef 

2 tablespoons Instant minced onion 
1 cup sliced celery 

1 can (lOMi oz.) cream of chicken may 

2 % cups warm water 

V\ cup uncooked rice 

Vi cup soy sauce 

V 4 teaspoon pepper 

1 can (3 oz.) chow mein noodles 


With oil in skillet, place on medium-high 
heat and brown meat. Pour off excess fat and 
stir in onions. Continue cooking for another 
minute.

I don’t know where you 
can purchase the fresh sprouts in your 
neighborhood, but Mirim's Oriental Foods 
located at 152 Harvard Ave., Allston, always 
has fresh packages of bean sprouts on hand.

Feet, that Is. 

What with summer coming right along, everyone^ 
knows that foot comfort can "make" or "break" vacation? 
fun because getting away usually involves quite a bit ad?* 
ditional foot activity. 

A good place to begin is getting your feet in good sight¬ 
seeing condition. The following are suggestions from a 
leading podiatrist: 

1. Bathe your feet at least once a day in warm sudsy 
water; rinse and dry (being very careful to dry completely 
between the toes). 

2. Give your feet a massage with a liquid such as in¬ 
tensive care lotion, massaging the lubricant well into the 
balls of your feet, along the tendon of each toe and into the 
heel. Press the thumb and finger on each side of the ankle 
and gently pull up in parallel lines, massaging from ankle to 
calf. 

3. Never wear the same shoes two days in succession. 

4. Wear socks or hosiery one-half inch longer than 
your longest toe to avoid pressure. When putting on 
stockings, pull fabric across the toes—Be sure toes have 
sufficient wiggle room. 

5. Select shoes with flexible soles, medium heels and 
well-rounded toes. Be sure to match shoes with activities 
undertaken and make sure they fit Footwear bought in the 
late afternoon usually are the most comfort* because 
feet swell — sometimes as much as a half to fun o. .e during 
a busy day. 

6 . Another warning about platform sole shoes as 
reported in the "Family Safety Magazine.

A chicken in every pot is not a bad idea in these days of 
high food prices, and that thought goes back way beyond 
Herbert Hoover — Henry IV of France said it in the 14th 
century and both men considered chicken a food that would 
appeal to people in all economic levels. 

Though there are many good reasons why one should 
eat chicken, most important is that it tastes so good. All 
cooks are aware that it is one of the most economical 
sources of protein plus providing the minerals, calcium, 
phosphorous, and iron, and the B vitamins, thiamine, 
riboflavin and niacin. 

The following are some questions and answers that will 
aid you next time you contemplate serving chicken: 

Q — Do certain chicken parts contain more nutritive 
value then others? 

A — Yes. Different parts of chicken such as breast and 
drumsticks differ in their content of various nutrients. A 


pound of breast has 74.5 grams of protein while a pound of 
drumsticks has 51.2 grams. 

Q — Is it all right to eat chicken skin? 

A — Yes, there is valuable nutrition in chicken skin 
which has less calories and fat than sirloin of beef. 
However, when cooking for low fat or low calorie dieters the 
answer is “no.” 

Q—So much is heard about how chicken is processed — 
what are the different methods? 

A — Ice Pack chickens: the birds are plucked, 
eviscerated and USDA inspected, chilled and shipped fresh, 
packed in containers filled with shaved ice. For Carbon 
Dioxide Pack, carbon dioxide “snow" is used as the 
refrigerant in this process which is essentially the same as 
ice pack. 


Deep Chill, Chill Pack, or Crystal Pack: chicken is 
rapidly cooled to 28 to 32 degrees F but not frozen. This 
method of processing may result in some crystal formation 
— the flesh should be soft enough so that the shopper can 
depress the surface with his finger. 

Frozen: the chicken is quick-frozen at the processing 
plant, shipped and sold frozen. (All chickens that come to 
you at your market have passed the most careful inspection 
system. If you want to know which process has been used in 
sending your chicken to market, ask the meat manager at 
your food store. In any case, there will be little difference in 
cooked edible yield.)

“Dr. Monroe Jacobs, president of the State of New York 
Podiatry Society, says the foot cannot function naturally in 
a platform shoe.

Local Tay-Sachs screening 
May 5 at Temple Emanuel 


The last local mass 
screening for carriers of the 
trait for Tay-Sachs disease to 
be held this spring is scheduled 
for this Sunday, May 5, from 1- 
5 p.m. at Temple Emanuel, 385 
Ward Street, Newton. The 
screening is aimed primarily 
at couples of child-bearing age 
of Ashkenazi (Eastern 
European) Jewish 
background. 

Mayor Tehdore D. Mann, 
Newton, has declared Sunday 
Tay-Sachs Prevention Day in 
Newton, urging "all citizens to 
take cognizance of this event 
and to participate ap¬ 
propriately in this important 
screening program." 

The youth group of Temple 
Shalom has also noted the 
occasion by presenting $500 to 
the Tay-Sachs Prevention 
Program, money which was 


raised by a variety of activities 
during the past year. Edwin H. 
Kolodny, M.D., codirector of 
the prevention program 
received the check on behalf of 
the program from Kenneth 
Kaplan, advisor of the group. 

Tay-Sachs disease is the 
genetic disorder which affects 
mostly children of Ashkenazi 
Jewish background. The ab¬ 
sence of a par ticular enzyme in 
these children results in ab¬ 
normal lipid storage in the 
brain, destroying the brain 
tissues and leading to death 
before five years of age. 

The aid of the prevention 
program which is conducting 
mass testings throughout the 
area is to identify carriers of 
the trait for Tay-Sachs disease. 
One in 30 American Jews is a 
carrier. By identifying couples 


in which both people are 
carriers, it is possible through 
genetic counseling and am¬ 
niocentesis to ensure them that 
they can have only children 
free of the disease. 

The Tay-Sachs Prevention 
Program is a joint effort of 
Beth Israel Hospital, the 
Eunice Kennedy Shriver 
Center and Children’s Hospital 
Medical Center under the 
sponsorship of the Combined 
Jewish Philanthropies of 
Greater Boston, the Tay-Sachs 
Foundation of New England, 
Inc. and other private foun¬ 
dations.

nostalgia for the 1920s and 1930s 
ias engulfed the men’s clothing 
ndustry, a lot of it based on a 
flood of movies of that era. The 
same nostalgia Is pervading 
boy's clothing and predictions 
are the movie '‘Mame’’ will 
have a major Impact on styles 
for young boys. 

It is the year 1928 when 
Herbert Hoover has just 
trounced A1 Smith and there is 
no hint of the stockmarket crash 
to come. Patrick Dennis, 10, has 
just arrived in New York to live 
with his Auntie Mame (Lucille 
Ball) and Patrick is dressed to 
the nines. 

Patrick, played by Kirby 
Furlong, is absolutely resplend¬ 
ent in a three-button gray 
flannel jacket with knickers and 
worn with argyle hose and a 
knitted tie with a Windsor knot 
and sturdy blucher oxfords. He 
also is resplendent in his other 
costumes of that era, including 
a double-breasted navy suit 
with short pants and with 
matching cap. 

Marc Wallach, vice president 
in charge of merchandising for 
Donmoor, Inc., one of the 
largest manufacturers of boy’s 
clothes, was almost ecstatic 
over the look. “This nostalgia is 
definitely an influence and it is 
continuing," he said. "This 
offers a dressed up look to 
counteract jeans, jeans, 
jeans....’’ 

Period Detail Shown 
Kids probably would fight and 
scream if they were forced to 
wear knickers these days in¬ 
stead of their beloved long pants 
—even Patrick got his first pair 
in the movie. But already they 
are wearing such things as 
highbuttoned cardigans and Art 
Deco sleeveless sweaters as 
shown in the film. 

The costumes were done by 
Warner Brothers’ Theodora van 
Runkle with remarkable atten¬ 
tion to the detail of the period — 
it was she who did the authentic 
costumes for ‘‘Bonnie and 
Oyde” a few years back and of 
roughly theylSHO 
And when Patrick grew up and 
was played by Bruce Davidson 
there was the same nostalgia. 

The older Patrick in one scene 
wore a three-button wool 
checked suit with fairly wide 
lapels and pleated pants.

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America' 
theme at 

"The atmosphere in America 
today makes one wonder 
whether we are in actuality 
any longer a Christian nation," 
was the theme of an address 
delivered by Msgr. John J. 
McManmon, pastor of Our 
I.ady, Help of Christians 
Church, at a mass celebrated 
last Sunday in observance of 
the 25th anniversary of the 
establishment of Court Our 
I^ady, Catholic Daughters of 
America, Newton. 

One hundred fifty members 
and guests, led by state and 
local officers, participated in 
the 10:15 mass prior to an 
anniversary dinner at Mill 
Falls Restaurant. 

‘‘A newspaper columnist 
recently posed the question 
whether Watergate and similar 
events are symptomatic of a 
much more serious sickness in 
our society," Msgr. McMan- 
mom, who is chaplain of the 
local organization, recalled. 

"Dishonesty appears to have 
reached up to the higher 
echelons in our land while 
anarchy seems to prevail in the 
lower elements of our big 
cities," he declared. 

Quoting the statistic that 37 
million children in America 
now receive no religious 
education, either at home or at 
church, ‘‘Well do we ask 
whether this is till a Christian 
country,” he stated. 

"Our experience as priests 
has shown us that there are 
countless young people who 
call themselves Christian, but 
who lack a basic understanding 
of the most elemental and 
fundamental concepts of 
Christianity, and, sadly, the 
pattern is growing. 

"Most parents no longer 
bring their children to religious 
instruction classes. When they 
reach the age of 10, they in¬ 
dicate they don’t want to go to 
these classes and our per¬ 
missive society lets them do as 
they please and that is just 
about the end of any religuous

Our Lady's meeting 
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training. I am afraid we are 
losing much of our youth by 
default." 

"Tolerance is one hhing,” he 
said. "But to have a society 
where, in tax - supported 
colleges and universities, 
every anti - religious notion dan 
be taught with immunity in the 
name of academic freedom, 
but religion must be censored 
and cannot be mentioned - 
just isn’t reasonable. This 
pseudo - broadmindedness 
makes secularism the 
established religion of the 
state." 

"The founding fathers were 
men of God who sought to 
establish a nation based on a 
strong religious foundation," 
the chaplain continued. "I do 
not think they could have 
conceived of our country being 
otherwise. For it is almost 
impossible to make democracy 
work without religion backing 
it up. 

"Religion says that each 
person must be a responsible 
individual and law-abiding 
person. God commands this. 
Without God, however, men 
only keep laws because 
someone is watching. 
Democracy demands good 
men and nothing so helps in 
this regard as religion." 

"Indeed if our officials had 
more vision, they would see 
this and encourage religion, 
rather than thrown roadblocks 
in its way under the guise of 
separation of Church and 
State, always interpreted in the 
most extremely secularistic 
and anti-religious way 
possible. 

“Religion remains the best 
friend emocracy has and 
America had better come to 
realize this soon,” he declared. 

"Secularism means that 
people do belive in God in a 
vague way but then put Him on 
the shelf and ignore Him. He 
and His laws, they imply, are 
not relevant in modem Society. 
So they develop a pragmatic 
materialistic philosophy: ‘Do 
whatever you want —just don’t 


get caught.’ Getting caught is 
the crime — not the 
wrongdoing. 

•’Unfortunately this 
irreligious attitude governs the 
ethics of too many Americans 
today in the matters of sex and 
marriage, business and en¬ 
tertainment, and in govern¬ 
ment too, at times 

"A few years ago some 
theologians came up with the 
rather startling statement: 
’God is dead.’ What was meant 
was not a proclamation of 
atheism, but rather that many 
men today acted as if God is 
dead. 

"God is dead by law in our 
tax-supported schools. People 
do not seem to realize that not 
to mention religion is not being 
tolerant, but really irreligious. 

"Then when a university 
lecturer can ridicule religion 
but not talk in favor of it, we 
can understand the 
predicament of the young 
people. 

"All this in a nation whose 
motto is "In God We Trust," 
and whose pledge of allegiance 
states "one nation under God." 
We just cannot ignore religion 
for long and still have a 
religious people. We cannot 
leave religion out of the 
training of youth and expect 
themto grow up to observe our 
laws."

The Green Thumb 


By GEORGE ABRAHAM 

CURRANTS & 
GOOSEBERRIES Don’t let the 
season go by without putting in 
some currants and 
gooseberries. One of the best 
currants is Red Lake, ideal for 
jams and jelly. Berries are 
large and each one is on long 
stems which make picking 
easy. One plant is enough for 
cross pollination. An ideal 
gooseberry is one called Pix- 
well, practically thornless. It 
gets the name Pixwell ("picks 
well" because the fruit hangs on 
slender stems an inch or so 
below the branches where they 
can be easily picked. 

We like the Red Jacket, a 
giant red-skinned variety that 
grows on vigorous, sturdy 
bushes. 

Note: Some nursery firms 
require that you furnish them 
with the county and township 
where planting is to be made; 
also approximate distance from 
nearest stand of white pine 
(five-needled pine). No 
currants or gooseberries should 
be planted within a 900 foot 
radius of white pine trees, or 
within 1,500 feet of any nursery 
where white pine seedlings are 
grown. This is because each 
need one another to transmit 
the white pine blister rust. 

Herbs Indoors: Seed stores 
tell us that this is a big herb 
year. Good cooks know the 
value of herbs and since more 
people are “cooking out” these 
days, more herbs will be used. 
Start your own seed in pots of 
sand.npeat and loam or one of 
the ready-to-grow mixes found 
in garden stores. Or you can buy 
started plants from a garden 
center. Here are a few easy-to- 
grow and hard-to-forget herbs. 
Basil (both the green and the

purple leaved type); chervil, 
does well in any soil, grows like 
parsley and has an anise-like 
flavor. Chives, one of the 
handiest of all, should be grown. 
Watercress, does fine in pots or 
boses, and matures quickly. 
Others to try include dill, 
lavender, pot marjoram 
(Origanum), Mints, Nasturtium 
(leaves are fine in salads and 
sandwiches); Parsley is great, 
too. Try a new variety called 
Banquet, or an older one called 
Perfection. Try Rosemary, 
Sage, Summer Savory (won¬ 
derful with cooked green 
beans), and Tarragon, which 
some feel is the king of herbs.

The National Science 
Foundation has made a grant 
to Education Development 
Center for the production of a 
filmed television program 
dealing with the biosphere.

To achieve flexibility in 
television programming, the 
production on food and the 
biosphere will be released both 
as a single film and in separate 
short pieces. Production will be 
carried out with the help and 
advice of news and public 
affairs directors of a number of 
interested television stations. 

The project is designed as a 
pilot program leading to a 
large-scale and continuing 
effort concerned with all 
aspects of the environmental 
crisis and the impact of science 
and technology on civilization.

Miss lombard, biostatistician, 
teacher, and author, will 
receive special certificates of 
membership from the MPHA 
for a combined membership of 
almost three-quarters of a 
century. Iximbard has been a 
member of the organization for 
48 years and his daughter for 25 
years. 

While with the Department 
of Public Health, Lombard 
broke much new ground in the 
control and treatment of 
cancer. He inaugurated a 
complete cancer control 
program, the first in any state, 
and established state-aided 
tumor diagnostic centers 
throughout Massachusetts, a 
practice which was copied 
throughout the country. His 
program was the first to make 
extensive use of community 
health educators and to set up 
cancer education committees 
in every community of the 
state. 

As a result of reports Dr. 
I .ombard wrote on the need for 
cancer research and control in 
Massachusetts, Pondville 
Hospital was established in 
1927. The hospital was the first 
tax-supported hospital in the 
nation for both the research 
and treatment of cancer. 

Known as an author on 
statistics of cancer, Lombard 
is believed to have been one of 
the first to report a connection 
between cancer and smoking in 
a paper published in the 1920's. 
He is also credited with being 
the first to discover that the 
chance of getting cancer of the 
cervix is much higher in 
women who marry early 
(before the age of 20). 

He is considered by many to 
have been a prime mover i 
changing the attitude of the 
public toward cancer from that 
of a nameless terror to ac¬ 
ceptance of it as n disease with 
the possibility of a successful

I-ombard was formerly of the 
Harvard School of Public 
Health, a professor of public 
health at Tufts University 
Dental School, a consultant to 
the U.S. Public Health Service, 
and a director of the 
Massachusetts Division of the 
American Cancer Society. 

Miss Lombard, a consultant 
in biostatistics for the-Cancer 
Research Institute of the New 
England Deaconess Hospital, 
has done much teaching and 
writing on cancer research. 
From 1941 to 1965, she was 
associated with the Harvard 
School of Public Health in 
numerous capacities, including 
statistician, research associate 
in cancer control, and in- 
sttuctor in public health 
practice.

There is reportedly also a 
strong move within the en 
vironmental community to 
block many of the projects 
which are considered en 
vironmentally unsound or 
wasteful of scarce energy 
resources 

In the middle of the con¬ 
troversy, says Mrs. Barron, is 
the 97.34 million authorization 
to secure 7422 acres of Charles 
River wetlands for permanent 
protection to continue to serve 
as natural flood storage areas 


The Natural Valley Storage 
plan, as proposed by the New 
England Division, U.S. Army 
Corps of Engineers, has been 
acclaimed nationally for its 
environmental and economic 
merits. It was authorized in 
March 1974 when President 
Nixon signed PL93-251 into law. 

The funds must be ap- 
propriaed by the respective 
Appropriations Subcommittees 
of the Senate and House Public 
Wrosk Committees. 

Early funding would mean 
that the first steps toward 
protection of watershed 
residents from the flood 
hazards of developed wetlands 
could be taken within this 
calendar year

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More democracy for 
Democratic Party 


By BETTY TAYMOR 

On Saturday, May 4, the 
Democratic Party of 
Massachusetts will hold the 
first open caucuses In recent 
history in every ward and town 
of the Commonwealth. 

These caucuses are to elect 
delegates to June 1 
congressional district caucuses 
at which three or four people 
will be chosen in each 
congressional district to attend 
the Kansas City midterm 
convention, Dec. 64. 

Many substantive issues 
regarding the functions of the 
party will be discussed and 
voted upon at the Kansas City 
convention. The most im¬ 
portant policy discussion in¬ 
volves the consideration and 
adoption of a party charter, a 
document which will deter¬ 
mine the course of party 
politics for years to come. 

A major issue will center 
around the question of whether 
to hold party conferences in the 


future, and particularly 
whether the conferences 
should be mandated In the 
charter. The need for some 
type of party conference 
betwen presidential years is 
becoming more and more 
recognized by elected officials 
as well as party leaden. 
Senator Mike Mansfield told 
the Charter Commission last 
year: "As you know, the intent 
and goal of writing a charter 
for the Democratic Party is to 
provide the grass roots level 
with a source of Input into 
Party thinking and actions. 
The aim is to give the Party a 
more enduring, substantive tie 
to the electorate than that 
which has too often resulted 
from the quadrennial con¬ 
vention approach. Ideally, this 
effort will broaden public (in¬ 
volvement in major national 
policy questions and offer as 
well the opportunity to brjng 
various elements of the Party 
together.” 


Telephone employees 
to earn college credits 


New England Telephone 
employees now have the op¬ 
portunity to earn college 
credits by successfully com¬ 
pleting written examinations, 
according to an agreement 
reached recently between the 
company and the College 
Entrance Examination Board 
(CEEB). 

Under the agreement, the 
newly opened Learning Center 
In Marlboro, Mass, has been 
designated a College Level 
Examination Program 
(CLEP) test center. 

The program makes it 
possible for Individuals to be 
awarded college credits for 
knowledge they have acquired 
In any number of ways, In¬ 
cluding employment ex¬ 
perience, reading, adult 
education classes, television 
courses, military experience, 
business training and so on. 

James F. Crain, assistant 
vice president-training, said, 
“The selection of the Marlboro 
facility as a test center will 
make it easier and more 
convenient for employees to 
receive college-level credit for 


knowledge they already 
possess, at a considerable 
reduction in time and ex¬ 
pense." 

This marks the first time 
that the College Entrance 
Examination Board has en¬ 
tered into an agreement with 
an institution other than a 
college or university. 

Leon M. Goodman, training 
supervisor and test ad¬ 
ministrator of CLEP at the 
Learning Center, said there 
are two types of examinations - 
general and subject. 

The general examinations 
are designed to measure 
college-level achievement in 
five basic areas of the liberal 
arts: English composition, 
humanities, mathematics, 
natural sciences and s 
cial sciencies-history. 

The subject examinations 
are designed to measure 
achievmenet in specific college 
courses. There are 30 subject 
examinations in such fields as 
economics, business 
management, history, English 
literature and so forth.

works and it also gives a chance for the youth 
of the city to participate through youth 
concerts." 

The Newton Symphony, Sasson said, 
"should be a source of pride to the community 
and this one is one of the finest community 
orchestras in the country." 

Well aware that he is in the shadow of the 
BSO, Sasson said he has tried to keep away 
from works they regularly perform, or works 
that they will perform during a season, and 
instead use this symphony for area premieres 
and local debuts of young musical artists.

The performance of Mahler's cantata is 
taken from the original manuscript, hidden 
for years.

Bom of French parents in Egypt, Sasson 
was considered a child prodigy and per¬ 
formed the Mendelsohn Violin Concerto with 
the Cairo Symphony when he was 8. 

He studied at the Paris Conservatory and 
came to the New England Conservatory of 
Music on a full scholarship in 1958. He was 
concertmaster of the conservatory orchestra 
from 1958-59 and joined the BSO in 1959. 

The concert Sunday will be at 8 p.m. and 
will mark the symphony’s first appearance in 
North High School.

These three 
buildings are presently at the root of the 
developer’s problems. 


Mental health workers 
shocked by budget cut 


A cut in the budget of the 
state Department of Mental 
Health has caused reactions of 
shock among mental health 
Region V workers. 

The cut, which was aimed 
specifically at salaries of area 
directors (Newton is in the 
Newton-Wellesley-Weston area 
of Region V) and at children's 
services. 

Early Jiis week Sen. Irving 
Fishman reported that the 
money would be restored to the 
budget by the Senate Ways and 
Means Committee. "I have 
every assurance from the 
chairman that restoration will 
be made," Fishman said. 

After Senate action the 
matter will go into a House- 
Senate conference committee, 
appointed by Speaker David 


Bartley and Senate President 
Kevin Harrington. 

The appointments to the 
conference committee will hold 
the key to restoration of the 
deleted money. 

In the Newton-Wellesley- 
Weston area, Edward 
Sahatjian explained that the N- 
W-W area has never been able 
to fund the post of area 
director, because of lack of 
state money. Only the 
associate director has been 
salaried. 

Sahatjian was recently 
promoted to area director from 
associate director and has been 
serving in both positions. The 
difference between the two 
salaries in areas in which the 
director is paid is about 57,000, 
Sahatjian said.

1100 , 000 . 

Sahatjian said this week that 
the cut will mean a cutback in 
planned expansion of services 
to children, which will have an 
effect on the community 
program that will be complete 
in September or October.

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The secret life of Carleton Merrill

The roar of the engines had already 
hooked this aspiring politician, and 
Norwood Arena was the place in those 
days. 

So what would be more natural than 
"Merrill for Alderman" on one of the race 
cars? 

Merrill was elected, and at the same 
time Carleton P. Merrill became Carl 
Merrill, race car driver. 

That was in 1949. When the election 
was over, Carl Merrill bought his own race 
car, a '37 Ford coach. At first he con¬ 
tracted drivers, but then when one named 
Ingalls wouldn't show up at the track Carl 
Merrill became "Slim Ingalls." 

Carleton P. Merrill, former alderman 
(a total of eight years) and present Newton 
veterans’ agent, is 49 years old now. He is 


the epitome of the smooth, poised gen¬ 
tleman, and has not raced for quite a few 
years. 

But beneath the well-tailored sports 
Jacket, there still beats the heart of Slim 
Ingalls. 

He has kept in the sport, which is the 
second most popular (by attendance) 
spectator sport in the country, by holding a 
long list of official positions in stock-car 
racing associations throughout New 
England. Carl Merrill is now general 
manager and director of Thomson 
Speedway in Thompson, Ct 

His emphasis has always been on 
safety in raring, and he has spent a good 
bit of time in the past 10 years speaking to 
young people on highway safety. 

He tells parents, "If a kid wants to 
hotrod, he'll do it. It's better to get it out of 
his system at a racetrack than on a back 
street" 


Young Carleton Merrill was always 
interested in cars and good at cars. When 
he started building race cars, he always 
got Ford bodies and put a Chevy engine 
into them. 

One of his six cars that he had over a 
three-year period got him into trouble in 
Rhode Island, where he had to “borrow” a 
driveshaft out of a Junk car in back of a gas 
station. The Judge turned out to be a race 
fan and there was no conviction. 

While Carleton Merrill was working in 
Charlotte, N.C., he met his wife, Treva. He 
saytshe didn't mind the danger of driving, 
bat what almost broke up the engagement 
was his wanting to go to the track while she 
wanted to do something else. 

As Mrs. Carl Merrill, she didn't 
participate in racing until he stopped 
driving and became an official.

DCA offers housing compromise

Commissioner Lewis Crampton of the 
Department of Community Affairs has 
revealed Tuesday the DCA will submit two 
ways "to break the deadlock” between 
itself and the Newton Housing Authority. 

The two agencies have locked horns 
over the per unit cost to construct 20 low 
income family duplexes on Beaconwood 
Road in Newton. 

The two suggestions emanating from 
the DCA after what Crampton described 
as "extensive talks with the mayor,” are 
that the city take Beaconwood Road by 
eminent domain and that the city pay the 
cost of site development 

Commissioner Crampton explained 
that the high cost of the proposed duplexes, 
approximately $56,051 a unit, is due to high 
land costs in Newton. Hie cost of the site to 
the Newton Housing Authority would be 
$87,879 for three acres. Crampton said the. 
DCA would contribute funds toward the 
purchase of the site which he said has been 
assessed at $4500 per unit. 


Towers 

The unbilt Towers at Chestnut Hill 
luxury condominium complex has been 
offered for sale to at least one financier 
and has been under negotiation for pur¬ 
chase by at least two others, it was learned 
Tuesday. 

Persistent rumors to the effect that the 
trustees of the Towers have been trying to 
sell the land have been denied by the two 
trustees, Mario DiCario of Newton and 
Albert J. Goodman of Detroit, Mich. 

DiCario denied two weeks ago that he 
was making any effort to sel the project 
Tuesday night DiCario said, "Many people 
have made otters for H, but K is not up for 
sale.” 

Goodman was reached by telephone in 
Detroit Tuesday night. Asked about 
whether he has ottered the Towers for sale 
and obtained financing for the $42 million 
project, said, "Why should I talk to a total 
stranger on the telephone and answer 
personal questions? What is this Newton 
Graphic? Are you like the New York 
Ttaea sr fee Boatoa (Rob*r* 


According to Crampton, the taking has 
been "forced” because the owners, the 
Ciccone Brothers, refuse to negotiate with 
the Housing Authority. The owners want to 
develop the site privately. 

Once the property was acquired by the 
city, test boring would have to be con¬ 
ducted on the site to determine the 
feasibility of the project. Crampton said 
“it’s a very iffy situation.” 

However, if feasibility was proven, the 
Commissioner went on to state that 
"Newton would have to pay for the 
necessary city and fire services, roads, 
sidewalks, lighting, sewerage, utility lines 
for electric, gas, water mains and also 
special firefighting equipment." 

"If the city could not come up with that 
cost, we would then have to reject the bids 
and wait until such time as we could build 
a project by our Turnkey method," says 
Crampton. 

The Commissioner also felt that these 
suggestions would enable the NHA to 
“proceed independently with Thurston

Goodman would offer no further reply. 

One source said it Is "common 
knowledge that the Towers is being ped¬ 
dled." 

Another said the Towers has been of¬ 
fered for sale by at least two Boston law 
firms. 

A leading developer of condominiums, 
Robert Keezer of U.S. Condominiums, was 
approached by a number of financiers to 
join them as the developer of the Towers, 
he said, should they decide to purchase the 
land. 

Keeser declined, he said, because he 
feels that the Towers has no chance of 
being built in its present form and under 
the present Board of Aldermen. 

"As a resident of Newton,” he said, “I 
am sorry that potential additions to the tax 
base have been so lightly passed over by 
the Board."

Road and California Street” projects. Both 
sites were tied into the Beaconwood Road 
project by an order from the Board of 
Aldermen.

He also mentioned that in discussions 
with the DCA there was mention of a "pilot 
program to get refunds for the site 
development.” 

Hie duplexes which would have been 
the first units built for low income families 
were to Include 15 three-bedroom apart¬ 
ments, five four-bedroom apartments and 
two handicapped units. All apartments 
were to have one-and-one-half baths. This 
is the second time the Housing Authority 
has put this project out to bid since the 
DCA turned down the first bids as too high.

The proposed resolution from the 
Public Buildings Committee to request the 
mayor to appropriate funds for a metal 
building to house an automotive center at 
Newton South High School was returned to 
committee by the Board of Aldermen this 
week. 

Eliot Cohen, president of the Board 
and an alderman at large from Ward 8, the 
home of the high school, argued that the 
Public Buildings Committee should have 
made "its intentions" known to the 
neighborhood where the metal building 
would be constructed, and asked the 
committee to schedule a public hearing on 
the matter.

School enrollment 
continues to drop

School enrollment in Newton has 
dropped 10 per cent in the past 10 years. 

According to Superintendent of 
Schools Aaron Fink, we can expect a 
decrease of another 2,000 students in the 
next five years. 

These were just several of the num¬ 
bers mentioned at a Newton Citizens for 
Education meeting this week at the 
Mason-Rice School. 

The school administration has com¬ 
pleted a study of the possible effects of 
closing any of 11 elementary schools in the 
south and central sections of the city. 
Factors it examines include the impact on 
receiving schools if an elementary school 
were to be dosed and students had to be 
shifted to different schools, and the 
distance students would have to travel to a 
new school if their present one were to e 
closed. 

This study will be submitted to the 
Newton School Committee on May 20. 

Fink said this week that "with the 
decline that exists, it has to be logistically 
possible to close a school." 

Schools that are considered for closing 
in the administration's study are 
Hamilton, Angier, Beethoven, Hyde, 
Bowen, Emerson, Countryside, Oak HiU, 
Spaulding, Mason-Rice, and Memorial. 

Director of Research and Planning 
Vincent Silluzio put the recent enrollment 
decline in historical perspective at the 
NCE meeting. 

He noted that the current decline 
began in 1967 after a 20-year period of 
increased enrollment. Silluzio pointed out 
that from 1947-1967, 15 new school 
buildings were constructed in Newton, 
including 12 elementary schools. 

According to an enrollment analysis 
by Silluzio, the schools presently most 
underenrolled are almost all on the south 
side of Newton. Based on a ratio of 20 
students to a room, Countryside, 
Hamilton, Memorial, Oak Hill, and 


Spaulding were reportedly at less than 80 
per cent of capacity in 1973. 

Silluzio has projected that Memorial, 
Spaulding and Hamilton will be at less 
than 60 per cent of capacity in 1977. 

i Between 1947 and 1967, school 
enrollment on the south side increased 

657.6 per rent, and class space increased 

822.7 per cent, according to Silluzio. Gains 
in the north and central sections of the city 
were less than 50 per cent.) 

Silluzio said that all elementary school 
districts except Ward, Lincoln-Eliot and 
Underwood have declined in school 
population in the last 10 years. He com¬ 
mented that the decline has been caused 
by a decrease in the birth rate and a 
decrease in in-migration. 

According to Silluzio, in 1960,18,679 
Newton women between the ages of 15 and 
44 gave birth to 1,471 children. In 1970, 
19,396 women between the same ages had 
944 babies. 

There were reportedly 161 births in the 
first quarter of this year, compared to 140 
in the first quarter of last year. "This 
might be the first indication of a change in 
the fertility rate," Silluzio said. 

Silluzio anticipates a 12.5 per cent 
increase in school population during the 
next four years. He noted that projections 
he has made in the past have been con¬ 
servative. 

Fink said that including a cut voted by 
the School Committee this year, 70 
positions have been cut in the Newton 
schools over four years. 

"Despite the cut in staff, the pupil- 
staff ratio has gone down each year,” Fink 
commented. 

The superintendent added that “we 
have to consider ways to reduce costs 
without affecting the quality of 
education.” He pointed out that Newton 
presently has some schools with much 
smaller pupil-teacher ratios than others, 
and that this is not from choice. 

“If you consolidate some way, you can 
make better use of staff," Fink said. 

He also noted that "we are adding to 


buildings on the north side of the city when 
there is surplus space on the south side." 

Alderman Louis Egelson said that 
from what little 1 know, seems to indicate 
that some consolidation of facilities is in 
order.” 

Egelson suggested that high property- 
costs may be causing young families to 
leave Newton, and may be stopping other 
families from immigrating to the city. 

"We are by no means unlimited m 
resources in this community," Egelson 
said. "We have to be more selective in 
providing capital outlays for faculties 
which will be underused in the future." 

It was noted that savings from 
reduced enrollment are eaten up by in¬ 
flation. 

Newton METCO Coordinator Ms. 
Kathy Jones suggested an alternative to 
closing schools. 

She said that there was a possibility 
that the state could reimburse a school 
system for keeping a school open that 
would ordinarily be closed if it accepted 
students from the metropolitan area.

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'Metropolitanization'— 


what does it mean?

It seems that social scientists are 
always coming up with big words which 
can mean different things to different 
people. 

TTie Newton PTA Council sponsored a 
panel discussion of metropolitanization 
last week at Newton North High School. 

Although it was generally agreed upon 
that metropolitanization means 
collaborative efforts between urban and 
suburban communities, there were 
divergent opinions among panel members 
about how it may be implemented. 

Kathleen Sullivan of the Boston School 
Committee suggested that it means 
requiring suburban schools to open up five 
per cent of their classroom seats to 
minority children. She noted that volun¬ 
tary programs have not worked and 
mandated collaborative efforts may be 
necessary. 

Ms. Sullivan said that "we’re here to 
talk about a real solid commitment of the 
suburbs to the city." She noted that there 
are 4,000 children on a waiting list for 
METCO (she was later corrected, and told 
the number was close to 800). "I don’t 
think 800-900 students who want a different 
kind of environment shouldn’t have it," 
Ms. Sullivan commented. 

Newton Superintendent of Schools 
Aaron Fink said, “I think suburban 
schools can do more than they have. The 
problem is not one of filling up empty 
seats; it is one of providing good 
education." 

Fink said that his preference was 
voluntary collaboration "so we can have 
control over our own destiny.” He said that 
he was not interested in a "super school 
district." 

Fink remarked that "there has to be a 
basic assumption that no child will be 
educationally handicapped because of 
where he lives" or because of his economic 
condition. 

Fink said that the Newton school 
administration is recommending 47 new 
METCO students for next year. This would 
bring the number of METCO students in 
Newton from 169 to about 200. 


"METCO has been one of the most 
successful voluntary programs," Fink 
commented. r, We know there is less 
stereotypic thinking in schools with black 
children." He added that METCO has 
encouraged minority staff recruitment. 

"We shouldn’t pat ourselves on the 
back for the little we’ve done," Fink noted. 

Ms. Sullivan said that Boston "gets it 
from the state and federal governments, 
and maybe we deserve it. Maybe we’ve 
been racists all our lives, but so are people 
out here." 

Ms. Sullivan had commented earlier 
that "there are a lot of people in Newton 
who don’t want minority children going to 
school with their children." 

Forbes Bottomly from the Metopolitan 
Planning Project also connected 
metropolitanization to racial balance. He 
outlined legislation being proposed by his 
group. 

Bottomly suggested interdistrict open 
enrollment for the entile Commonwealth 
as long as it improved the racial balance of 
the receiving or sending school. 

His proposal was that each child 
crossing a district line would carry with 
him the full per-pupil cost of the receiving 
school, plus 1150. The sending school would 
supply its per-pupil cost and the state 
would make up the difference. 

Bottomly’s plan also offered an in¬ 
centive for students to participate. Every 
child who crossed a district line would be 
awarded $10 per month tuition credit for 
post-high school education. 

The plan would also require that 
teachers and children be exposed to 
multiracial situations, free transportation, 
and money from the Massachusetts 
legislature for incentive programs. 

Bottomly noted after explaining his 
plan that he is "very naive about politics in 
the Commonwealth." 

He called his plan a "supplement" to a 
racial balance requirement. He said that 
“incentives would only come into play if 
students crossed district lines." 

Fink said that there should be thought 
given to busing within a district as well as 
over district lines. 

Bottomly was questioned after the 
meeting about his definition of open 


enrollment. He said that under his plan a 
school would be required to admit a 
student as if he lived in its district, if the 
admission of the student would improve 
racial balance. 

When asked if a city such as Newton 
would have any right to limit enrollment, 
he said that it would not. 

Fink called for an organization in the 
state which will sustain collaboration. 
"Regional programs should be under the 
state Board of Education's regional of¬ 
fices," Fink commented. 

"We have to have more than in¬ 
cidental collaboration,” Fink remarked. 
"We have to organize for it." 

Fink noted that New York state has a 
regional system in which communities buy 
services from the state. 

"I,ocal communities should not be 
asked to run regional programs,” Fink 
said. He pointed out that Newton is run¬ 
ning a regional program for the hard of 
hearing which does not contain any 
Newton residents. Newton is supposed to 
be paid by other communities. 

At several points it was noted that 
metropolitanization does not mean only a 
movement of city children to the suburbs. 
It may also mean suburban children 
becoming involved in programs in the city. 

"Some suburban parents are very 
interested in city based programs,” 
Bottomly said. He remarked that people 
have "succumbed to mythology" about the 
city. “We have found in studies that the 
suburban image of Boston is not good," 
Bottomly commented. 

Other members of the panel were 
METCO coordinator Kathy Jones and 
IiOuis Amadio from the state office of 
education. 

Ms. Jones said that there has to be 
minority input in any metropolitan 
program. 

She noted that in the past "school 
systems have tended to operate pretty 
much independently," and that there has 
not been as much cooperation as there 
could be. 

Amadio reported that voluntary 
collaboration is a "long and difficult 
struggle,” but that it is worth the effort.

Zoning Board turns down variance

The Zoning Board of Appeals 
has turned down a request for a 
variance by John and Joseph 
Mclsaac needed to build the 
proposed 32 townhouses and 
108 garden apartments on 
Stamford Street, Aubumdale. 

Thirty-five units were to be 
utilized for low income 
housing. 

This is the fifth denial for the 
Mclsaacs who have un¬ 
successfully sought to rezone 
the site and obtain permission 
from the Board of Alderman to 
develop the property. 

The present refusal was 
based on the facts that one of 
the lots was located in a flood 
plain area with proposed 
basement elevations six inches 
above the flood plain boundary. 
This could have proved to be a 
flood risk for residents. 

The Zoning Board also 


considered that there was only 
a single access to the site, a 
condition which the fire 
department described as 
"dangerous,” saying that 
unless a second access were 
built, it could not go along with 
the proposal. 

Another problem the Zoning 
Board had to weigh was the 
fact that substantial fill was 
needed within the flood plain 
for parking, roads and building 
construction, and no one knew 
how that would affect flood 
storage capacity. 

Finally, the project was 
rejected on the grounds that 
the amount of units on the 
second lot was too dense. 

The Mclsaacs had tied the 
financing of their proposition 
onto Chapter 774, the so-called 
“anti-snob" legislation under 
which Newton meets none of 
the cirteria set up for low- 
moderate income housing

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Editorials 


Stamford Street 

Newton has fallen seriously short of its 
responsibility in assessing its remaining, 
pieces of land and deciding which parcels 
should be provided for low-moderate in¬ 
come housing and which parcels should be 
preserved for open space. 

These are two urgent needs in a city 
which has realized as much growth and 
both can be adequately met with some 
advance planning. 

The planning will have to take into 
consideration a recent Zoning Board of 
Appeals decision turning down a proposal 
for dwelling units on Staniford Street, 
Auburndale. 

The developer linked his proposal to 
Chapter 774, the so-called “anti-snob’’ 
legislation. This law established certain 
criteria to determine whether or not a city 
has permitted the development of a suf¬ 
ficient level of low-moderate income 
housing. Newton does not meet any of the 
criteria set down by this law. 

As a result, it is a safe bet that the 
developer will appeal the zoning board of 
appeals decision which can be overturned 
by a state housing appeals committee to 
put Newton in compliance with Chapter 
774. 


We encourage the city to take by 
"eminent domain’’ the Staniford Street 
lots. We are not suggesting this to avoid 
compliance with Chapter 774, but to insure 
the preservation of this parcel both for 
housing and open space. 

The high parcel could be given to the 
Newton Housing Authority to construct low 
income units. This situation would benefit 
the NHA since their problem is with land 
costs in Newton. It would also permit 
development of the site on the lot which is 
not in the flood plain and would not repre¬ 
sent a possible risk for residents 

The taking would also preserve the 
remainder for conservation-recreation 
purposes. We would also caution the city 
about viewing a taking such as this as the 
end of its responsibility to either low- 
moderate income housing or open space 
preservation. 


Grassroots 

The grass roots withered and died last 
week in Newton. 

The hoped-for outpouring of people 
interested in getting more democracy into 
the Democratic Party failed. 

At ward caucuses in every ward in the 
city, with two or three exceptions, only a 
handful of people came to elect or be 
elected delegates to another caucus which 
ultimately will determine the permanent 
charter of the country's Democratic Party. 

The count at one ward caucus was as 
low as 10 people, from which six delegates 
were to be elected. 

One explanation for the control of the 
Democratic Party by the few party 
regulars, whose names appear again and 
again in party political endeavors, is the 
apparent total lack of interest on the part 
of anyone else. 

Maybe it is truly lack of interest, but it 
may also be a feeling that the outsiders’ 
views are not welcome. 

The Newton Coalition for New Politic* 
a few years ago made an effort to over¬ 
come the “in crowd" approach to politics, 
but in a short time NCNP itself had become 
that very group, and has done little if not 
nothing to listen to others. 

k; Another reason for the "interested 
controlling by default," as one politician 
put it, is the totally inadequate publicity 
and advertising given to important 
political meetings and issues. 

It may take massive publicity and 
well organized advertising campaigns to 
convince Newton voters that the two par¬ 
ties are really looking for new faces. 

Both parties, without new faces, will 
end up almost like the machines they both 
deplore. 


My own school records Transcript staff 


(EDITOR'S NOTE : Jeffrey 
Newman of TV Dally Transcript staff 
lait week wrote a series of articles on 
the availability of school record! la the 
daily's circulation area. A graduate of 
Newton South High, Newman then 
tested hto knowledge by visiting Sooth 
and asking to aee Us record!. He makes 
the following commentary) • 

In preparing for the series of articles 
published in this paper regarding school 
records I returned to my high school to 
examine the comments made on my own 
personal file. 

I certainly never expected to find the 
comments that were written long ago 
when I went back this week to Newton 
South High. 

I’m not disturbed at what I found but 
under normal circumstances I feel that the 


comments could hurt an individual if they 
were to fall into the wrong hands. 

So to avoid that I have published them 
here where anyone can put their hands on 
them. 

Ibis is what I found: 

One teacher in first grade said this: 
•‘Jeff has a vivid imagination and is not 
fully aware of what the difference is 
between a fabrication and the truth. 

Another teacher in third grade said 
“He is a good talker and can mislead you 
into thinking that he knows more than he 
does.” 

Still other comments read "Jeff is a 
very complacent child and does not 
complete his work accurately. We feel that 
he is not at ease in school at this time and 
he has withdrawn from the group...we do 
not know the cause of this. 

A final comment written in high school 
read: Jeff rarely shows enthusiasm in 


doing things and does not get excited over 
things. He does what Is expected-teacher 
directed activities. He has developed a 
fine opinion of himaelf but this may be Just 
a veneer to cover up some feeling of 
inadequacy. Jeff has been a lone-wolf this 
year and will even refuse to sit in a group.” 

During the interview at South I asked 
Mrs. Margaret Addis, Head Guidance 
Counselor if I could have certain anecdotal 
comments removed from the records. 

She made several calls through the 
administrative grapevine and my request 
was finally granted. 

She said that since Newton has never 
had such a request before this was a new 
policy. 

As for the remarks about my vivid 
imagination, that's true. 

But the question of whether or not I am 
fully aware of the difference between a 
fabrication and the truth—well the truth is 
all relative anyway. 


And I suppose that in kindergarten 
I when the second comment was made) I 
was a good talker. 

But there was so little that I knew 
then, I had to do something so that I 
wouldn't sound like a complete 
ignoramus. 

All of this aside, the main point is that 
these comments really should not be sit¬ 
ting in some Hie waiting for a stranger to 
come along and evaluate my past. 

I am amaaed at the attitude of a 
teacher who would think she has the ability 
to psychoanalyse a student and put such 
subjective statements In a record that 
could follow a student For the rest of hU 
life. 

I am shocked too that the school 
department would allow such comments to 
remain on the records without 
qualification of any kind.

O ' Neills' father-son 
political duo striking 

Congressional Majority Leader Thomas P. O'Neill, Jr. 
of North Cambridge, who within a few years almost cer¬ 
tainly' will become Speaker of the National House of 
Representatives, will spend much of his time next autumn 
campaigning across the United States for Democrats in¬ 
volved in tough fights in tight districts for election or 
reelection to Congress. 

Whatever little time he has left undoubtedly will be 
devoted to assisting his son, State Representative Thomas 
P. O'Neill, 3rd, also of North Cambridge, in his bid for 
election as the next Lieutenant Governor of Massachusetts. 

Congressman O’Neill is one of the Bay State's most 
popular public figures and certainly Its best political 
strategist Two Democrats - Poster Furcolo and Endicott 
Peabody — have been elected Governor of Massachusetts 
in the past 22 years. “Up" O'Neill served as campaign 
manager for both of them. He is untouchable In his own 
district 

"I am proud to be the son of so prominent a public 
figure who Is so revered by so many people," declared 
Thomas P. O’Neill, 3rd, candidate for the Democratic 
nomination for Lieutenant Governor, when he was asked 
about his famous father. 

But Representative O’Neill went on to say that he ex¬ 
pects to stand on his own feet and place his own 
qualifications on the table for the people to consider "like 
every other candidate running for the same office." 

Representative Thomas P. O’Neill, 3rd, will get a great 
many votes because he is the sou of the extremely popular 
and almost legendary Congressman "Tip” O’Neill. 

But he also is a handsome, articulate, extremely 
„competent young man who has made a study of the 
economy and unemployment problem of thesstate and 
obviously knows what he is talking about. 

Young Representative O’Neill attended North Cam¬ 
bridge Catholic High School and Boston College. He is 
married to the former Jacqueline A. DeMartino of Dedham, 
daughter of Dedham Police Lieutenant Louis DeMartino. 
Like his father, he lives in North Cambridge. 

He described the economy of Massachusetts as “in ■ 
horrible condition” and deplored the failure of the Sargent 
administration to do more to attract new business and in¬ 
dustry to the Bay State and to bold the business we already 
have. 

“We do nothing to keep the businesses which are 
already here, and we do nothing to encourage new 
businesses to move into the Commonwealth,” Represen¬ 
tative O’Neill observed. 

"We do nothing to explore the feasibility of putting our 
working dais back to work," he continued. "The unem¬ 
ployment is just uncontrollable at this point," he went on. 

“1 think the Democratic Legislature Is beginning to 
understand the problem and Is looking for leadership within 
the admMstretive branch of the slate government but Isn't 
getting it," O’Neill maintained 

"For example," Representative O'Neill asserted, "We 
have the Department of Employment Security. In my 
optonlon, their main function is not to hand out che< ks to the 
unemployed. Their principal function should be to take 
people who are out of work and channel them back into the 
ranka of the employed. 

"They have Ibc program ssf up, bat no one athnlulsten 


it The state Is run by bureaucracies, not by the Governor. 
As far as the executive branch of the state government Is 
concerned, Governor Sargent shows no leadership in efforts 
to improve the economy of the Commonwealth. 

“He has left the Cabinet post of Commissioner of 
Commerce and Development vacant for a year. That is a 
position which is very important to the well-being of the 
economic climate of the state," O’Neill declared. 

A serious-minded young man with deep convictions. 
Representative O’Neill Is opposed to the death penalty. He 
believes that one man should not take the Life of another 
man. Morally, he is unable to justify In his own mind the 
snuffing oat a h uman life as punishment for a murder. 

Young Mr. O'Neill is not convinced that the death 
penalty is a deterrent to crimes of violence. He argues that 
there should be more police officers on the streets 
protecting the public and less permissiveness within the 
courts and penal institutions. 

"The prison furlough system should be coordinated and 
administered better," he said. “When a prisoner Is being 
furloughed, the police in the community to which he is going 
should be notified. We should have more stringent laws 
pertaining to drugs and tighter gun-control laws." 

A gun-control bill originally filed and sponsored by 
Representative O’Neil] may finally be enacted Into law In 
revamped form this year. It bans the manufacture or sole 
In Massachusetts of handguns with barrels of less than 
three inches. (The s oca lied Saturday Night Specials.) 

Representative O'Neill said that one of the factors 
which caused him to decide to seek the Democratic 
nomination for Lieutenant Governor was that he felt this 
action would contribute to unity within the Democratic 
party. 

Under the new dtvisioa of Massachusetts into single 
House districts. Representative O’Neill and Representative 
Charles Flaherty, chairman of the Democratic Stale 
Committee, were placed in the tame North Cambridge 
district 

Most observers believed O'Neill could defeat Flaherty 
because it's virtually a political sin not to vote for a Thomas 
P. O'Neill in North Cambridge. 

But the modest-mannered Representative O’Neill 
decided n battle between Flaherty and himself would do 
violence to the Democratic party so he strack out for the 
Democratic nomination for Lieutenant Governor. 

He is strictly neutral in the fight between Attorney 
General Robert Quinn and former State Representative 
Michael Dukakis for the Democratic nomination for 
Governor. 

“I thought my candidacy would lead unity to the 
Democratic party and that my philosophy would add 
something to thq .Democratic ticket, "O’Neill stated. 

Representative O'Neill has worked as a stock broker 
for the past six years. 

This reported is familiar with Congressman O’Neill's 
views. From the answers made by Representative O’Neill 
to the questions put to him, it seemed apparent that he 
agrees with his father on most matters but disagrees with 

him on a few issues. 

One of the issues on whlc h the two 0 Neills are in total 
agreement is that they are both strongly opposed to 
abortions. 


Defeat of Gun Control 
Bills a big mystery 

Why it has been impossible to obtain the enactment of 
an effective gun-control law in Massachusetts has been a 
mystery back through the years. 

One bill after another, designed to prohibit anyone 
except police men and other law-enforcement officers from 
carrying handguns on the street, have been sunk without a 
trace. 

The common explanation offered is that the Rifle Clubs 
and the hunters and sportsmen comprise a powerful lobby 
on Beacon Hill and wield too much influence to permit the 
adoption of any stringent gun-control law. 

That sounds like sheer nonsense. Why should the 
hunters, sportsmen and members of Rifle Clubs worry 
about a ban on handguns? 

The answer seems to be that a lot sf ordinary citherns 
now carry revolvers for their protection when they walk on 
the street and do not want to be deprived of that right 
Judging from the mall on the matter, some of the people in 
that group are women. In fart, some women's pistol chibs 
have been organised. 

Obviously, the only reason for carrying a handgun on 
the street is to have it handy in case the need arises to short 
somebody, and the reason for shooting somebody can differ 

with different people. 

A compromise and watered-down bill apparently is on 
its way to passage by the Legislature which would ban the 
sale or use of handguns with barrels of leas than three in¬ 
ches. 

We’re not enough of an expert on gnus to under sto od the 
fine distinction between revolvers with barrels of Iess than 
three Inches and those with barrels of more than three 
Inches. But the guesting Is that either type of gun could kill 
apersoa pretty dead.

Save prison furloughs 


To the Editor: 

The Massachusetts 
Legislature, currently con¬ 
sidering a bill to virtually 
finish the prison furlough 
program, is obviously unable 
to comprehend some basic 
correctional facts of life. 

The bill, sponsored by Rep. 
Clifford Marshall and backed 
by Attorney General Robert 
Quinn, is based on three 
neanderthal notions: 

1). Most people in prison 
abuse the furlough program. 
Nothing could be further from 
the truth. 

Admitting that there have 
been furlough failures, and 
accepting (which I do not) the 
Quinn-quoted statistics — there 
is no other correctional 
program that can claim a 
higher rate of success. The 
countless number of people in 


prison who have used the 
furlough opportunity ap¬ 
propriately and returned 
promptly should have justified 
the faith of the most confirmed 
skeptic in the capacity of 
people to change. 

2l. Law enforcement per¬ 
sonnel are in the best position 
to judge when an individual is 
ready for a furlough. How can 
they be, when they have not 
had any contact with the 
furlough prospect for a number 
of years? 

Correctional administrators, 
who see the people in prison on 
a daily basis, are in a far better 
position to judge that in¬ 
dividual's current capacity to 
use a furlough appropriately. 

3). Marshall is quoted as 
saying that "the public is fed 
up with the permissive attitude 
that exists in the furlough 


system". What is permissive 
about requiring a person in 
prison to maintain some family 
contact and to obtain a job and 
home prior to release? That 
requires far more work than 
simply sitting around a 
cellblock all day. The only 
thing permissive about the 
furlough system is that it 
permits a common sense ap¬ 
proach toward gradually re¬ 
introducing the person in 
prison and the community to 
each other. 

If there is anything the public 
should be fed up with, it is 
politicians who abuse their 
facts and mis-use their figures 
in an effort — by fanning the 
flames of our fears — to gain 
votes.

Newton College commencement

Catholic Journalist and in¬ 
veterate crusader (or social 
Justice, will be the speaker at 
Newton College com¬ 
mencement exercises on 
Sunday, May 19 at 11 a.m. 

Some 205 women will receive 
baccalaureate degrees from 
the liberal arts college for 
women at the ceremonies 
which will climax a weekend of 
activities including a Bac¬ 
calaureate Mass and a 
reception on Saturday. 

Born in 1897 in Brooklyn 
Heights, Miss Day was a writer 
for communist and socialist 
publications before her con¬ 
version to Roman Catholicism. 
A catalyst in the 1930's of what 
has since become the Catholic 
labor movement, she has 
continued her advocacy of non¬ 
violent social change. In 
January, she was the recipient 
of the first annual Isaac 
Flecker award presented by the 
Boston Paulist Center. 

Miss Day appeared 
prominently in the news in the 
early 60's as a perenially Jailed 
protester against preparation 
for nuclear war. Recently, she 
has worked with Cesar Chavez 
and the United Farm Workers. 


She was co-founder and 
serves as editor and publisher 
of the Catholic Worker, an 
eight-page monthly tabloid 
paper which approaches social 
problems from the ground up. 
It is headquartered in a house 
of hospitality for the needy 
near New York’s Bowery. 

Miss Day has divided her 
time and her unceasing efforts 
between St. Joseph's House of 
Hospitality in the city, a farm 
that the Catholic Workers run 
in New York State, and visits to 
adherents and loose affiliates 
of the movement around the 
country. Currently, she is 
concentrating her energy on a 
newly opened house in New 
York City for needy, homeless 
women.

HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - 
Noah Beery Jr. is a regular in 
the "Doc Elliot" series with 
Jim Franciscus. He also takes 
time out to play top roles in 
motion pictures. 

His latest is "Walking Tall," 
one of the surprise hits of the 
past year. 

Beery, 57, is the son of the 
late great character actor, 
Noah Beery, and the nephew of 
the Immortal Wally Beery. 
Despite such overwhelming 
forebears, Noah Jr. has 
scratched out more than 200 
movies roles and three 
previous television series on 
his own. 

He starred in "Circus 
Boy,”“Riverboat" and 
"Hondo." 

Beery and his second wife, 
Lisa, lead the life of true 
ranchers. In addition to more 
than 100 head of cattle, they 
keep goats, chickens, sheep 
and pigs on a 2,000-acre spread 
near Tehachpai, Calif.—a two- 
hour drive from Hollywood. 
Unique Home 

Lisa and Noah have been 
married seven years. Each had 
a family before they got 
together. Noah’s two sons and 
daughter are married and live 


in the Los Angeles area. His 
son, Buck, is a third generation 
actor in the Beery family. 

Lisa’s sons Page, 15, and 
Sean, 11, live at the ranch and 
commute 20 miles to school 
each day. 

Beery bought the ranch 23 
years ago for )1B an acre. The 
property Is now worth $600 per 
acre so it is safe to assume 
there will never be any benefits 
for Noah Jr. 

Their home is made up of an 
old gasoline station, garage 
"and motel that once stood along 
an intercontinental highway 
back, in 1910. It has been fixed 
up and decorated with 
westemstyle antiques and a 
number of colorful Navajo rugs 
which Lisa bought. 

Makes Own Butter 
Their bam has been convert¬ 
ed from an old dance hall that 
once attracted cowboys and oil 
field workers in the area more 
than a half century ago. 

The acreage, for the most 
part, is grazing land. But about 
50 acres are given over to 
growing vegetables. Called the 
Bear Mountain Ranch, Noah 
says proudly it is self- 
sufficient. 

Lisa cooks on a 40-year-old 


stove, half of which still bums 
wood, the other half butane. 
She makes her own butter and 
lives in blue denim most of the 
time. She still hangs her 
clothes out to dry in the sun¬ 
shine in preference to buying a 
mechanical dryer. 

Beery keeps an apartment in 
Hollywood in which he lives 
when he's working on the show. 
He has other business interests 
that generally bring him to the 
city once or twice a week. 
Hones Roam Ranch 

On vacations the Beerys 
travel to Europe or Mexico. 
Noah is a collector of western 
art. He owns several original 
paintings by Charles Russell 
and many original bronze 
works. 

The Beerys entertain infre¬ 
quently because their Holly¬ 
wood friends are disinclined to 
drive two hours for dinner. 
Others complain that their 
twomile-long driveway is too 
rough to negotiate. "That 
driveway keeps out the casual 
droppersin," said Noah, 
grinning. 

They have their own water 
supply from old natural 
springs, aided by three wind¬ 
mills which also provide a 


source of power. 

Enormous oak trees cover 
much of the property. Noah 
and his ranch hands collect 
firewood to bum in fireplaces 
that even the richest 
Hollywood stars couldn't af¬ 
ford to build from natural 
boulders today. 

Fifteen horses —and a single 
pony for his four grandchildren 
—roam the acreage. Most of 
them are old nags which Noah 
has ridden in pictures and for 
personal enjoyment down 
through the years. They are out 
to pasture now —but Noah 
Beery Jr. is a long way from 
that himself.

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Disposal district to review 
recycling procedures 


As part of Camp Dresser & 
McKee's most recent contract 
with the Newton-Waltham 
Regional Refuse Disposal 
District planning committee, 
the consulting firm will make 
recommendations on the 
present newspaper recycling 
program and will evaluate the 
feasibility of a proposed curb- 
side collection of glass. 

The recycling evaluation will 
also consider the compatibility 
of proposals soon to be 
requested for the disposal of all 
Newton and Waltham rubbish 
with existing recycling efforts 
in both cities and how the 
recycling programs can be 
made more effective. 

Newton collects newspapers 
monthly, and has two recycling 
areas to which residents may 
take papers, cans, and glass. 
Waltham has only a paper 
collection. 

Neither of the two cities’ 
programs is mandatory. 


One-way trial 

For a trial period to end June 
21, Gibbs street and Bowen 
street in Newton Centre will be 
made one-way streets. 

The trial is preliminary to 
the installation of traffic 
signals in the area. 

During the trial period 
traffic flows will be observed 
and evaluated by police and 
Planning Department per¬ 
sonnel. A public hearing will 
then be announced to obtain 
public comment on the 
proposal. 


A recent Camp Dresser & 
McKee report, which will be 
available in about a month, has 
recommended the eventual 
construction of a resource- 
recovery plant by the state in 
Waltham, and proposes that 
Newton and Waltham stay as a 
district until the regional 
facility is built, turning to 
transfer-haul for the solution of 
the solid waste problem until 
then. 

Newton's incinerator will be 
shut down around the begin¬ 
ning of next year, Waltham’s 
must cease operation June 30. 
Both are in violation of air- 
quality standards. 

Camp Drteser & McKee's 
report also recommends that 
Waltham burn its trash in 
Newton's incinerator after the 
Waltham incinerator is closed. 

Waltham Public Works 
Director Edward Delaney has 
written the district committee 
formally asking the district to 
request the permission of 
Mayor Theodore Mann to allow 


Waltham to burn between 50 
and 100 tons of rubbish in the 
Newton incinerator from July 
to December. 

Delaney said he would ex¬ 
pect to pay "prevailing 
rates"—the same s outside 
contractors pay— for the use of 
the incinerator. 

Waltham collects trash and 
garbage in one opeation. A 
proposed ordinance to 
establish a combined collection 
in Newton, proposed by Aid. 
Matthew Jefferson and Peter 
Harrington in 1970, has been 
held in committee since then,, 
because of opposition to the 
passage through the city of 
trucks laden with garbage and 
trash and to garbage being put 
out at the curb. 

James Salter, chief ad¬ 
ministrative officer to Mayor 
Mann, commented this week 
that the proposal to allow 
Waltham to use Newton’s in¬ 
cinerator would in his opinion 
require the actio of the Board 
of Aldermen.

Legislation sponsored by 
Senator Irving Fishman (D- 
Newton) to provide property 
tax relief for elderly and In¬ 
surance reforms received a 
favorable report from the Joint 
Committees on Taxation and 
Insurance. 

S. 1331, part of Fishman's 
legislative package to provide 
property tax relief for 
Massachusetts homeowners 
and tenants, Is designed to 
extend the tax exemption from 
real estate taxes for certain 
elderly persons. 

Currently only those 
grossing 16,000 or less per year 
are eligible for a real estate tax 
exemption. Under Fishman's 
bUl federal social security 
benefits would not be counted 
as part of a person's gross 
income for purposes of com- 
putlng the tax exemption.

Among the insurance reform 
bills sponsored by Fishman 
this session reported out 
favorably are an ambulatory 
benefits program (s.

Book Work 

By ANDY FIELDING 

I don’t rend enough. 

Oh yes, I read loads of newspapers and magazines and 
periodicals, but I don’t read enough literature, like the 
classics and plays and novels. Unless, of course, it’s 
assigned to me In school. 

I’m really not sure why I don’t read enough. It may be 
that I watch too much television and listen to too much 
radio (where It’s not really required that I use too much 
Intelligence). Or ti may be that 1 approach reading a book 
as though It were homework — something you've got to get 
through and complete. And I guess there’s the fear Inside 
me somewhere that after I finish a book I'm reading on my 
own, someone somewhere Is going to ask me to write a 
paper about It or test me on It 

The thing Is, though, that I’ve usually found that when I 
do manage to sit down and read a book on my own, I really 
enjoy It I find that It’s not such a horrible experience, but 
Is, In fart, a pretty enjoyable one. 

I’ve also recently discovered (and It seems too bad that 
I couldn’t have discovered It sooner), that many of the 
books they force you to read In school — books by authors 
like James Joyce ("Portrait of the Artist as a Young 
Man"), and William Faulkner ("The Sound and the 
Fury"), and Samuel Beckett ("Waiting for Godot") or 
works by Hemingway or Chekhov or Robert Frost really 
are Just fantastic. Sure, you'll get the clunkers, too, but 
reading books and authors like these makes you think that 
there Just might be something to that whole "world of 
letters.” And it also shows you that Just because it comes 
from school, it doesn't have to be all that bad. In fact, It can 
be pretty good. 

I can't say I enjoy writing papers In school about books 
we read — I’m not that enlightened yet — but It still Is In¬ 
teresting getting to know these authors and their respective 
worlds, their works, and observe their styles, their nuances, 
their idead. 

In a recent CBS radio commentary, Joyce Maynard, a 
young author who has been recently making It pretty big 
with her youth-oriented essays and her reflections on her 
1960’s childhood, argued that we shouldn't just discard the 
literature we’re fed in school as being without value. We 
should, instead, she said, try to take advantage of It, and 
absorb all the knowledge and the creativity that the various 
authors have to offer. 

I myself am now, I think, just beginning to appreciate 
the real worth of books and literature. I’m still, by no 
means, a prolific reader—I do still have difficulty picking 
up a book, whether it’s in school or out But I think my at¬ 
titude, at least is changing. I guess that's a step in the right 
direction.

decision of the board and a 
ruling by the Law Department 
that the first decision was ( 
invalid because of improper 
notification of the public led 
only to a vote reaffirming the 
vote to allow McDonald's to 
operate. 

The amendment to the 
zoning ordinance, proposed by 
then Aid. Peter Harrington in 
1973, would prevent 
McDonald's from converting 
the former retail store into a 
restaurant without providing 
adequate parking spaces. 

As planned, the new

260 seats and would not be the 
drive-in type of restaurant. 

According to Frank Maher, 
chairman of the Licensing 
Board, the board cannot deny a 
license on the basis of parking. 

McDonald's had not applied 
for a building permit for 
modification of the building 
before publication of the notice 
of public hearing. Therefore 
according to Assistant Building 
Commissioner Victor 
Taglienti, if the proposed 
amendment is passed by the 
Board of Aldermen, 
McDonald’s would be hit by the 
law requiring provision for 
parking.

If everzbody would 
just relax, it would take about a 
week to get it together. All we 
have to do is learn the songs.” 

It was about a half-hour 
before Stills was due for a 
sound check at a nearby 
auditorium where he was 
performing solo with his new— 
and unnamed—band.

Wants Studio Album 

"Tlie first gig is the 4th of 
July in Tampa, Fla. We're 
going to be playing football 
stadiums-Just 10 dates." 

Will there be a new CSN&Y 
album? 

"Yes—I want to do a studio 
album. I hated the (CSN&Y) 
live album so much—and the 
others wouldn’t cheat. I mean 
it may sound fine out front at a 
concert, but if you're listening 
close on a stereo—you gotta 
cheat, overdub some voice 
tracks so it will sound in tune." 

Stills talks to interviewers 
with a good deal more candor 
than most performers. "Blunt" 
would be another way to put it, 
and Stills concedes that he 
frequently finds his foot in his 
mouth. It's refreshing, but 
sometimes gets him into 
trouble. 

Example: "Graham (Nash) 
doesn't like the style of my solo 
stuff—he thinks it's too loud 
and too lush. But then I think 
his album drags." 

Little in Common 

Then, after a thought about 
the summer plans: "Yeah, 
that'll really help get it 
together." 

CSN&Y was one of the first of 
the late-60's musical realign¬ 
ments to be dubbed a "super-. 


group"—and unlike most of the 
other bands to receive that 
label, it was true: David 
Crosby from the Byrds, Stills 
and Neil Young from the 
Buffalo Springfield and Nash 
from the Hollies. 

Beyond a certain mellowness 
in their backgrounds, CSN&Y 


had little in common. And It is 
this diversity—plus unusual 
professionalism —that 
produced their unique electric 
cowboycum-folkie sound and 
made them one of the most 
popular groups in rock history. 

They also managed to make 
music together while retaining 


a great deal more individuality 
than most musicians who find 
themselves selling millions of 
records as a group. All have 
produced solo albums—Stills' 
and Young’s the most success¬ 
ful—and generally kept the 
audience guessing when (and 
whether) they would perform 


together again 

Now Stills has put together a 
fine band-probably the best 
he’s ever had—and with only 
minor changes, it will form the 
base on which the CSN&Y tour 
will build. 

Stills is also working on a 
solo album using the new band. 


Originally planned as "an 
album of all old stuff," the 
initial idea and several comp¬ 
leted tracks have been shelved 
in favor of an all-new studio 
LP. Two tracks remain to be 
recorded and the album will 
likely be out in a couple of 
months.

The 
following recipe is a very famous salad dressing from one of 
the best chefs in Toronto. Canada. Enjoy! 

CHEF FILIP’S TOSSED SALAD DRESSING 
1 clove garlic, peeled 
4 cop mayonnaise 
Mi cup chili sauce 
Mi teaspoon Worcestershire sauce 
4 cup lemon Juice 
V 4 cup white sugar 
1 tablespoon salt 
Mi tablespoon salt 
Mi tablespoon paprika 
Pinch cayenne 

1 cup salad oil 

Slice garlic clove very thin and combine with all 
ingredients except salad oil. Let stand for 30 minutes, 
strain out garlic. Add oil slowly, beating constantly. Store in 
refrigerator and shak well before using. Makes 2Mi cups. 

Question: I know this is going to sound crazy — but, 
have you ever heard of a Pepper Pound Cake? My friend's 
mother suggested I write to your column — that perhaps 
you have this recipe. I would appreciate your helping us.— 
Mrs. J. H„ Walpole 

Answer: It’s a great idea to get away from the hum¬ 
drum recipes you’ve always used — be daring and make 
this Old-Fashioned Pepper Pound Cake — that 1 teaspoon 
black pepper adds an interesting flavor! 

OLD-FASHIONED PEPPER POUND CAKE 
8 eggs, separated 
2 V< cups all purpose flour 
V« teaspoon baking soda 
24 cups sugar 
14 cups margarine, softened 

2 tablespoons fresh lemon juice 
2 teaspoons vanilla extract 

1 teaspoon ground black pepper 
Mi teaspoon salt 
lMi teaspoons cream of tartar 
Confectioners’ sugar 

Sift together flour, baking soda and 14 cups sugar. In 
large bowl blend margarine with flour mixture slightly, 
using low speed of electric mixer. Add lemon Juice and 
vanilla. Beat in egg yolks one at a time, using low speed. In 
another large bowl beat egg whites until frothy. Add pepper 
and sail Gradually add 1 cup of the sugar with cream of 
tartar, beating well after each addition. Beat until soft 
peaks form. Fold egg whites into batter. Pour batter into 10- 
inch greased and floured tube or bundt pen. Using spatula 
cut through cake batter. Bake in a preheated oven, 325 
degrees, for 14 hours or until cake tester Inserted in center 
comes out clean. Turn off heat and allow cake to remain in 
oven 15 minutes longer. Cool cake on wire rack for 15 
minutes. Unmold cake and cool thoroughly. Sprinkle with 
.confectioners sugar. Yield: 110-Inch cake. 

The following is an excerpt from a letter received from 
a reader—her enthusiasm brightens our day! "Every time 
my sister-in-law visits her family in Oregon, she brings 
home a super-duper recipe, and this time it’s a Grasshopper 
Cake that is better than any cake I’ve ever eaten! And so 
here it is — I hope you will put it in your column with my 
sister-in-law’s name, please." (Here it is, and thank you. 
Emily!) 


EMILY’S GRASSHOPPER CAKE 

Cake: 

4 squares (1 oz. ea.) unsweetened chocolate, melted 
4 cup boiling water 
V« cup sugar 

2 V 4 cups sifted cake flour 
14 cups sugar 

3 teaspoons baking powder 
1 teaspoon salt 

4 cup salad oil 
7 egg yolks 

4 cup cold water 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
7 egg whiles 

4 teaspoon cream of tartar 
Grasshopper Filling: 

1 envelope unflavored gelatin 
4 cup cold water 

One-third cup white creme de cacao 
4 cup green creme de menthe 

2 cups whipping cream 

Cake: Mix together the melted chocolate, boiling water 
and 4 cup sugar, blending well. Cool. Sift the flour, 
remaining sugar, baking powder and salt into a large 
mixing bowL Make a well in the dry ingredients and add the 
oil, egg yolks, cold water and vanilla in order glvea Beat 
till smooth. Stir chocolate mixture into egg yolk mixture. 
Beat egg whites with cream of tartar till very stiff peaks 
form. Gently fold egg yolk mixture into egg whites. Turn 
into an ungreased 10-inch tube pan. Bake in a preheated 325 
degree oven for 1 hour and 5 minutes or till cake tests done. 
Invert pan. C 00 L 

Grasshopper Filling: Soften gelatin in cold water. 
Combine creme de cacao and creme de menthe in a small 
saucepan. Heat through. Dissolve softened gelatin in heated 
creme de cacao mixture. C 00 L Whip cream. Fold in gelatin 
mixture. Refrigerate for 15 minutes. Split cooled cake 
crosswise into 3 layers. Spread Grasshopper Filling bet¬ 
ween layers and on top of cake. Refrigerate until serving 
time. 

HELPFUL HINTS: Freeze unfroeted cake before 
splitting the layers or cutting it into fancy shapes. It will be 
easier to cut, neater and have fewer crumbs. 

Adjust the seasonings when baking for the freezer. 
Cloves, garlic, black pepper, green peppers, plmlento and 
celery become stronger in the freezer. Onion, salt and chili 
powder tend to taste weaker after storage in the deep 
Creese. 

A simple recipe for the novice cook has only 2 
ingredients: 2 cups enriched self-rising flour and 1 cup 
dairy sour cream, warmed to room temperature. Blend the 
sour cream into the flour to make a soft dough. If the dough 
is too stiff, you can add about 1 teaspoon water or milk Pat 
or roll the dough on a lightly floured surface to 4-inch thick. 
Cut with floured biscuit cutter or inverted glass. Bake on 
ungreased baking sheet in preheated 450 oven 

Give your family a variety of breads for each meal. Buy 
several kinds at the supermarket; then repackage the 
bread into your own custom loaves - 2 slices enriched 
white, 1 whole wheat, 1 honey wheat, 2 cinnamon, 1 pum¬ 
pernickel 2 rye, etc. - and pop them into the freezer.

Ht I wanted was tennis 
dresses that could b^om to tennis parties — 
dresses that wetwljust for ‘cute-young girls’ 
but for me too^Iost dresses were cut short 
and looked t on young figures but for the 
woman baween 30-70, the woman who really 
was coping onto the courts and spending 
monitor her outfits, there was little choice. 


“So," she reminisced, "I thought I’d like 
to open up a little store selling tennis fashions 
and equipment I spoke with an executive in a 
prominent specialty shop regarding opening a 
tennis boutique in his store, and his response 
was that if I was so enthused about what 
tennis dresses should look like, why didn’t I 
manufacture and contract them . . . and I 
realized he was right.

That’s why I went to the Cotton 
Council in New York and found that 100 
percent cotton is practically Impossible to 
get Therefore, we have fabrics that look like 
cotton, act like cotton, feel like cotton but they 
are not 100 percent cotton.

"I love color and have used red, 
blue, green and yellow to trim the dresses, 
tops and skirts, but I’ve not gone into full 
color and am not apt to unless it's in the 
warmup suit. This decision was not made as a 
result of my feelings alone. I asked many 
people how they felt about an all green or all 
blue tennis dress and the consensus was that 
girls feel crisp and great when there’s a 
highlight of color on white — such as a navy 
blue top and a white skirt, but not a solid 
color. Bright solid colors on the court are very 
distracting, however, my warmup suits will 
be in strong, vibrant colors.

Newton stops Melrose

The 1914-15 hockey season 
Was to be an exciting one for 
the boys In the orange and 
black of Newton High School. 

Coming down the stretch and 
the showdown game with a 
great three of four year un¬ 
defeated powerhouse—Melrose 
High, 

Things looked bleak for us! 
We had just lost our captain 
and star forward, Billy 
Wellman, through ineligibility, 
as well ns "Staff" Brown. 

"Billy," after graduation, 
joined the Lafayette Escradille 
and became world famout as 
an "ace of that outfit. Still 
later, as a movie director, his 
name became a household 
word, because of such movies 
as "Wings,” starring Jean 
Harlow, and "Public Enemy," 
with James Cagney and Mae 
Clark. 


Harry Carley, veteran 
defenseman, was elected 
captain, and he and "Little 
Frcnchie IaCroix," freshman 
goalie, and yours truly, 
combined to form a pretty solid 
defense. 

Just before the final game 
and showdown with Melrose, 
Harry gathered his players 
together and told us, "You 
know what? I think we can beat 
these monkeys." 

Well, as a young man 
growing up in Aubumdale, 
near "Norumbega Park," I’d 
seen a lot of monkeys, but none 
of them could skate like those 
Melrose boys: Bob Paisley, 
captain and star forward, 
Frank Ross, Ralph teavitt, 
and Pendleton, all forwards. 

I'd watched "Jack" perform 
in goal, and he certainly was no 
monkey. In front of him were

Burt Nowell and Buddy 
Phillips. 

I-ater on, I played Dart¬ 
mouth hockey with Bob 
Paisley, Buddy Phillips, and 
the Ross brothers, Jack and 
Frank. 

Well, in a real donnybrook, 
Newton prevailed, 2 to 1, 
largely because of the fabulous 
goaltending of our little 
Canadian, “Frenchie 
I.aCrolx." 

Thus endedd one of the 
longest schoolboy streaks 
anywhere or anytime! 
“Frenchie" must have stopped 
and kicked out at least 50 or 60 
shots labelled “goal," and 
from the black and blue marks 
on my body, I stopped a few, as 
did, I'm sure, our captainl 
Harry Carley. 

The following season, 1915- 
16, “Frenchie,” Melrose star 
“Burt" Nowell and I were 
chosen as the defense on A. J. 
Rooney’s ("Boston Traveler") 
all interscholastic team. 
Forwards picked were Clint 
Peabody, Arlington High; 
Ralph Leavitt, Melrose, and 
Nelson Laird and MICHAEL 
Pendergast, both Melrose

"Blue Monday 
often "Flu Monday" 


The Norfolk County-Newton 
Lung Association reports that 
“Blue Monday” is often “Flu 
Monday." More respiratory 
illnesses may blossom forth on 
Monday than any other day. 

For six years, two resear¬ 
chers at the University of 
Michigan studied nearly 5,000 
people in a typical American 
town - Tecumseh, Michigan - 
and uncovered some surprising 
findings. More colds and flu 
showed up on Monday than 
other days. As the week 
progressed, the rate dropped 
off gradually through Thur¬ 
sday, then began a steady 
climb over the weekend. The 
pattern held for adults as well 
as children, but was par¬ 
ticularly striking among five- 
to 19-year-olds. 

The researchers - Drs. 
^Arnold Monto and Betty 
man - said school at- 
ice played an important 
pat|u.in spreading the in¬ 


fections. They believe that the 
infections are spread during 
the first few days of school 
week; the infection then in¬ 
cubates, and colds and flus are 
full-blown by the next Monday. 
The importance of school 
contact was also brought out in 
the statistics which showed a 
tremendous increase in in¬ 
fections during the first two 
weeks after school opens in the 
faU. 

In the study, infants under 
one year of age had the most 
colds, about six a year. After 
that, the incidence decreased 
steadily with age, except for 
the 20- to 29-year-old group, 
which showed a slight upswing.

Medicare 

If you are eligible for social 
secutiry benefits, you are also 
eligible for Medicare, to help 
pay for health care. The 
hospital insurance part of 
Medicare (Part A), which pays 
for a large portion of any 
hospitalization you may 
require, is free. The medical 
part (doctor’s services, Part 
B) will cost you $5.80 a month 
under current law; $6.30 per 
month after July 1, 1973. 

Check on both Parts A. AND 
B with your Social Security 
district office. If you begin 
receiving social security 


money benefits before 65 
(anytime from age 62 to 65), 
you do not become eligible for 
Medicare until you reach 65. If, 
on the other hand, you do not 
retire at age 65 and do not start 
collecting money benefits then, 
you will nevertheless be 
eligible for Medicare at that 
time. 

Medicaid 

If you are eligible for old-age 
assistance (welfare), you are 
probably also eligible for 
Medicaid (which covers both 
hospital and doctor's services). 
Check with your welfare 
department. 

In some States, persons with 
incomes too high for old-age 
assistance but too low to handle 
heavy medical expenses, are

considered "medically 
and are eligible for Mi 
Check on this for yourself 
your welfare department^ 
Medicaid is a State- 
administered program, dif¬ 
fering in every State. It is 'not 
limited to persons over 65. 
Medicaid payments may also 
supplement Medicare after its 
coverage is exhausted. 

After January 1, 1974, most 
individuals who are receiving 
old-age assistance and who are 
also eligible for Medicaid will 
continue to be eligible. Others 
may also be eligible. 

Food Stamps 

If you are eligible for old-age 
assistance, you may also be 
eligible at this time for food 
stamps,*which can help stretch 
your food budget. Ask your 
welfare department about this 
possibility. Food stamp 
eligibility is not based on age 
but on income.

Statewide efforts to protect 
the rights of the non-smoker 
received a setback on April 11 
when the House Committee on 
Social Welfare reported un¬ 
favorably on H-1688, "An Act 
To Limit Smoking In Certain 
Public Places," reports the 
Norfolk County-Newton Lung 
Association. 

About 350 people gathered in 
Gardner Auditorium at the 
State House in Boston to 
support this and four other so- 
called "non-smokers’ rights" 
bills. The Committee, without 
lighting up once, listened to 
over two and one-half hours of 
testimony. Some 50 persons 
testified in favor while only 
three spoke against the 
measures. 

By the end of the hearing, the 
Committee had dwindled to 
three members, who went into 
executive session and then 
virtually snuffed out the 
chances for any of the bills this 
year. Representative Lois G. 
Pines (D-Newton), who filed H- 
1688, In cooperation with The 
Lung Association, said that^ 
similar bill was give 
favorable report JJr the 
Committee last yeaa^nly to be 


"buried" in the House Ways 
and Means Committee. 

H-1688 would extend no- 
sinoking laws to such public 
places as public conveyances, 
polling places, schools, 
elevators, public areas of 
hospitals and state offices, 
buses, mercantile 
establishments, theatres, 
public halls, museums, 
libraries, and others. Hie bill 
would have protected the 
rights of the majority since 58 
percent of men and 70 percent 
of women of voting age do not 
smoke. 

A spokesman for the Lung 
Association said that “the bill 
means 'peaceful coexistence.' 
It entitles each individual to 
breathe air he wants to 
breathe, clearing the air for 
healthier relationships bet¬ 
ween non-smokers and other 
people who are unwillii 
kick the habit." 

The SocialJJNWSre Com¬ 
mittee mju^mrn the matter 
over^^^ne Department of 
Health. But, according 
Representative Pines, “As 
things stand now, it’s only the 
smoking minority who have the 
rights."

Mayor's commission acts 
on affairs of the elderly 


BOSTON—In 1968, Mayor 
Kevin H. White of Boston 
established a Council on Aging 
within City government to 
address the needs of the City’s 
older citizens and to serve as 
their advocate. The Council’s 
status was raised to that of the 
Mayor's Commission on 
Affairs of the Elderly in 1970; 
with an official mandate to "be 
cognizant of federal and state 
legislation concerning 
financial assistance, in¬ 
formation exchange, and 
planning for better community 
programming for the elderly" 
and to "coordinate or carry out 
programs designed to meet the 
problems of the elderly in 
coordination with the (State's) 
Commission on Aging...’. The 
present Commissioner, Taylor 
B. Wagenseil, was appointed in 
September, 1973. 

According to the 1970 U.S. 
census, the City of Boston has 
more than 81,000 residents who 
are 65 or older, representing 
almost 13 percent of the City's 
total population. If all residents 
60 or older are included, the 
figure comes to 112,508, or 
almost 18 percent of the total 
City population. One-fifth of 
these elderly citizens fall below 
the census-determined poverty 
level for income. The Mayor's 
Commission on Affairs of the 
Elderly assesses the needs of 
the City’s older population and 
develops and coordinates 
governmental, public, and 
private resources to address 
these needs. In doing so the 
Commission is in a unique 
position. Not only is it man¬ 
dated to address the needs of 
the total elderly population of 


the City of Boston, it also has 
the authority and the access to 
City resources necessary to 
pursue this mandate. 

Within City Hall, the Com¬ 
mission works at maximizing 
the City's total resources for 
the elderly by cutting across 
departmental lines in ex¬ 
panding and coordinting 
essential services in such areas 
as health, housing, em¬ 
ployment, recreation, cultural 
affairs, social services, and 
transportation. However, 
though City government can 
best define and respond to the 
needs of the City’s senior 
citizens with appropriate 
services and programs, all 
levels of government must 
supply the means to realize 
these services. At the Stae and 
federal levels of government, 
the Commission monitors 
proposed legislation for its 
potential impact on Boston’s 
elderly citizens and works with 
appropriate State and Federal 
officials to ensure that they 
recognize and address the 
needs of the elderly in Boston. 
In addition, Commissioner 
Wagenseil is a member of the 
steering committee for the 
Urban Elderly Coalition, which 
represents municipal offices on 
aging across the country in 
voicing the special needs of the 
urban elederly. And finally,' 
beyond governmental chan¬ 
nels, the Commission attempts 
to locate, mobilize, and 
coordinate other appropriate 
public and private resources in 
the city on behalf of the elderly. 

In order to serve as an ad¬ 
vocate for the needs of the 
City’s 112,508 elderly residents. 


one must first determine the 
nature and the extent of their 
needs. In addition to compiling 
and analyzing demographic 
information on the elderly 
population and consulting 
experts in the field of aging, the 
Commission has two 
established channels for 
learning about the needs of the 
elderly from the best source 
available - the elders them¬ 
selves. The Mayor’s Advisory 
Committee of the Elderly, 
established in 1973, is com¬ 
prised of 17 elderly 
representatives elected from 
among the senior citizens clubs 
in each of the City’s 
neighborhoods, along with 15 
representatives of local 
agencies serviing the elderly 
and noted professionals ap¬ 
pointed by the Mayor! The 
Committee meets on a monthly 
basis and advises the Com¬ 
mission on planning, funding, 
and evaluating programs to 
serve the elderly. 

An additional channel for 
continuous community input is 
provided by the Commission's 
Deputy Commissioner, Jim 
McCarthy, who serves as the 
Commission's “field 
representative" by spending 
most of his time at senior clubs 
and drop-in centers, senior 
housing developments, 
hospitals, stores, and other 
neighborhood spots where he 
can talk to elderly individuals 
about their personal needs, 
problems, and concerns. Other

exemption for veterans 


State Commissioner of 
Veterans’ Services, Charles N. 
Collatos, has alerted the 
Massachusetts Veterans' 
Agents Association of the 
following situation with regard 
to real estate tax exemptions 
that disabled veterans, their 
wives and widows and elderly 
persons may be entitled to. 

January 1, 1973 to June 30, 
1974 represents the transitional 
period (18 months) ordered by 
the Legislature to bring cities 
and towns within the new fiscal 
year conforming to the Fiscal 
Year of the Commonwealth, 

The change In the Fiscal 
Year will occasion problems 
with real estate tax exemptions 


that veterans, their wives, and 
widows, and also elderly 
persons may be entitled to 
under Chapter 59 of the 
General Laws. 

Hie commissioner advises 
all of these persons to file 
applications for exemptions as 
soon.as possible after receipt of 
their tax bills both for the six- 
month period ending June 30, 
1974 and the Fiscal Year 
beginning July 1, 1974 and 
ending June 30, 1975. 

They can look to local 
Veterans’ Agents for advice 
and assistance. Ixical Agents 
have been working with local 
Board of Assessors and are 
fully cognizant of the matter.

The end of driving came sooner than 
expected. Carl was driving for a car owner 
who didn't tell him that particular car had 
quick steering. He went into a lamppost, 
and that was the last drive. 

Now his wife handles the office at 
home for Carl Merrill's duties at Thomp¬ 
son Speedway and goes with him every 
weekend to the track. 

The position of general managing and 
director of racing at Thompson is the 
culmination of many years with NASCAR. 
Much of his work with that group involved 
improving and maintaining rules and 
regulations of racing and technical 
standards of the tracks. 

Carleton P. Merrill, veterans' agent, 
has developed a good way of dealing with 
people, including youngsters.

Originally the committee had ap¬ 
proved the new facility only if 65 per cent 
reimbursement were to be forthcoming 
from the state School Buildings Assistance 
Bureau.

Such an evaluation might, according 
to the letter, turn up deficiencies in the 
high school that would require large ex¬ 
penditures to correct. 

Public Buildings Committee Chair¬ 
man Edward Richmond felt that a public 
meeting held at the school some time ago 
would serve the purpose of a public 
hearing, but Cohen insisted that "we and 
the people don't know about the proposed 
building." 

Alan Barkin. also of Ward 8, asked 
that pictures or a model of the building be 
made available for the neighbors to look at 
the public hearing.

said. "We only talked about it. I'm not 
really interested we can't do business 
with them." 

Covich feels that the project was not well 
planned for the land. "The cost of land and 
the construction cost forces the price of the 
apartments too high ($70,000-$250,000). 
The Towers should have been built in 
stages to sec how 50 apartments at a time 
would sell." 

"I think Goodman would be happy to get 
his money back out," Covich said. 

Harmon Stone of Newton said he "had 
been negotiating in a general way," but is 
not now actively negotiating. 

The Towers financing fell through when 
the construction of the building was 
stopped last September by the discovery 
that the permissive use granted by the 
Board of Aldermen in 1966 had expired. 

lengthy negotiations in the aldermanic 
Land Use Committee on an extension of 
permissive use resulted in an 
arrangement with the Newton Community 
Development Foundation to construct 50 
units of low and moderate income housing 
in conjunction with the Towers and 
dependent on the Towers’ proceeding. 

The delay in construction also caused 
Goodman to lose a $29 million mortgage 
commitment, which he has apparently 
been unable to replace, 

Spokesmen for the Towers have con¬ 
sistently maintained that the financing is 
being worked out. 

Further delay occasioned by the need for 
approval of a revised site plan and plans 
for the installatiin of a sprinkler system 
throughout the building held up until a few 
weeks ago the issuance of a building 
permit to allow construction to proceed. 

According to a Towers spokesman, work 
is now going "full speed ahead” on the site, 
with utility lines already in. 

Site preparation began in 1967, ac¬ 
cording to one of the Towers lawyers last 
October, who said then that more than $4 
million has been spent on the 17-acre site. 

The only structure erected so far is a 
model building for sales purposes. 

If built, the Towers would provide the 
city with as much as $3 million in real 
estate taxes annually.

How to 
weigh water 

BRUSSELS lUPI) - Every 
day. hundreds of experts meet 
in solemn congress in dozens of 
rooms in the European Com¬ 
mon Market to pass judgment 
on the major issues of the day. 

like how to weigh the water 
in a frozen chicken. 

Critics of the Common 
Market say it spends too much 
time talking trivia. The current 
Exhibit A is a document, issued 
in six languages and named 
“Standards for the Moisture 
Content of Certain Fowl Car¬ 
casses," or "COM 174) 79" for 
short. 

If adopted by all nine 
Common Market nations, the 
document would standardize 
chicken-weighing throughout 
Europe, in 11 detailed steps, to 
wit: 

1. Wipe the chicken's wrap¬ 
ping and weigh it. 

2. Take the chicken from the 
wrapping and weigh the wrap¬ 
ping—not the bird. 

3. Subtract weight 2 from 
weight 1. That's how much the 
chicken itself weighs. 

4. Stick the chicken into a 
dry, waterproof plastic bag 
with the abdominal cavity at 
the bottom. 

5. Put the bag into water of 86 
degrees. Hold the bag so no air 
escapes, no water gets in and 
the sides of the bag lie against 
the chicken. 

6. Keep this up for two hours. 

7. Throw out the water. 
Pierce the bottom of the bag to 
allow water produced by 
thawing to escape. 

8. I,et the chicken drain for 
one hour. 

9. Take chicken from the bag 
and dry it out. 

10. Weigh the chicken. 

11. Subtract weight 10 from 
weight 3. TTiat's the moisture 
content. 

The document, with straight 
face, insists that the bag have a 
thickness of exactly five-

Parking dominates hearings

Parking and more parking dominated the 
Land Use Committee meeting this week as it 
heard petitions for the expansion of Sidney 
Hill Country Club and for new rules governing 
off street parking for new businesses. 

The 1973 ordinance, proposed by then Aid. 
Peter Harrington, would require off-street 
parking when any new construction or change 
of existing use took place at a business. 

People opposed to the proposed con¬ 
struction of a McDonald’s restaurant in 
Newtonville square took advantage of the 
hearing to voice their grievances. 


It had been reported last week that 
passage of this Harrington ordinance might 
preclude McDonald’s from moving into the 
area. 

About 200 people were present for the 
hearing. Many Newtonville residents spoke in 
opposition to the McDonald’s, citing it as a 
traffic hazard, a danger to children crossing a 
busy street, and a restuarant in an area 
already saturated with restaurants. 

One resident, Richard Drew, told the 
committee, “we are drowning in a sea of 
automobiles." 

Another, Michael Miller, a Newtonville 
square merchant, said to the committee, “I 
wish you would listen tonight to the people of 


the area because we're asking for you to do 
something to help us." 

When it became apparent that any of the 
residents appearing to support the ordinance 
proposed were there because of the 
McDonald’s, Alderman Alan S. Barkin asked 
if they understood what the hearing was 
really about. 

He pointed out that the ordinance in 
question, first proposed in June, 1973, affected 
all areas of the city. He told residents that it 
was the city’s Licensing Board that was 
empowered, and had, granted McDonald’s a 
license. 

“Now you’re here asking us to pull the 


Licensing Board’s chestnuts out of the fire," 
he said. 

Barkin told the audience he understood 
that their protest was over the proposed 
Newtonville restaurant, and that the or¬ 
dinance, if passed, might alleviate their 
problem. 

“But you’ve heard, I'm sure," he said," 
the expression about throwing the baby out 
with the bath water.” 

“This ordinance," he went on to explain, 
"would also affect every other business block 
in the city."

Ethnicity: a new word for an old problem

A new word has arrived on the scene too 
describe an old problem. The word: ethnicity. 
The problem: understanding our differences. 

Formerly, it was popular for Americans to 
think of themselves as a mixture, part of a 
melting pot. However, in the late '60's, ethnic 
identity began to ride. Today, ethnicity is 
recognized as having a definite impact on 
education. 

s a result, Social Studies Coordinator 
Edward Lerner recently introduced an in- 


service course on “Responding too Ethnic 
Differences in the Newton Community." The 
month-long course drew over 200 people from 
the community, teachers, administrators, 
policemen, sodal workers and guidance 
counselors. 

“We are trying to sensitize the staff as to 
who lives here and their individual and group 
differences," said Lerner. He explained that 
"although no accurate figures were 
available, the largest identifiable ethnic 
groups, other than Anglo-Saxon Protestants, 
are Irish, Italian and Jewish." 


Stressing options is something else Lemer 
talked about so that people can be toold 
"here’s where it can be if you want it or you 
can let it face." They don't have to hold on to 
their ethnicity if they don’t want to. 

The program was not oriented to teach 
about ethnicity, but to merely provide a 
general background about the local past and 
present. 

Lerner said that students could be 
“alienated on ethnic grounds unless teachers 
were at ease with their own ethnicity and the 
kids' ethnicity." For instance, an alert 


teacher spotting a child bringing in something 
“different" for lunch and getting teased by 
peers could use the situation as an op¬ 
portunity for discussion. This could in the long 
run raise the child’s self image while having 
the group appreciate American diversity. 

Fred Adelman, Massachusetts Teacher’s 
Association Professional Development staff 
member, led one of the last sessions, ad¬ 
dressing himself to the impact of ethnicity on 
education.

Homeless mother and daughter wonder. 
'Can this really happen in Newton?'

Leslie Parker is a quiet, bewildered, 21- 
year-old mother of a 3-year-old daughter. 

On April 22, Leslie and Jessica were 
evicted from their Lexington Street apart¬ 
ment. 

So far all the combined forces of city 
agencies and the state welfare department 
have been powerless to find another home in 
Newton. 

Leslie's mother and father are dead, and 
her sister Pamela in Roslindale has taken her 
and Jessica in temporarily. But Pamela's 
four-room apartment is already crowded with 
her four children. 

Leslie wants to stay in Newton, where she 
has lived most of her life since 1962. She had 
planned to enter Jessica in Head Start next 
fall and go back to schoo herself. 

Leslie's predicament began last October 
when she moved into the Lexington Street. 


apartment. She is separated from her 
husband, and receives 1109.90 every two 
weeks from the state Public Welfare 
Department. 

She had expected a friend to share the 
apartment and the $200 monthly rent with 
her, but tliat agreement fell through. Leslie 
fell behind in the rent, and on April 8, her 
landlord's lawyer sent a constable to see her 
to tell her she was in a serious situation. 

Jessica became ill from the inadequate 
diet her mother could provide with the little 
money available, and now has been ordered 
onto a high-protein diet. 

In early April 8, according to Diane 
Sinclair, supervisor of the Brookline welfare 
office, Leslie’s social worker discussed the 
situation with the landlord's lawyer, who 
indicated that he would not want to continue 
Leslie’s tenancy even if the welfare depart¬ 
ment paid the back rent. 

At Alderman Richard McGrath s behest, 


the lawyer agreed not to do anything until 
McGrath and Leslie had had a chance to look 
for another apartment. 

Diane Sinclair has notes in her office 
indicating that the lawyer was to notify the 
social worker before any further action was 
taken. 

Somehow, by a failure in communications 
all around, on April 22, Leslie's furniture was 
taken out and she was evicted. 

McGrath has spoken with the Newton 
Housing Authority, the Newton Department 
of Human Resources, Veterans’ Services, and 
anybody else he can think of, and has tried on 
his own to find Leslie an apartment. 

The executive director of the Housing 
Authority, Frank Quinn, confirmed this week 
that the Authority haB no emergency housing. 

"If a person finds an apartment himself, 
we might be able to subsidize the rent," Quinn

The Newton School Committee unanimously approved 
this week a recommendation from the school ad¬ 
ministration that enrollment in Newton's MF.TCO program 
be increased to 200 next year. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink said that the 
School Committee authorized 181 places for this year, but 
that peak METCO enrollment was only 176. The present 
enrollment is 169. 

Fink pointed out that with 15 METCO students 
graduating from Newton's high schools this year, an in¬ 
crease to 200 would mean 47 new students in the first and 
second grades next year. 

Three elementary schools will have METCO students 
for the first time next year. Angier will have nine first 
graders, Cabot will have five second graders, and 
Beethoven will have four first graders. 

Fink said that correspondence from Angier indicated 
support from its staff of the METCO program. Helen 
Thomas, acting principal of Cabot, said Monday that the 
school is “looking forward to having METCO students 
enrich our program.” 

Fink recommended "some attempt to bring in Spanish 
speaking students.” He added that charging of tuition was

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Asbestos still 
a North problem 

"Some people feel there is an immediate danger" 
regarding the exposed asbestos at Newton North High 
School, Wellington Scott, a concerned Newton citizen, said 
at a recent meeting of the Public Buildings Committee. 

A social studies teacher at Newton North, Justine 
Uritam, brought the question of the asbestos to public at¬ 
tention last July, and again last month when she com¬ 
plained to the committee that the asbestos was still not 
covered. 

Last summer, $43,000 was spent boxing in some of the 
asbestos-coated beams, but work was stopped a few days 
before the opening of the new high school. 

Medical studies have shown air-borne asbestos fibers to 
be a producer of cancer and pulmonary problems, although 
the number and size of fibers per unit of air has not been 
determined decisively. 

In 1972, the U.S. Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare, the National Institute for Occupational Safety and 
Health, and many labor organizations recommended the 
reduction of the present standards of five 5-micron fibers 
per cubic centimeter of air down to two fibers and 
ultimately none in industry. 

The recommendation was not followed by the U.S. 
Secretary of Labor, who promulgated the five-fiber stan¬ 
dard until July, 1976, when the tow-fiber standard would go 
into effect. 

Many medical authorities, as quoted in a long, five-part 
article in the New Yorker magazine on the asbestos hazard, 
believe that the standard by number of fibers is useless, 
since there can be and are many smaller fibers in the air 
that cannot be measured by the standard phase-contrast 
microscope. 

State tests last year, when the building was unoccupied, 
showed the asbestos fibers to be within acceptable limits. 

But Mrs. Uritam pointed out that the students can and 
do reach up through the wooden slats or the suspended tile 
ceilings and pull off chunks of asbestos. 

Gene Larson, Buildings commissioner, plans to do the 
rest of the work this summer. 

Just how it will be done is another matter. Boxing in the 
beams cannot be done in some locations, and spraying the 
asbestos will not work, according to Alderman David 
Jackson. The additional weight of another substance 
sprayed onto the sprayed asbestos often causes large 
chunks to fall off the beams. 

I-arson also allayed fears about the presence of 
asbestos circulating through the ventilating system. Each 
room has its own sealed-unit ventilator, 1-arson said, and 
elsewhere the ductwork is sealed. 

School Committee member Gerard Byrne suggested 
that perhaps the covering work should be done im¬ 
mediately. Public Buildings Committee Chairman Edward 
Richmond asked, “Then why didn't the School Committee 
vote it in October? 

The work, expected to cost about $150,000 total, will be 
paid for by a $370,000 bond issue and a $130,000 fund tran¬ 
sfers, which will also pay for increasing the height of stair 
railings and other corrective work at the new school.

He also stated he would be 
willing to "do some work” on 
the parking lot and fix it up 
since it is next to Hammond 
Pond. 

“I am not joing to let Mr. 
Rothenberg undo another 
square inch of that land... he’ll 
do it over my dead body,” 
asserted Mrs. Heyn. 

In view of this “continued 
pressure for diversion of MIX! 
parkland in the Hammond 
Pond area," the Conservation 
Commission will discuss the 
matter at their May 22 meeting 
with Mrs. Julia O’Brien of the 
MDC. 

Rothenberg said that the 
only traffic jams are on 
Saturdays from 12-4 and "we 
credit most of it to tourist 
traffic since the stores do less 
business then than on Mon¬ 
days. People come from 60-70 
miles away and we expect this 
to taper off." 


The alleged kidnapping of a 
four-year-old Newton boy led to 
the arrest of a Winchester man 
last weekend.

The friend was allegedly told 
to pick up the child at a 


Cambridge house. Police 
eventually recovered the child 
from the friend and he was 
returned to his father. 

Sousa was arrested at a 
Cambridge motel at about 4 
a.m. on Sunday. The arrest 
was made by Capt. John 
McDonald, Det.

Cowin to run for attorney general 


William I. Cowin of Newton 
has announced his candidacy 
for the Republican nomination 
to the office of attorney general 
of Massachusetts. 

Cowin announced that he had 
tendered his resignation, ef¬ 
fective May 9, from the office 
of secretary of administration 
and finance for the com¬ 
monwealth. 

"I seek the office of attorney 
general," Cowin said, 
“because it offers an op¬ 
portunity for leadership and 
public service that few other 
offices can match. The at¬ 
torney general is the state's 
chief law enforcement officer. 
He is the chief legal counsel for 
the executive branch. He plays 


a vital role in combatting 
deception, discrimination, 
corruption and invasion of 
personal liberties." 

Citing his experience in 
government, Cowin said, "I 
believe that I bring a special 
combination of qualifications 
to this office. I have spent 11 
years in government. I have 
administered large, complex 
agencies. I have made 
decisions and exercised 
authority. Government has not 
been a hobby or a diversion for 
me; it is my profession." 

In discussing his plans for 
the office of attorney general, 
Cowin stressed law en¬ 
forcement, consumsr 
protection and protection of 


o0 mpany 
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civil liberties. Cowin pledged to 
investigate all allegations of 
government corruption 
"thoroughly and rapidly, so 
that clouds of suspicion will not 
hang over the government or 
accused officials." 

. He promised to "expose 
patterns of deception and 
discrimination in the market 
place, rather than merely 
responding to the complaints 
or investigations of others," 
and to concentrate in utility 
rate cases on "promising 
issues, such as quality of 
service and discrimination 
among customers, rather than 
self-serving but unrealistic 
tirades." 

Cowin stressed the need for 
protection of civil liberties. 

"The Attorney General must 
lead in protecting the freedom 
of adults to say, read and do 
what they like, so long as the 
freedoms of others are not 
violated. He must assure that 
citizens can pursue their lives 
without being hounded by 


government or "haunted by 
their past." 

After graduating from 
Harvard Law School, Cowin * 
spent three and one-half years 
in the office of then Attorney 
General Brooke, as assistant 
attorney general and chief of 
the Administrative Division. 
He spent a year and one-half as 
legislative assistant to Brooke 
in Washington, and a year as 
Special Counsel to Boston 
Mayor White before receiving 
appointment from Governor 
Sargent as Chairman of the 
Department of Public Utilities. 
He was then appointed by the 
Governor as the first secretary 
of consumer affairs, and later 
as secretary of administration. 

Cowin, 36, lives in Newton 
with his wife and three 
children. His wife, Judith, a 
graduate of Wellesley College 
and Harvard Law School, is an 
attorney and former counsel to 
the chief justice’s ad¬ 
ministrative office, 
Massachusetts District Courts. 
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School Board hears 
about Meadowbrook

Acting principal William Jesdale noted 
some recent changes at Meadowbrook 
Junior High School at a Newton School 
Committee meeting this week. 

Jesdale said that there has been a 
consolidation of general curriculum, and 
“some critical staff shifts" into skills 
areas. 

He also said that an attempt has been 
made to get parents into the school. 
Parents observe classes and meet with 
Meadowbrook staff. 

Monday’s meeting indicated that in¬ 
tersection with parents has had positive 
results. Nancy Fleming, a mother of two 
Meadowbrook children, said that she is 
"delighted with their education here." She 
added that at Meadowbrook her children 
have met for the first time “teachers who 
care for them." 

Another parent reported "enthusiastic 
support of Meadowbrook." The parent 
said that "my child enjoyed coming to 
Meadowbrook,” and that this was the 
greatest asset of the school. 

Bernard Feldstein, a parent of two 
Meadowbrook children, expressed 
pleasure at the accessibility of the 
Meadowbrook faculty and administration. 

Jesdale said that he thought, in 1974, 
that “the uniqueness of Meadowbrook lies 
in its advisory program." This is a 
program which connects each student with 
a faculty advisor during his three years at 
Meadowbrook. 

Marilyn Wightman, a math teacher, 
said that as an advisor, she felt responsible 
for kids' entire programs. She noted that 
she confers with other teachers at the 


school about her advisees when they are 
making course selections. 

School Committeeman Henry Delicata 
asked about Meadowbrook's concern for 
the "social progress" of students. He 
asked for a definition of the expression. 

George White, an English-social studies 
teacher, said that "how well students get 
along with others may have a big effect on 
how well they work in the school." 

In response to a question from School 
Committee member Joan Needleman, 
Jesdale said that first-term seventh 
graders at Meadowbrook have no choice 
about what courses they take except for in 
areas such as art and metal working. He 
said that some choice is allowed in the 
second and third terms with consultation 
with parents, advisors and teachers. 

School Committeeman Alvin Mandell 
expressed concern that students may not 
get sufficient exposure to United States 
history. 

Jesdale commented that it would be 
difficult for a Meadowbrook student to 
avoid taking a U.S. history course. 

There was also discussion of how 
history should be taught. One teacher 
remarked that "we have not yet come to a 
conclusion about whether histoory courses 
should be taught sequentially." Some 
history courses at Meadowbrook deal with 
specific periods such as the 1920’s or the 
years between the world wars. Jesdale 
said that sequences have to be translated 
into something which makes sense for 
kids. 

Mandel put in a plea "that before a 
student gets out of the Newton School 
System, he has some exposure to the U. S. 
Constitution.” 

Jesdale said that courses at 
Meadowbrook such as “Teens and the 


Law'' do deal with the Constitution. Also, a 
year of U. S. history is required of all high 
school students before graduation. 

One teacher commented that some 
courses look at how the life of the student is 
bound to thee history of his state and 
nation. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
said that "maybe we ought to say that 
there are certain areas and experiences all 
kids ought to have. I happen to think the 
American experience is one of them." 

It was suggested that Meadowbrook 
may emphasize "fundamental lasting 
principals" rather than learning historical 
facts by rote. 

Mandel noted that teacher turnover at 
Meadowbrook produces a flux in course 
offerings. 

Jesdale responded that "to a degree it 
should. We want to encourage people on 
the faculty to work in aras in which they 
are strongest." 

Jesdale added that Meadowbrook has 
attempted to build a' 'course bank'' so that 
courses which are working may be 
duplicated. He said that "There should not 
be a major renovation of the program 
every time there is teacher turnover." 

It was pointed out that new teachers at 
Meadowbrook work with already 
established materials. 

In response to a question from Mandell, 
Jesdale said that Meadowbrook has paid 
particular heed to a seven-year math 
longitudinal study. "It indicated very 
clearly that there was an area where we 
were weak," Jesdale commented. 

“We hope to extend more energy to kids 
with a low ability in math," Jesdale added. 
He said that it is hoped that a decrease in 
the seventh grade enrollment along with 
no cuts in the math department will help. 


Committee plans to recommend 
preengineered South auto center 


Hoping to save time so that 
the Newton South automotive 
center could be in operation by 
the end of 1974, the Public 
Buildings Committee has voted 
to recommend asking the 
mayor to proceed with plans 
for a pre-engineered metal 
building. 

The Public Buildings 
Committee denied the request 
of Herbert Regal, spaking on 
behalf of the School Com¬ 
mittee, to appropriate money 
for an architect. 

Regal said the School 
Committee "really urges that 
an architect be hired for this 
project.” Regal added, "I 


wouldn’t put this kind of ad¬ 
dition on my house without an 
architect - it is in the best in¬ 
terests of the city to get the 
help of a professional." 

Aid. David Jackson felt that 
the city would get “more space 
for the buck” with a metal 
building, which would be 
predesigned and would not 
need an architect. 

The School Department, 
according to School Superin¬ 
tendent Aaron Fink, wants the 
minimum size that the School 
Buildings Assistance Bureau 
will approve, reportedly 2160 
square feet, and has gone 
ahead with the study necessary 


to present to the SBAB for 
consideration of reim¬ 
bursement for the auto center. 

The SBAB will not approve 
reimbursement of an addition 
without a review of the entire 
space and program at the 
school. 

Aid. Alan Barkin prevailed 
on the committee to agree to 
hold a public hearing on the 
building, so that neighbors will 
have an opportunity to see 
pictures of similar buildings 
and express their opinions on 
"what they’ll have to look at 
every day." 

The resolution of the Public 
Buildings Committee urging 


the mayor to proceed with the 
metal building, which is 
estimated to cost about >50,000 
less than a masonry building 
($100,000 vs. $150,000) will not 
negate SBAB reimbursem«rt 
of 65 per cent of the cost, f 
SBAB approval is obtained, 
The SBAB will decide by June 
15. 

If the automotive center 
were built of masonry with the 
services of an architect, plans 
would have to go through the 
lengthy process of review by 
the Design Review Committee, 
which would add about a year 
to the time by which the center 
could be put into use. 


City asked to contribute housing money

The Newton Housing 
Authority voted unanimously 
May 8, to go along with the 
recent Department of Com¬ 
munity Affairs suggestions for 
building low-income family 
housing on Beaconwood Road. 


However, the project is still far 
from a reality. 

The DCA suggested that 
the site be taken by eminent 
domain at a cost which they 
would cover. However, Newton 
is being asked to foot the 
$150,000 bill for site develop¬ 
ment. 


Victory garden 
plan perishing 


Although the Board of 
Aldermen has not even had a 
chance to vote on the proposal. 
Aid. David Jackson’s plan for 
‘‘victory gardens" will 
probably not bear fruit this 
year. 

Commenting by letter to 
Jackson, Mayor Theodore 
Mann said he would like to 
limit the garden experiment to 
a one-year trial in a few 
locations, instead of the 24 sites 
suggested by Jackson. 

The four locations chosen by 
the mayor were a half-acre in 
the Webster Conservation 
Area, a portion of the old city 
infirmary land on Winchester 
Street, a portion of the Pine 
Street dump, and a portion of 
the Rumford Avenue landfill 
site. 


According to Jackson, since 
he first made up his list of 
locations, he has found that the 
Rumford Avenue soil is not 
adequate for growing. 

Of the other three sites, 
Jackson said, the Webster 
Conservation Area land is 
being used by the MBTA for 
storage of material during the 
track reconstruction, and the 
Recreation Department has 
advised that the minibike 
program in effect at the in¬ 
formary site would subject 
gardens to vandalism. 

One good site is left, Jackson 
said—the north end of the Pine 
Street dump. 

The matter is still before the 
Board of Aldermen. 
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If the city does not pay this 
amount, the Housing Authority 
has been directed to reject the 
bids for construction, and if 
instructed by the DCA, must 
sell the land it has acquired. 

This cost is where Mayor 
Mann is balking, stating that in 
"original talks with the DCA 
there was mention of a possible 
pilot program" under which 
the state would offset this cost 
by payments in lieu of taxes. 
To date the DCA has not 
commented on this. 

"This is the first time, that I 
know of, that the state has 
asked a city for a dollar con¬ 
tribution,” Mann said. 

Authority Vice Chairwoman 
Donna Berman also expressed 
doubt concerning Newton's 
contribution saying, "I am 
afraid of setting a precedent so 
that cities who can't afford it 
may find it impossible to build 
low income housing." 

However, Leo Karras, newly 
appointed member to the NHA 
said "we were designated to 
build housing and if we don't 


take this step, we will be 
finished for a long time. I hope 
the administration will find 
some way to cover this.” 

The DCA had twice turned 
down bids on the project, 
taking issue with the per unit 
cost, $56,021 a duplex, which 
they feel is too high. After the 
second refusal, Mayor Mann, 
NHA Chairman James Miller 
and former chairman Anthony 
Medaglia personally paid 
Governor Francis Sargent a 
visit asking him to intervene. 
The result was the latest 
development. 

Construction on Beaconwood 
Road has always been tied into 
two other sites. Victory Field 
and Thurston Road, by 
aldermanic order. The 
authority plans to ask the 
board for a seven month 
"permissive use" extension to 
give the architects, Architectes 
Collaborative, time to get bids 
on the two sites. 

If the city goes along with the 
DCA's suggestions, the other 
two sites will be able to move 
forward independently. 
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Underwood design approved

Schematic design plans for 
the $1.35 million addition and 
renovations for the Underwood 
School were approved by the 
aldermanic Public Buildings 
Committee last week, but 
approval of the $70,000 ar¬ 
chitects' fee for design 
development was held up 
pending results of a public 
hearing on the site plan May 22. 

Two problems came to light 
at the committee meeting, 
neither of which was regarded 
as threatening to the project. 

Chairman of the public 
library board of trustees 
Arthur Vershbow presented 
the position of the board that it 
will not sign over some of the 
land surrounding the Boys' and 
Girls’ Library on Vernon Street 
to the School Department 
"unless we knew it was holding 
up the school." 

It had been assumed that the 
land (see plan) was city-owned 
property and could be diverted 
to school use; Vershbow 
claimed that it is owned by the 
library. 

The land had been planned 
for use for quiet play, for a 
high-jump area, and as an 
access to Chaffin Park, also to 
be used for quiet recreation. 
Both areas were shown as 
available for school use in 
plans to be presented to the 
state School Building 
Assistance Bureau when the 
city requests 65 per cent 
reimbursement of construction 
costs.

the library's claim to owner¬ 
ship of the land, and suggested 
that the library might simply 
"want to be credited with the 
value of that land, as having 
given whatever dollars to the 
city," against the day when 
there might be a new library 
built. 

City Solicitor Howard Levine 
said this week he is looking into 
the land ownership. 

The committee voted that the 
site plan should be amended to 
show the contiguous Farlow 
Park as available for some 
school uses in addition to 
Chaffin Park and the school’s 
play areas. 

Following up on Planning 
Director Charles Thomas' 
comment that the site plan 
confining the school to city- 
owned land “does not allow 


addressing all needs," mainly 
parking, the committee also 
will recommend to Mayor 
Theodore Mann that he 
"initiate contacts" with 
owners of three houses on 
Vernon Street and two on 
Baldwin Street indicating the 
city’s interest in eventual 
purchase of the properties. 

Aid. Susan Schur caused 
some consternation by a 
discovery that there appeared 
to be no waiver of provision for 
handicapped children in the 
new construction. The ar¬ 
chitect, the chairman of the 
Design Review Committee, 
and Buildings Commissioner 
Gene I arson all looked toward 
the School Department 
representative for some 
clarification, but none was 
given. 


Iarson said Tuesday that he 
will go before the Department 
of Public Safety to try to obtain 
the necessary waivers, basing 
his request on the fact that 
several schools are equipped 
for handicapped children. 

All new public buildings 
must, bu state law, provide 
wheelchair access and have 
toilet facilities and water 
fountains designed for use by 
persons in wheelchairs, 
besides having an elevator.

METCO 

The Newton School Committee voted 
this week to increase METCO enrollment 
next year to 200 students. This is a decision 
which will be beneficial to students of both 
Boston and Newton. 

In a limited, controlled way, Newton is. 
giving Boston students an opportunity to be 
educated in less crowded schools with 
resources and materials which are 
probably unavailable in their home dis¬ 
tricts. 

A major benefit to Newton from the 
METCO program was pointed out by 
Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink at a 
recent PTA Council meeting. Fink said 
that “we know there is less stereotypic 
thinking in schools with black children.” 

METCO gives Newton students an oppor¬ 
tunity to discover that black children from 
the city have the same feelings and needs 
which they have. It can help to dispel 
misconceptions and prejudices about 
& blacks which may have been picked up 
from parents or other sources. 

METCO also brings diversity to the 
; Newton schools. Growing up in Boston is 
different from life in Newton. METCO can 
make the Newton schools a more real 
environment, more similar in make-up to 
the world outside of Newton. 

The School Committee must also be 
commended for continuing to not charge 
tuition for METCO students. The METCO 
program has a limited amount of funds, 
and the charging of tuition would likely 
reduce the number of students who could 
come to the suburbs. 

METCO does not cost Newton any 
money. The budget for the Newton 
program is reimbursed by the state. 

Newton has carefully limited METCO 
enrollment to schools where additional 
students will not make class sizes larger 
than 25, and where more students will not 
require increased staff. 

METCO Coordinator Kathy Jones has 
explained that the increase from a present 
METCO enrollment of 169 to 200 next year 
was not an arbitrary decision. Elementary 
schools have been surveyed about available 
space and attitudes toward METCO. 

Newton accepts METCO students in only 
the first and second grades. This is so they 
may have a lengthy experience in the 
Newton schools. 

The response of the Newton community 
to METCO has been gratifying. Many 
' organizations have endorsed increased 
enrollment. At a recent School Committee 
meeting, the audience gave sustained 
applause to show its support for METCO. 

1 METCO is not going to solve Boston’s 

racial imbalance. It gives a few Boston 
• kids a chance for a better education than 
they could have had at home. And it gives 
Newton children an opportunity to learn ( 
from people they cannot meet in their own’ 
neighborhoods.

Governor Francis W. Sargent and Lieutenant Governor 
Donald R. Dwight not only are strong enough so that they 
probably will be able to swim against the Democratic tide 
next autumn, but the likelihood is they also will be able to 
save other Republican candidates from being dragged 
down by the political undertow caused by the Watergate 
mess and the other related White House scandals. 

Yet, about one-fifth of the state’s Republicans—the 
most conservative sons and daughters of the GOP on the far 
right— are disenchanged with Sarge although it does not 
seem at thus point that they conceivably could vote for any 
other gubernatorial candidates next Nov. 5. 

The arch-Republieans on the extreme right believe that 
Governor Sargent has been too liberal, that he has not done 
enough to rebuild the GOP, that he has appointed too many 
Democrats and not enough Republlaos and that he has been 
unkind and unsympathetic to President Nixon. 

By the time Sarge’s consecutive Republican critics get 
through explaining why they are not enamored of him, they 
usually drop a tidy windfall of votes into his lap from 
listening Democrats who decide that the Republican 
Governor can’t be all dad if he has done so much for 
Democrats. (Mr. Sargent's diplomatic answer is that he is 
the Governor of all the people of Massachusetts which 
happens to have substantially more Democrats than 
Republicans.) 

Most of the Republican Governors we have known back 
through the years would not have tolerated the same 
amount of nonsense from their conservative critics in their 
own party that Sarge has taken. 

But governor Sargent, who is never reluctant to pursue 
an Individual vote, was in a conciliatory rather than a 
belligerent mood, when he appeared before a small number 
of conservatives in Faneull Hall at a hearing held by the 
committee which is drafting a proposed platform for the 
Juue 1 unofficial Republican State Convention. 

Drafting a platform for either a Republican or 
Democratic State Convention is always a sort of Alice-in- 
Wonderland procedure. 

A platform usually is forgotten the day after it is 
adopted. A real issue such as a sales tax surfaces about 
every 20 years, but most of the time nobody pays any 
serious attention to the platform except the people who 
prepare it 

If the platform actually meant anything, it would be 
drawn up by the Governor, who is the only one who can 
implement it, and the June 1 convention will adopt 
whatever platform Governor Sargent desires it to ap¬ 
prove—if be makes known his wishes. 

Governor Sargent was too diplomatic to say that at the 
platform hearing. Besides, he presumably didn't want to 
spoil the fun of the candidates who were proposing planks 
for the platform. One member of that group was Carroll 
Sheehan, who presently at least, is opposing Francis 
Sargent for the Republican nomination for Governor. 

Sarge was in so forgiging a mood that he told the Nixon 
adherents in his audience that he has neither prejudged 
President Nixon in the Watergate mess nor called for 
Noxon’s resignation. 

He didn't explain what be meant when be said the 
elevation of Vice President Gerald Ford to the Presidency 
would be like providing a breath of fresh air, but that, un¬ 
doubtedly, was because he didn’t want to offend the sen¬ 
sitivities of the Nixooitei listening to him. 

Mr. Sargent said he might not agree with everything in 
the platform that will be adopted but that he will help to 
develop it. If you understand what that means, drop us a 
note. It sounds like a bit of political sweet talk. 

If Governor Sargent chooses to make the effort, the 
platform adopted at the June 1 convention will not contain 
anything to which he is opposed. Up to now there is uo 
evidence that Sarge considers the platform important 
enough to control what goes into it. 

Present indications are that Governor Sargent will best 
former State Commerce Cuimnissioner Carroll Sheehan by 


about a 5-1 margin at the unofficial June 1 Republican State 
Convention. 

Lieutenant Governor Dwight will prevail by an even 
larger margin if he is opposed by an 11th hour adversary. 

Sargent and Dwight are taking nothing for fronted as 
far as the conventio is concerned.. They are contacting 
every delegate. If a delegate appears to be hostile to them, 
the trouble-shooting Dwight takes over. 

Sarge's political advisers have a problem. They went 
their man to win overwhelmingly at the June 1 conclave. 
But they don’t want to see Sheehan beaten so fadly that he 
withdraws from the September primary. 

They believe that a run against Sheehan in the primary 
would sharpen Sarge up for the final election and give him 
an additional opportunity to review his accomplishments 
for the voters. 

Their reasoning seems sound. But they can't have it 
both ways. If Sheehan suffers a crushing defeat at the 
convention, there will be a real possibility that he will with¬ 
draw rather than go on to meet more of the same in the 
primary.

Jackson Could Run For 
President and Senate 

The House of Representatives in the State of 
Washington has approved a measure which would allow 
Senator Henry M. Jackson to run for the Presidency or Vice 
Presidency in 1976 and at the same time stand for reelection 
to the U.S. Senate. 

If Senator Edward M. Kennedy asks the Massachusetts 
Legislature to do the same thing for him, we will be con¬ 
vinced for the first time that Ted will seek tbe Presidency 
two years from now. 

Until and unless he does that, we will stay with the 
school of thought which believes that Ted will yield to the 
members of his family who don’t want him to become a 
Presidential contender in 1976 because they fear he may be 
assassinated by some kook, as were his two older brothers, 
John and Robert 

While Senator Jackson is the favorite of the con¬ 
servative Democrats, there actually is not much likelihood 
he will be nominated as the Democratic candidate for 
President in 1976. 

Democratic and Republican national conventions don't 
change a great deal in their political makeup over a four- 
year period. Republican conventions generally are con¬ 
trolled by the conservative wing of the GOP and 
Democratic conventions by the liberal element of the party. 

The 1976 Democratic national convention probably will 
not be quite as liberal as was the ’72 conclave which 
nominated George McGovern, but it is not likely that it will 
be conservative enough to tap Senator Jackson. 

Senator Kennedy, of course, can have the Democratic 
Presidential nomination for the asking in 1976. If be decides 
not to ran, a wide-open fight for tbe Presidential nomination 
probably would develop, and Boston Mayor Kevin H. White 
might well be in the middle of it 

While Ted is keeping his political options open for 1976, 
the weight of the evidence indicates to this observer that he 
will not be a candidate for the Presidency two years from 
now. 

Ted declares that he would like to be President, but 
when the question is put to him, he says that if he had to 
make a decision now, it would be to stand for reelection to 
the Senate in 76. 

His late, great brother, John F. Kennedy, ran for tbe 
Presidential nomination for four years. He began his drive 
for the 1960 Democratic national convention immediately 
after he was defeated by Estes Kefauver for the Vice 
Presidential nomination in 1966.

Maiden-name bill 
before Senate 


Senator Irving Fishman is 
continuing his fight for 
women’s rights legislation. His 
bill authorizing a married 
woman to use her maiden 
name, which almost passed the 
legislature last year, is again 
before the Senate, after an 
adverse committee report was 
overturned. 

Fishman’s bill (S.1072) 
would authorize a married 
woman to retain the name she 
used immediately prior to 
marriage after filing a notice 
of intent to do so. 

“A woman's name is a 
fundamental part of her 
identy," Fishman said. 
‘‘Massachusetts common law 
affirms that one’s legal name 
is that by which the individual

is known in the community. 
Many women are known by 
and seek to retain their given 
names for personal and 
professional reasons. Our task 
is to bring statutory law into 
compliance with a woman's 
common law right to retain her 
birth given name after 
marriage." 

"Recording this information 
at the time of marriage assures 
the accuracy of state records 
and provides the woman 
concerned with proof of name 
for identfication purposes," 
Fishman said. 

“This legislation will 
eliminate unnecessary 
problems and confusion now 
encountered by women using 
their maiden names in matters 
of voter registration, credit, 
and other areas involving 
personal identification,” 
Fishman said. 

Fishman’s maternity leave 
bill would permit a woman to 
apply her accumulated sick 
leave to that period of time 
when she could not work 
because of a pregnancy-related 
disability. 

“Unfortunately, at the 
present time a majority of 
companies prohibit female 
employees from using their 
sick-leave time for pregnancy- 
related disabilities. This is in 
clear violation of Title VII of 
the 1964 Civil Rights Act. 
Senate Bill 806 will guarantee 
compliance with the law and 
give women fundamental 
rights that have too long been 
denied," Fishman said.

Later, I reflected upon some 
memorial to this great man 
and I remembered the statue of 
Philips Brooks in Copley 
Square, Boston and I said to

Therefore, I would like to see

a rule which would have 
cleared the way for debate on 
final passage of the Voter 
Registration Act (VRA). 

The VRA provides for a 
system of voter registration by 
postcard in federal elections. It 
would create a Voter 
Registration Administration in 
the General Accounting Office 
which would supervise the 
distribution of registration 
forms to eligible voters across 
the nation. 

"Today's vote in the House 
must be considered a setback 
for this critical proposal to 
facilitate participation in the 
American electoral process. If 
we are to have a truly 
representative government, 
we must promote and en¬ 
courage the widest possible 
involvement by the people in 
the choosing of their officials," 
Drinan observed. 

"The number of Americans 
who participate in elections is 
appallingly low — too low in ' 
fact for a government based on 
(he consent of the people," the 
Congressman noted. According 
to the United States Census 
Bureau, approximately 50 
million persons did not vote in 
the 1972 presidential election. 

In the debate on the rule, 
Congressman Drinan referred 
to a study commissioned by the 
National Movement for the 
Student Vote after the 1972 
election. That study showed 
that 75 percent (or 37 million 
people) of those who did not 
vote in that election could not 
do so because they were not 
registered. 

"The study found that non-

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Rep. Pines' amendment 
allows feta! research 


Parking dominates hearings 


Rep. I/)is G. Pines was 
successful last week in 
amending the proposed 
legislation which would have 
severely limited medical 
research using fetal tissue. 

The amendments will allow 
medical researchers and 
scientists to continue critical 
birth-defect research requiring 
the use of tissue from dead 
fetuses and will continue to 
permit pregnant women 
suspected of carrying a 
mongoloid or Tay-Sachx w- 
born fetus to undergo 
procedures such as am¬ 
niocentesis, a test which 
determines the presence of 
these syndromes while the 
fetus is in utero. 

Under the provisions of the 
amended bill, medical ex¬ 
perimentation on live fetuses 
will be prohibited. Any in¬ 
dividual convicted of violating 
the statute would be guilty of a 


felony punishable by one to five 
years in prison. 

Prior to Pines’ amendments, 
the bill would have prohibited 
procedures such as am¬ 
niocentesis from being used by 
a physician. It would also have 
substantially curtailed 
research on birth defects. 

Rep. Pines stated: "Mem¬ 
bers of the medical profession 
requested my assistance in 
softening what portended to be 
a real blow to future efforts in 
finding cures for congenital 
brain damage and other birth 
defects and many of the 
illnesses that plague humanity. 

"The Speaker of the House, 
David Bartley, agreed, at my 
request to meet with members 
of the medical profession and 
scientists conducting bir’.h- 
defects research. Our suc¬ 
cessful meeting last week 
resulted in the drafting of a 
compromise bill."

merce, was one of the people who spoke 
against passage of the ordinance. 

He described the proposal as having 
'unreasonable public controls without 
reasonable relief for business." 

He also said it was "vague" and "am¬ 
biguous." 

Former alderman Harrington’s amend¬ 
ment would eliminate existing exemptions 
from off-street parking requirements based 
on floor area of the store and would substitute 
a requirement that off-street parking be 
provided in conjunction with any new con¬ 
struction or change of use of the premisis. 

Songer suggested that if this ordinance 


was passed, the Board of Aldermen "would be 
deckling each and every permit granted by 
the city." 

He said the ordinance also presumes that 
if an office "changes hands," more parking is 
needed instead of leas. 

Songer also predicted the ordinance 
would create "serious operational problems 
for the business community, reduce the 
variety of services offered, and would lead to 
boarded up businesses.” 

Richard S. Bram, an owner of the 
property McDonald’s is trying to lease also 
spoke in opposition.

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not recommended. According to METCO Coordinator 
Katherine Jones, the School Committee chose in 1968 to not 
charge tuition, unlike some communities. 

The budget for the 1974-75 METCO program will be 
$165,004. This includes 5.6 staff positions and $74,955 for 
transportation. It is expected that these costs will be paid 
for by the state. 

Newton’s policy is to accept METCO students only into 
first and second grades. 

Other conditions are that METCO enrollment will not 
increase class sizes beyond 25 students, and will not cause 
new staff positions. An attempt is made to send at least five 
METCO students to every school which participates in the 
METCO program. 

Ms. Jones reported that a survey was sent to elemen¬ 
tary schools this spring to learn what space exists. It also 
attempted to find out what the attitudes of schools and their 
communities are toward the METCO program. 

Annette Drater, a senior at Newton North High School, 
talked about her experiences in the METCO program. She 
said that it was a “very rewarding experience.” 

School Committeeman Alvin Man dell said that he had 
heard reports that METCO students in the junior high 
schools and high schools are not friendly, and tend to 
congregate by themselves. 

Ms. Drater replied that METCO kids at Newton North 
do tend to stay together, but that they do ha ve white friends. 
She suggested that discussion could alleviate hostility. 

Ms. Drater said that she had to get accustomed to 
Newton. She noted that from A’s and B’s in Boston she went 
to C’s in Newton before getting her grades back up again. 

Ms. Drater, who said she was involved in METCO for 
seven or eight years, is from Roxbury, and reportedly must 
get up to go to school at 6 a.m. in the morning. 

The School Committee discussed its policy of not 
charging tuition for METCO students. 

School Committeeman Herbert Regal said that “it 
seems to me that we recover all our out of pocket costs. If 
we charged tuition, it would be making a profit on it" 
Mandeli asked that the increase in METCO enrollment 
and the METCO budget be taken up separately. He said that 
he favored the increase to 200, but added that “we ought to 
act like practical people and get the state to pay some ex¬ 
tras." He asked help for the Newton taxpayer. 

School Committeeman Gerard Byrne asked what 
the inplica tions of taking tuition money would be. Ms. Jones 
replied that Newton would be less likely to get state money 
for services. 

Regal commented that "if we charge tuition, It 
ultimately means that the total number of METCO kids 
going to the suburbs will be fewer." 

It was pointed out that METCO has limited amount of 
money available. 

Mandeli said that he did not advocate collecting total 
tuition cost (approximately $1,700). He suggested that 50 
per cent be collected. 

School Committeeman Henry Delicta said that he 
wanted "to make sure that the taxpayers get as much as 
they can." 

School Committee chairwoman Eleanor Rosenblum 
remarked that "it has been noted that Newton does collect 
its expenses." She added that Newton reaps benefits from 
the program. 

School Committeewoman Dorothy Reichard said that 
METCO provides a "very positive educational experience” 
for Newton Children. 

School Committeewoman Joan Needle man said that 
Newton is not keeping any more schools or staff because 
there are children coming in. 

Mandeli eventually withdrew his amendment that the 
METCO budget he passed separately, and the ad¬ 
ministration’s recommendation was passed. 

Numerous organizations had expressed support for the 
increase in METCO enrollment. They included Black 
Citizens of Newton, Newton Citizens for Education, the 
Newton League of Women Voters, THE PTA Council, the 
Newton Teachers Association, and the Newton Community 
Relations Commission. 

Audience members at the School Committee meeting 
also showed support of the METCO program.

The country dub is seeking to add tennis 
courts and paddle tennis courts to its facility, 
and to its coffee shop, and legalize an Illegal 
addition to the dub that has already been 
built. 

A packed house, at least 160 people, 
stayed long enough Monday night to witness 
this hearing and, at its end, indicate their 
overwhelming approval of the proposed 
additions. 

Neighbors did, however, appear to oppose 
the project 

Sidney Hill is asking for permission to 
construct five indoor tennis courts, complete 
with lounge and pro shop; six new outdoor 
day courts and two or three paddle tennis 
courts, and an addition to Its coffee shop. 

It is also seeking approval for an addition 
to the card room constructed last year 
without aldermanic approval or a building 
permit. 

The dub’s attorney, Robert Free to, 
stressed that Sidney Hill management was 
interested in providing indoor tennis facilities 
because its membership wanted them and 
"the club suffers in the winter due to Its 
inability to accomodate members os winter 
tennis." 

One bone of contention brought up at the 
hearing wa the dub’s parking capacity. 

As pointed out in a report on the proposal 
prepared by the Newton City Planning 
Department, Sidney Hill, eating up parking 
spaces with new facilities, could fall about 100 
parking spaces short of those required for 
construction in an ordinance passed after the 
origin ; facility was built. 

The dub's management has asked that 
the city consider modifications because it 
offers valet parking service and the city is 
considering this fact. 

Areas residents opposed to the expansion 
cited Sidney Hill's violations in the past of its 
dty restrictions as reason for their present 
opposition and alluded to possible conflict of 
interest on the part of some aldermen, not 
named, who are members of the dub and will 
vote on this package. 

Michael Moskow of 190 Dudley Rd., 
suggested that aldermen who are members of 
the dub consider disqualifying themselves 
from voting on the expansion. 

Moskow, an abutter, said the dty has 
“safeguarded the tranquility of” his 
neighborhood except when discussing Sidney 
Hill. 


Moskow said that he wm involved with 
the dub over its responsibility, per Board 
order, to maintain fencing and planting along 
its boundaries and was still not satisfied with 
the maintenance. 

It was also indicated in the Planning 
Department's report that maintenance of 
lantings and fencing was not up to par. 

"Once they (businesses! get a foothold, 
development continues to take place until 
massive density is achieved," Moakcnr ob¬ 
served. 

George Buffington, representing the Oak 
Hill Improvement Association, also indicated 
his group's opposition to the expansion 
because of "inadequate parking, overuse of 
limited lot in a residential zone and the 
Board's continued consideration of a non- 
conforming use." 

Buffington suggested Sidney Hill 
management consider "indoor-outdoor” 
tennis courts, courts with a roof that could be 
opened or closed, as a solution to Its winter 
tennis problem. 

The appearance of David Gordon, former 
Sidney Hill general manager, drew hisses 
from the partisan audience. 

Gordon, describing himself as someone 
who "ran Sidney Hill for several years,” said 
that he had been notified of the hearing and 
had also received a letter from a Sidney Hill 
attorney warning him that any questionable 
statements he might make at the hearing 
could subjeect him to prosecution. 

Gordon, identifying himself as a Weston 
resident, got up before the committee and 
read the letter. It said that if he made 
statements questioning “the motives and 
operations" of Sidney Hill, legal remedies 
would be taken. 

"Malice” was the otive cited for any such 
statements in the letter. 

When Gordon finished reading it, he 
stated that "any man may appear at a public 
hearing without intimidation or threat," and 
moved to take his seat again. He said that he 
was not planning to attend the hearing until 
he got the letter. 

Hie former manager was challenged by 
Alderman Sidney Small who quizzed him or 
his connection with the club and tested some 
"allegations,” particularly the one about 
aldermen who are members of the club and 
the rumor that some have gratultuous 
memberships. 

Small, after the hearing, acknowieged 
that he is a member of the club and said he 
was "a member long before he was ai 
alderman." 

Small also challenged other allegations 
made that aldermanic club members paid 
reduced fees or were members for free at 
Sidney HilL 

Earlier, he asked Moskow, after Moskow 
made a similar allusion, if he had ever seen 
the club’s books.

Mrs. Steinberg works either 
with fundamental geometrical 
elements in their infinite 
variations and rhythms, or 
with very simple floral ab¬ 
stractions, with their op¬ 
portunity for endless variety. 

Her works, wall hangings, 
quilts, oversize floor pillows, 
couch cushions and clothing 
have a kind of directness and 
clarity, unlike the typical batik 
work that is soft and amor¬ 
phous. 

She often uses rich purples, 
maroons and greens, com¬ 
bining them with unusual clear ■ 
soft colors, that are 
reminiscent of Medieval 
tapestries. Other works, 
pillows of mellow oranges 
andyellows, muted blues and 
greens, glow with warmth. 

Two hangings, Kelp No. 1, 
and Kelp No. 2 were inspired 
by photographs of underwater 
sea life. They are worked on 
rich velvets, have a great 
feeling of depth and mystery, 
and like most of Mrs. Stein¬ 
berg’s works convey a 
luxurious feeling of elegance. 

A graduate of Wellesley 
College, with a B.A. in art 
history, and a fulbright scholar 
who studied at the University 
of Rome, Mrs. Steinberg has 
participated in several group 
shows, including the 
Massachusetts Association of 
Craftsmen, the Worcester 
‘‘Crafts Now” show, the 
Dickelman Gallery exhibits in 
Boston, and the Jacksonville 
Art Museum in Florida. 
Currently she exhibits with the 
Society of Arts and Crafts on 
Newbury Street, Boston and 
maintains a studio in her home. 

Jane Steinberg and her 
husband Michael, a "Boston 
Globe” music critic, live on 
West Newton Hill with their 
two boys, Sebastian, fifteen, 
and Adam, thirteen, both 
students at Meadowbrook 
Junior High School. 

Complementing the "Batik 
Works" exhibit are a selected 
group of books from the 
library’s extensive crafts 
collection. The Steinberg 
exhibit remains on view 
through the end of May.

Recreation maintenance crew busy 


The Newton Recreation 
Department’s 33-man main¬ 
tenance crew is busy all year 
round, but the spring brings on 
stepped-up activity in 
preparation for the upcoming 
recreation season. The 
department maintains 68 
regulation and junior sized 
baseball and softball 
diamonds. 

Forman Frank Shea over¬ 
sees the work of three car¬ 
penters, a mechanic, main¬ 
tenance men, three men who 
handle grass cutting chores, 
and seven others who work to 
keep facilities operating at 
peak efficiency. 

The spring cleanup starts as 
soon as the frost is off the 
ground. The first task is the 
grooming of the many baseball 
fields under the jurisdiction of 
the Recreation Department. 

The diamonds are scarified 
and sub-soil added where 
neede to get the fields into first 
class condition. The scarifying 
treatment is possible because 
the Maintenance Department, 
using ingenuity and the ser¬ 
vices of its carpenters and 
mechanics, converted an 
obsolete mower into an ef¬ 
ficient and time saving 
scarifier. 

The first diamonds to be 
readied for use are those used 
by Newton North and Newton 
South High Schools. Newton 
North, because its diamonds 
have been replaced by the new

school building, plays its home 
games at Lincoln Field, the 
junior varsity plays at the 
Auburndale Playground and 
the sophomore nine, plays at 
the West Newton Common. 

The baseball field at South 
High is a so-called wet field 
because of drainage problems, 
so the varsity and junior 
varsity often play early season 
games at the Upper Falls 
Playground while the 
sophomores use the Newton 
Centre Playground diamond. 

The Recreation Department 
is also responsible for the 
Allison Playground baseball 
field used by Newton Junior 
College, and the Newton 
Catholic School’s home field at 
Cabot Park. 

In addition, there are the five 
Little League major diamonds 
to be maintained. They are at 
Richardson, Newton Centre, 
Albermarle, Lyons and Cabot. 
There must also be many 
junior diamonds for Little 
League farm teams to play. 

The number of fields is hiked 
by the varsity and junior 
varsity diamonds at the ccity’s 
five junior high schools and the 
five softball fields used con¬ 
tinuously five days a week as 
part of an extensive program 
conducted by the Recreation 
Department. 

All fields have to be marked, 
as do the soccer and lacrosse 
fields at the high schools and 
junior highs. 

The fact that all fields are 
used to capacity poses a 
problem for those charged with 
maintenance. According to 
Frank Shea, the only time new 
grass seed gets any start is 
between Aug. 10 and Sept. 10.

The Maintenance Depart¬ 
ment has two seven-gang 
mowers and one five-gang 
mower to cut some 360 acres of 
grass once a week. It is also 
responsible for marking fields, 
some every morning, five days 
a week. The extent to which 
some fields are used is em¬ 
phasized by the fact that when 
the marking crews arrive at 
fields at 7 a.m., some teams 
are already practicing. 

One of the greatest problems 
the Maintenance Crew must 
face is littering and vandalism. 
Bottles, cans and paper ac¬ 
count for most of the littler, 
while about half the saplings 
planted each year are 
destroyed. Recently, many 
trash barrels were stolen and 
chains used to keep vehicles 
from entering specific areas 
are always handy targets for 
vandals. 

One of the first signs of 
spring is the opening of the 48 
blacktop tennis courts. Many of 
these are used as skating areas 
during the winter and must be 
drained, dried and air brushed 
before the nets are installed, 
this year in March. 

Most of the city’s clay courts 
were opened before April 19, 
and the remaining four a week 
later. Each spring these courts 
must be scarified, fine raked, 
rolled and surfaced with red 
marble dust. 

There are two clay courts at 
Cabot in Newtonville; two at 
Auburndale Playground; two 
at Hawthorn in Nonantum; five 
at Brewer in Newton Centre; 

• and four at Burr Park in 
Newton Comer. 

Next comes the preparation 
of the swimming areas, 
beginning with Gath Pool. 
Some four or five feet of water 
remains in the nool during the 
winter to counter-balance the 
pressure of the ground water. 
This must be pumped out, the 
sides washed down with a 
chlorine solution. After this, 
the pool must be dried, and the 
sides scraped and repainted 
with some 50 gallons of rubber- 
based swimming pool paint. 
Once this has dried, it takes 24 
hours to fill the pool. 

Preparing Crystal Lake 
begins with painting the 24 x 24 
foot raft and chipping and zinc 
chromating the tanks, after 
which they are also painted 
with a rubber base paint. The 
15 to 16 docks and piers, each 
weighing four or five tons, 
constructed of a special rot- 
resisting wood, are then put 
into the water. 


The next piece of equipment 
to be handled is the aqualator, 
a water circulating machine 
installed several years ago. 
This sends water from the 
swimming area out to the 
center of the lake and brings in 
fresh water. This vital piece of 
equipment must be thoroughly 
checked out before being in¬ 
stalled for the season. 

Among the many other 
duties facing the maintenance 
crew during its 7 a.m. to 4 p.m. 
work day, is looking after the 
city’s two major picnic areas 
at Auburndale and the Cold 
Spring Playgrounds. In ad¬ 
dition to the many family 
picnics in the two areas, some 
200 to 250 major picnics are 
scheduled by various groups 
during the season. 

The Recreation Department 
is also charged with con¬ 
struction and maintenance of 
some 70 jump pits at the city’s 
many schools. 

Recreation maintenance is a 
full time proposition, but 
spring is an especially active 
time for the maintenance crew.

said, but the apartment must meet minimum 
city codes for wiring, plumbing, and so on, 
and would be inspected by the city before an 
occupancy permitis given. Most low-rent 
apartments would not meet standards. 

Quinn said that Leslie had applied for 
housing about two years ago. The Authority 
tried to reach her since then but was unable to 
locate her, Quinn said. 

The Authority tries to add to its listing of 
landlords willing to participate in its leased- 
housing program by sending letters of request 
to churches and real estate firms, but does not 
go out and look at advertised apartments. The 
Housing Authority has a two-year waiting 
period for its present housing, all its family 
housing is leased from apartment owners. 

Jane Pitt, director of the city’s Depart- 
ment of Human Resources, said about 
Leslie’s case, "Some system has to be worked 
out in this city to help with this kind of thing."

Another speaker was Dr. Richard Gam- 
bino who recently appeared on the Today 
Show to discuss his new book, "Blood of My 
Blood," a work about Italian-Americans. 


Anthony J. Blbbo, executive 
director of the Newton Com¬ 
munity Service Centers Inc. 
has announced that the activity 
report submitted recently by 
Project Director Alfred 
DiBennedetti indicates that 214 
different individuals have 
participated in the 
Neighborhood Youth Corps In- 
School Program this current 
year. 

The program, designed to 
serve Newton-Wellesley and 14 
additional surrounding com¬ 
munities, is federally funded 
through the Department of 
Labor and administered by the 
Newton Community Service 
Centers, Inc. Currently, 184 
youths from this area are 
enrolled in the program. 
Among this group, 72 are from 
the Newton and Wellesley 
communities. 

Salaries of enrollees are met 
through the contract. Youths 
are paid at a rate of $2 per hour 
and may work up to 15 hours 
per week in a public or non¬ 
profit agency. Among some of 
the work sites in Wellesley are 
the School Department, Youth 
Employment Service, library, 
the Youth Center coordinator 
office and other sites 


locating reasonably priced, available 
apartments. 

Carleton Merrill, veterans' agent, was 
approached about Leslie, since her husband 
was in the service. But his dishonorable 
discharge prevents her from receiving any 
benefits. 

Merrill, who often works behind the 
scenes in such cases, whether or not the 
person in trouble is a veteran, said he had 
talked to eight or ten real estate firms, but 
none had apartments at low enough rental. 

He, too, deplored the lack of resources in 
the city for emergency housing, and has been 
meeting with Ms. Pitt on trying to reach real 
estate firms. 

Since Leslie’s evection, her social worker 
has left the welfare department, and she has 
been assigned no regular worker. Jane Pitt 
said that if the welfare department doesn't 
. come. through with a social worker her 
department will at least meet with Leslie and 
counsel her. 

Meanwhile, Leslie and Jessica are adrift. 

And the question keeps recurring—how 
can this have happened, and what can be done 
now? 


Other speakers were Philip Perlmutter, 
New England director of the American 
Jewish Committee; Professor John Donovan, 
Boston College; Professor Frederick Busi, U. 
Mass. (Amherst); Msgr. Geno Baroni, 
executive director, National Center for 
Ethnic Affairs; Richard Rand, N. E. Director 
of the National Conference of Christians and 
Jews. 

Perlmutter, like most of the other 
speakers felt that ethnicity should not 
disappear. He felt it provided a convenient 
way for people to organize themselves, 
provides a sense of security, a sense of self 
steem and a way of fulfilling one's identity. 

One delightful aspect of the course was the 
coffee-break during which ethnic 
refreshments were served. The audience 
munched on Irish soda bread, Greek, Italian 
and East European pastries, and bagels. 

Twenty percent of the funding for the 
course came from Newton schools and 80 
percent from outside agencies. The largest 
single contributor was the Lieutenant Slm- 
mons-Gutman Foundation. Other con¬ 
tributors were the National Conference of 
Christians and Jews, American Jewish 
Committee and the Massachusetts Com¬ 
mittee for Education in Human 
tfnRThe Massachusetts Teachers 
Association also provided materials.

Across the Kitchen Counter 


Springtime means soft, velvety tulips standing proudly, 
the heavenly scent of purple lilacs and birds singing. 

It's also a time when jade green fingers of asparagus 
and young pink rhubarb stalks brighten the vegetable 
counters everywhere. Asparagus, a true aristocrat of 
vegetables, has been grown in America since Colonial 
times. Since it arrived on the colonists' tables early in the 
season, asparagus probably helped curb the “spring fever" 
that was thought to come from eating only salt meats and 
root vegetables during winter months. 

Thankfully, asparagus is low in calories and a good 
source of vitamins. To prepare for cooking, grasp the long 
stalks by the ends and break—they'll snap at the tender 
line. Then rinse thoroughly in water. They may be left 
whole, cut into 14 inch pieces or sliced diagonally, making 
the slanting slices about 14 inches long. 

To cook whole asparagus, tie them m a bunch witn a 
band of foil, and stand the stalks upright in about 1 inch of 
boiling salted water in a deep pan. If you cook asparagus 
laid flat in the pan, place them on a strip of foil so that they 
can be removed easily by lifting the ends of the foil strip. 
Cover and cook until stalks are just tender when pierced 
with a fork, about 10 to 20 minutes. A little salt and 
margarine and butter are all that’s necessary, but if you 
want the gourmet touch, prepare an easy hollandaise 
sauce. 

Rhubarb, a plant that should grow in everybody's back 
yard, is a particularly ornamental one, often several feet 
tall. Mention Rhubarb Pie to a New Englander and you’re 
bound to hear a sigh of ecstacy while out-of-towners are 
amazed that anyone would every eat a pie made of a tart 
vegetable. Sometimes called a “spring tonic" we call 
rhubarb delicious! 

EASY HOLLANDAISE SAUCE 

3 egg yolks 

4 teaspoon salt 

2 tablespoons lemon juice 

One-third cup butter or margarint; 

Vi cup boiling water

HOT ASPARAGUS CANAPES 

20 slices (thin) white bread 

3 ounces blue cheese 

8 ounces cream cheese

Trim crusts from bread and use rolling pin to flatten 
slices slightly. Blend cheeses and egg to workable con¬ 
sistency and spread evenly on each slice. Poll one 
asparagus spear in each slice, use toothpick to fasten and 
dip in melted butter or margarine to coat thoroughly. Place 
rolls on cookie sheet and freeze. When frozen firmly, slice 
each into three equal-sized sections. Bake in hot 400 degree 
oven for about 15 minutes, or until lightly browned. Yields: 
75 canapes. 

BASIL CRUMBED ASPARAGUS 

3 pounds fresh asparagus 

4 cup butter or margarine 

1 cup soft bread crumbs 

2 teaspoons basil 

2 medium onions, chopped fine 

One-third cup lemon Juice (fresh) 

1 teaspoon salt 

4 teaspoon pepper

2 cups cut asparagus, cooked and drained 

Soak crumbs in milk. Add IV2 cups shredded cheese, 
beaten egg yolks, seasonings and butter. Add 14 cups 
asparagus. Beat egg whites until stiff. Fold into mixture. 


Pour into a 2-quart casserole rubbed with butter or 
margarine. Bake in slow oven, 325 degrees, for 1 hour or 
until a sharp knife inserted into center comes out clean. 
Sprinkle top with remaining 4 cup cheese and garnish with 
remaining asparagus. Serves 6 : serve immediately). 

DEEP DISH RHUBARB PIE 

2 cups (1-inch) pieces rhubarb 

2 cups whole strawberries 

3 tablespoons quick-cooking tapioca 
14 cups sugar 

4 teaspoon salt 

2 tablespoons butter or margarine 
Pastry for one-crust pie 

Combine rhubarb, strawberries, quick-cooking tapioca, 
sugar and salt. Pour into an 8x8x2-inch baking dish or 14 
quart casserole. Dot with butter or margarine. Let stand 
about 15 minutes. Meanwhile roll pastry 4-inch thick. Cut 
several 2-inch slits or fancy designs near center. Fold 
pastry in half or roll loosely on rolling pin. Center on filling. 

Uowing to extend Mi-inch over edge of dish; 
rpastry under and press onto edge. Bake in a pre-heated 
425 degree oven 45-50 minutes. Serve as is or with vanilla ice 
cream. 

RHUBARBCAKE 

14 cups brown sugar 
Vi cup margarine 
1 egg 

1 teaspoon vanilla extract 

2 cups all purpose flour 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 

1 teaspoon baking soda 

1 cup sour milk 

2 cups thinly sliced rhubarb 
One-third cap brown sugar 
1 teaspoon cinnamon 

Cream together the sugar and margarine. Add the egg 
and vanilla, mixing well. Sift together flour, cinnamon and 
baking soda. Add to the creamed mixture, alternately with 
sour milk. Fold in the sliced rhubarb. Turn into a greased 
9xl3x2-inch baking pan. Mix together the remaining brown 
sugar and cinnamon. Sprinkle over top of batter and bake in 
a preheated 350 degree oven 30-35 min. Serve with lightly 
sweetened whipped cream or vanilla ice cream.

MOCHA ALMOND CREAM ROLL 
4 eggs 
Vi cup sugar 

*■4 teaspoon almond extract 
4 cup sifted flour 
4 cup dry cocoa (not cocoa mix) 

4 teaspoon baking powder 
4 teaspoon salt 

2 cups (1 pint) whipping cream 
One-third cup confectioners’ sugar 
1 tablespoon instant coffee powder 
1 teaspoon pure vanilla extract 

One-third cup sliced almonds (toasted if 
desired) 

Lightly oil a jelly roll pan (15 x 10 x 1- 
mch), line with waxed paper and lightly oil 
the waxed paper. Beat eggs in medium size.' 
bowl until foamy; gradually beat in sugar 
until mixture is very thick (about like 
whipped cream); stir in almond extract. 

Resift flour with cocoa, baking powder and 
salt; fold into egg mixture. Pour batter into 
pan and spread evenly to edges. Bake in 350 
degree oven for 25 minutes or until top springs 
back when pressed lightly. Sprinkle a smooth 
tea towel with confectioners' sugar. Loosen 
cake from sides of pan with small spatula; 
invert onto towel. Carefully peel off waxed 
paper. Cut crisp edges from cake to make 
rolling easier. Roll up cake very gently from 
narrow end, rolling towel up in it. Lift cake 
onto wire rack to finish cooling — about 1 
hour. Beat cream, gradually adding sugar, 
coffee and var.illa. Continue beating until 
cream is stiff. Unroll cake carefully; spread 
evenly with about two-thirds of the cream 
mixture to within 1-inch of cake edges; re-roll 
cake, finishing with open end of cake on un¬ 
derside. Place on serving plate; frost with 
remaining one-third cream mixture. Sprinkle 
with almonds. Chill at least 1 hour. Slice 
crosswise in about 1-inch pieces. Or- freeze as 
an ice creanvroll. Serves 8. 

Question: I hope you can help me, even 
though I am not asking for a recipe. Recently 
I entertained and because my husband does 
not approve of smoking, we do not offer 
cigarettes, especially at the dinner table. 



One of our guests lit a cigarette after the first 
course was served and used a saucer as an 
ash tray. My husband controlled himself but I 
was helpless and said nothing for fear of in¬ 
sulting my guest. Should a guest smoke 
during dinner when it is obvious that there are 
no ash trays on the table? 


Answer: It has always been considered 
bad manners to snuff out a cigarette on china 
dishes that were not meant to be ujed as ash 
trays. Your guest should have asked your 
permission to smoke, and it would tte been 
correct for you to gently inform the plv that 
you would appreciate their waiting unMafter 
dinner before lighting up. 


Question: Our neighborhood fish mftet 
often has red snapper and I've never bofllt 
the fish because I’ve never had a recipe 
prepare it. Do you have an easy recipe 
nothing complicated because I'm a working 
girl and don’t have too much time to fuss in 
the kitchen.

Answer: Easy, delicious as well as eye- 
appealing, here it is! 


REDSNAPPERBAKE 


2 pounds red snapper or other fish fillets 
(fresh or frozen) 

3 tablespoons margarine, melted 
2 tablespoons orange juice 

1 to 2 teaspoons grated orange peel 
1 teaspoon salt 
Dash pepper 
Dash nutmeg 


Thaw frozen fillets slowly in refrigerator 
and cut into serving pieces. Place in single 
layer, skin side down, in well greased shallow 
baking dish. Combine remaining ingredients 
and pour over fish. Bake in moderate oven 
(350 degrees) 25 to 30 minutes or till fish 
flakes easily when touched with a fork. Serves 
6 . 


Our daughter 
is graduating from college and I would like to 
have a small gathering in honor of the oc¬ 
casion. I am planning on cold cuts and molds 
and I’m looking for an interesting mold that 
would contain chunks of cooked chicken and 
celery.

Answer: How about chunks of cooked 
chicken, crunchy celery and pecans en¬ 
veloped in lemon gelatin and chicken con¬ 
somme — unmolded on a bed of crisp lettuce.

CHICKEN SALAD SUPREME 


1 pkg. (3 oz.) lemon gelatin 
Vt teaspoon salt 

14 cups boiling chicken consomme (May 
be made with 2 chicken bouillon cubes and IV 4 
cups boiling water) 

Dash of pepper 
Dash ot paprika 

2 tablespoo n s vinegar 


Ham 'n chaasa snack sandwiches 


4 cup mayonnaise 
2 cups diced cooked chicken 
4 cup finely diced celery 
1 tablespoon chopped plmiento 

1 tablespoon chopped parsley 

4 cup drained, canned crashed pineapple 
4 cup coarsely chopped pecans 

2 tablespoons sweet pickle relish 


Dissolve gelatin and salt in boiling 
chicken consomme. Add pepper, paprika, 
vinegar, and mayonnaise; blend well. Chill 
until very thick. Then fold in remaining 
ingredients. Pour into a 1-quart mold. Chill 
until firm. Unmold on crisp lettuce. Makes 
about 4 cups to serve 4.

HAM 'N CHEESE SNACK SANDWICHES 


3 ounce pkg. (1 cup) thinly sliced ham 

4 cup (3 oz.) shredded Swiss cheese 

1 tablespoon finely chopped green onion 
14 teaspoons prepared mustard 
1 can (8 oz.) refrigerated crescent dinner 
rolls 

1 tablespoon water 
1 egg, slightly beaten 
4 teaspoon poppy seed 


Preheat oven to 375 degrees. Grease 8 
muffin cups. In small bowl, combine first 4 
ingredients. Separate dough into 8 triangles. 


Spoon meat mixture on wide end of each 
triangle. Wrap dough around ham mixture; 
completely cover mixture and press edges of 
dough tightly to seal to prevent leakage 
during baking. Place in prepared muffin 
cups. Combine water with egg and brush on 
tops of crescents. Sprinkle with poppy seed.

Bake at 375 degrees for 20-25 minutes until 
golden brown. Refrigerate any leftovers.

Denim took pantsuit 


O/der's better! 

New is nice, but old is better. 

And that just about sums up today's attitude towards 
the blue denim craze. Wherever you look, whether among 
the high fashion collections, boutiques or the five-and-dime 
stores, you’ll find one fabric the number one attraction — 
denim. 

Why this fabric has so great an appeal to people of all 
ages and stations in life has been a subject of conversation 
for psychologists. One doctor speculated, "The kids are 
responsible ... it was their way of saying that dictated 
fashions are not for them. In their stand for individuality, 
appearance took second place to comfort and jeans, once 
“broken in" became friendly, warm and trusted." 

You can wear jeans old and faded and frayed (it is even 
possible now to buy them recycled) or brand new and, 
horrors, stiff. As an aid to anyone who has had to buy brand 
new jeans, the following method of aging them is suggested 
by the Denim Council. 

Toss the new ones into warm water, add a quarter to 
half a gallon of bleach, stir well and retrieve the jeans after 
a half-hour of soaking. Machine wash to remove the bleach 
smell. The jeans, when dried, should have the stylish faded 
look. 

Also, it is suggested that before wearing the jeans have 
the sizing removed with a couple of washings and a 
generous dose of fabric softener. Machine dry (but don't 
overdry) so wrinkles won't set. 

Have you ever wondered where the words “Jeans” and 
"dungarees" originated? Both words have foreign origins. 
Dungarees is a derivation of the word "Dhungarees.” And 
dhungarees had nothing whatsoever to do with the cowboys 
of the West — on the contrary, rather than the dry, arid 
wastelands, their beginnings was the ocean, for this was the 
name of seamen from the small town of Dhunga on the 
coast of India. The term "Dhungarees" applied to the 
strong woven cotton denim pants the sailors wore. 

Strangely enough the word "jeans” also evolved from 
the sea. The word comes from the Italian seaport Genoa 
which sent men out on ships also attired in the sturdy 
cotton denim pants-called "genes.” As a matter of fact, it 
has been suggested that this dependable fabric was used as 
sails by Christopher Columbus on one of his famous ships, 
the Santa Maria. 

Decorated jeans know no boundaries. Though you can 
buy already decorated jeans (and spend as much as 3200 for 
them) the creative person today will follow a do-it-yourself 
process. Even the not-so-artistic individual can join the 
parade by purchasing sew-ons and transfer patterns that 
will turn a new jean into a joy. 

One of the most difficult methods of decorating jeans is 
embroidery, and everyone's doing it, male or female. One 
suggested method is using six strand cotton embroidery 
thread because it's relatively inexpensive and stands up 
well under repeated washings. 

Though wool and silk yarns are colorful as well as 
adding a textured look, they don't wear as well and must be 
dry cleaned. 

If you're into jean decoration, there are all sorts of 
appliques to give your jeans a brand new personality. 
Rummage around in the second hand stores for leather 
scraps and if you've got the patience you can sew them 
down the seam leg of the pants or around the cuff. 

Designs for jeans and work shirts can be transferred 
with the aid of a tracing wheel, and if you look in a child's 
coloring book you’ll find many excellent transfer pattern 
ideas. 

While you're at it, don't forget the beautifying of work 
shirts, the type originally worn by carpenters and far¬ 
mers. (European designers have copied this time honored 
fashion—their “work shirts” sell for hundreds of dollars, 
depending upon the appliqued jewel or hand embroidered 
motif.) One bright college girl toe* six shirts apart and 
reassembled the pieces, mixing and matching fabrics—she 
came out with varied backs, fronts and sleeves plus the 
admiration of her friends. 

Makers of casual footwear are carrying denim blue tie- 
dyed espadrilles, a two-strap sandal with a rope heel and a 
wedge-heeled slipper with fruits and rhinestones just for 
fua 

And speaking of rhinestones, that's what the well- 
dressed jean wearer will be sporting this season. Of course 
you can buy a rhinestone studded T-shirt for around $75, but 
you can invest in a packet of rhinestones and backs and 
glitter yourself into fashion. The method of application is 
simple: dr aw the design on the wrong side of the fabric with 
a ball point pea Place the rhinestone back along the design, 
the stone itself on the right side of the fabric and bend the 
backing's prongs down with a pencil. 

Be careful about the cleaning of your rhinestone ready¬ 
mades—machine washing and dry cleaning tends to break 
the stones, so you'll have to hand wash these garments.

tieipants in an unusual course 
given at Newton College. They 
have spent this past year 
studying, working and learning 
about the theories, and first¬ 
hand about the realities of 
politics and government. Many 
of them plan to go on and seek 
office soon or in the future. 
Some of them aim to find jobs 
working in government 
agencies or for office holders. 
A couple of them already have. 
All of them concur that they 
have gained a significant 
amount of knowledge about 
how government and politics 
really function. 

The aid of the program, titled 
"Women in Political and 
Governmental Careers," is to 
prepare and encourage women 
by helping them gain the 
necessary education and skills 
to seek elective and appointive 
office at local, state and 
national levels, and in all three 
branches of government, 
explained Mrs. Betty Taymor, 
who directs the Newton College 
program. 

Hie program, which com¬ 
bines study and internships, 
will be offered again next 
season, and applications are 
now being accepted. Inquiries 
by phone or mail should be 
directed to Mrs. Margaret 
Dever, director of the Center 
for Continuing Studies at 
Newton College, 885 Centre St., 
Newton. 

The program is divided into 
three trimesters and carries 
eight undergraduate college 


credits. First, a series of in¬ 
tensive weekly seminars meets 
for ten weeks during the fall. 
These seminars focus on the 
political processes and on 
metropolitan problems. Each 
week, a guest lecturer is in¬ 
vited to share his expertise. 

I,ccturers this year included 
Prof. Harvey Boulay, 
department of government, 
Boston University; Rep. John 
Businger; professor Betty 
Zisk, department of govern¬ 
ment, Boston University; 
Councillor I-awrence DiCara, 
Boston City Council; Hubert 
Jones, executive director, 
Roxbury Multi-Service Center; 
Phyllis Bauman, counsel, 
HUD; Dr. Dan Bernstein, 
associate dean, Boston 
University School of Medicine; 
Alan I.upo, former assistant 
editor, Boston Magazine, and 
Alan Altshuler, secretary of 
transportation, Massachusetts. 

The second trimester is 
devoted to four-month (sixteen 
hours per week) internships in 
various government agencies 
or with state legislators. 

Women involved in the 
course this year were placed in 
internship positions in such 


places as Gov. Francis 
Sargent’s office; Rep. Barbara 
Grey's office; the city of 
Newton's Department of 
Human Resources; the Region 
5 Office of Children; Rep. Lois 
Pines’ office; Gov. Sargent's 
I-egislative Committee office; 
the Attorney General's Office 
of Consumer Protection; the 
city of Newton’s Planning 
Commission; the city’s Office 
of Intergovernmental Affairs; 
the Mayor’s Office of Tran¬ 
sportation, and Rep. Barney 
Frank’s office. 

Internship placements, in¬ 
sofar as possible, are made in 
accordance with the interests 
of the student. Counseling is 
provided during the internship, 
and throughout the entire 
program. 

The third trimester of the 
“Women in Political and 
Governmental Careers" 
program consists of seminars 
devoted to evaluation of the 
field work experiences and 
other discussions. 

Students desiring un¬ 
dergraduate credit for the 
program must have at least a 
high school diploma and 
preferably some college 


training. Above all, an interest 
in the government and political 
processes is a must. 

Commenting on the par¬ 
ticipants In this year's course, 
Mrs. Taymor said, "Besides 
acquiring a lot of knowledge, 
most of the women Involved 
have developed a greater 
respect for themselves. They 
have gained new skills and 
insights, and they have 
sharpened some abilities and 
skills they had forgotten they 
had." 

Betty Taymor is a former 
Democratic National Com- 
mitteewoman, an instructor, 
Master of Urban Affairs 
Program, Boston University, 
and a member of the United 
States National Commission 
for UNESCO. 

Ratification of the equal 
rights amendment would 
provide a final legal 
springboard for women 
seeking equality in career 
opportunities, but successful 
entrance into fields like 
government and politics 
requires skills and knowledge 
most women haven’t had an 
opportunity to acquire. The 
Newton College program is an 
attempt to close that gap.

For the third year, Newton 
College, in collaboration with 
the Newton Public Schools, will 
offer a career program that 
incorporates internships in the 
schools, seminars with the 
public school administrators, 
and course work at the college. 

Newton College again will 
make available a limited 
number of scholarships to 
interested area women for the 
coming year. The program is 
one of the offerings of the 
college's Center for Continuing 
Studies. 

The “Career Program" has 
two major goals. First, it is an 
effort to meet some of the 
needs of the public schools 
without great cost to the tax¬ 
payer by utilizing some of the 
human power in the com- 
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munity. Second, it is an at¬ 
tempt to offer women who may 
not be ready or as yet qualified 
for professional careers an 
opportunity to further their 
education, get college credits 
for their efforts and gain some 
status and recognition for their 
volunteer work. 

The internships involve six 
hours a week in assigned 
volunteer jobs in the public 
schools. Those who have 
participated have worked in 
guidance, in reading 
programs, in school libraries, 
and in tutorial work in math 
and reading. 

The participants also spend 
one and a half hours a week 
attending seminars led, for the 
most part, by school ad¬ 
ministrators, including Supt 
Aaron Fink. The seminars 
cover such areas as: 
organization of public 
education, current issues in 
public education, trends in 
early childhood education, 
education of pre-adolescents 
and adolescents, observation in 
the schools and career op¬ 
portunities in public education. 

The students in te program 
also take a course at Newton 
College selected from a wide 
number of options and related 


in some way to their work in 
the schools. Six college credits 
(two courses) are awarded for 
successful completion of each 
semester’s program.

Time was, in word associa¬ 
tion games, “Niagara Falls" 
would generally evoke a re¬ 
sponse of "honeymoon." 

For the falls on the boundary 
of the United States and 
Canada was the mecca for 
countless American 
newlyweds following a 
tradition historians said dated 
back to 1803 when Napoleon 
Bonaparte’s younger brother 
Jerome brought his Baltimore- 
born bride there. 

But times, and people, have 
changed as I learned during a 
recent visit. 

Today, with an estimated 10 
million visitors annually, the 
falls are obviously a prime 
attraction to more than 
honeymooners. Recent surveys 
by Tourism Niagara Inc. 
disclosed that family groups 
(with an average of 4.8 
members) comprise the 
largest single segment of 
visitors, with newlyweds far 
down the list. 

A Leading Attraction 
The first guidebook to Niaga¬ 
ra Falls, published in 1829 by 
the minister of the Falls’ First 
Presbyterian Church, stated 
that "the fashionable, the 
opulent and the learned 1 
congregate here from the 
principal cities of the U.S., 
from South America, the West 
Indies, the Canadas, all parts 
of Europe and indeed from all 
countries." 

Their descendants are still 
coming. Recent polls among 
foreign visitors by the U.S. 
Department of Commerce list 
Niagara Falls a strong third 
behind New York City and 
Disneyland as a tourist attrac¬ 
tion. 

The first white man to see the 
falls was Father Louis Hen¬ 
nepin, a French missionary- 
explorer, in 1678. He was so 
overawed he wrote they ap¬ 
peared to be about 600 feet in 
height. Actually, they are only 
about one-third as high, but 
around 200,000 cubic feet per 
second of water thundering 
down sheer precipices is an 
overwhelming sight. 

One of the better panoramic 
views is from atop the 282-foot- 
high Prospect Park Tower. For 
closer looks at the American 
Falls and the Canadian Hor- 
; seshoe Falls, there are the 
“Maid of the Mist" which sails 
virtually under the cascading 
waters and the Cave of the 
Winds Trip which ends at 
Hurricane Deck in the spray of 
the roaring cataracts. Slickers 
are provided. 

There also are helicopter and 
small plane flights over the 
falls, Gray Line sightseeing 
tours by bus, the Viewmobile 
Miniature train ride, and for 
the stout hearted white water 
tours of the Niagara River in 
specially designed rubber 
rafts. Other Attractions 
There are other attractions, 
too. Within walking distance of 
the falls is the Aquarium with 
more than 2,000 creatures of 
the seas, including performing 
acrobatic dolphins. Also down¬ 
town is the new Carborundum 
Museum of Ceramics which 
offers live presentations and 
demonstrations such as the 
manufacture of bone china as 
well as exhibits of ceramics 
down through the ages. 

The Museum is located in the 
Carborundum Corp. headquar¬ 
ters, the first of the new 
structures that have risen in 
the downtown area as part of 
the city's $200 million Ran bow 
Center rehabilitation rpogram. 

The focal point is the $43 
million 12,000-seat Inter¬ 
national Center opened in 
January which will host the 
"Miss USA" Beauty Pageant 
in May and other special 
events during the year. 

About five miles north of the 
city, the largest hydroelectric 
facility in the west features a 
Thomas Hart Benton mural of 
the discovery of the falls, a 
diorama of the main power 
plant, and a sweeping view of 
the gorge from the Power Vista 
observation building. 

Canada is only a five-minute 
stroll across Rainbow Bridge 
from downtown Niagara Falls. 
Crossing is no problem for U.S. 
citizen»-no passport or visa is 
necessary, only some proof of 
citiienship. Americans visiting 
Canada for less than 48 hours 
are allowed to bring home up to 
$10 worth of purchases free of 
duty, for more than 48 hours 
the duty-free allowance is $100. 
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The Newton Recreation 
Department's telephone 
service for skating information 
will be continued on a year- 
round basis for information 
about various facilities and 
activities. 


Information on the recorded 
message will be changed 
regularly to up date program 
offerings, game cancellations 
due to weather, etc. The 
number to call on a 24 hour 
basis is 969-2851.

Telephone Co. steps up 
crackdown on 'cheaters' 


New England Telephone 
announced today a crackdown 
on call cheaters. 

It pointed out that fraudulent 
billing of calls is not a prank, 
but is punishable by both fines 
and imprisonment. 

A recent law enacted In 
Massachusetts imposes a fine 
of $2,000 or imprisonment for 
not more than 12 months, or 
both, if an individual or in¬ 
dividuals are convicted of 
publishing the number or code 
of an existing, canceled, 
revoked, expired or non¬ 
existent credit card or the 
numbering or coding system 
which is employed in the 
issuance of such credit cards. 

"It is also a crime to use an 
unauthorized credit card 
number or charge a call to an 
unknowing third party,” 
Newton business office 
manager, Paul Duncan, said. 

"It amounts to stealing and 
violates both state and federal 
laws. In Massachusetts, 
conviction can carry im¬ 
prisonment for up to 30 days or 
a fine up to $100 — or both." 


investigation and centralized 
ticket investigation of 
fraudulent calls was im¬ 
plemented by the Bell System 
and the nation’s independent 
telephone companies in 1971. 
As a result, losses have 
declined from $28 million in 
credit card and third number 
fraud in 1971 to $7 million in the 
past year. 

"We don’t want to prosecute 
anyone," Duncan said, "and 
we don’t think anyone wants to 
risk a career over a phone call. 
However, if we closed our eyes 
and did nothing, all telephone 


users would end up sharing the 
cost of the calls made 
dishonestly. 

“The great majority of these 
fraudulent calls are made from 
coin telephones," Duncan 
observed. "In some locations 
we have been forced to remove 
all coin telephones because of 
heavy revenue losses. 

"New England Telephone 
will vigorously prosecute 
cheaters. It’s unfair to expect 
the majority of our customers 
to bear the additional costs 
caused by a few devious in¬ 
dividuals,” he said.

The Herbert I. Margolis 
Orthodontics Clinic was named 
recently for the distinguished 
74-year-old orthodontist after a 
half century of teaching, 
research, administration and 
clinical practice. 

Margolis, who continues to 
consult at two state programs 
he initiated for more than 
10,000 poor and handicapped 
children, was affiliated during 
his academic career with 
Boston’s three dental schools 
— Harvard, Tufts and Boston 
University. 

The recent dedication and 
reception was attended by 150 
of his friends and family, 
former students, patients, 
professional colleagues and 
state officials. 

Numerous wires and letters 
included congratulatory 
messages from the president of 
the American Academy of 
Science, Dr. Joseph Volker, his 
former dean at Tufts Dental 
School and now the president of 
the University of Alabama; the 
Tweed Foundation for 
Orthodontic Research, and the 
American Academy of 
Orthodontics. 

The dedication was part of 
the School of Graduate Den¬ 


tistry's t3 million development 
program. The four-year-old 
facility is currently in the 
midst of adding additional 
stories and a wing to house its 
growing teaching, patient and 
research efforts. 

Dr. Margolis and his wife 
Ann, residents of Com¬ 
monwealth Avenue, Newton, 
toured the 12-operatory or¬ 
thodontic clinic before 
ceremonies. Talks included Dr. 
Richard H. Egdahl of 
Brookline, director of Boston 
University Medical Center; 
Dr. Henry M. Goldman, Grant 
Avenue, Newton centre, dean 
of the dental school and Dr. 
Anthony Gianelly, Palmer 
Road, Waban, chairman of the 
Orthodontic Department. 

A plaque erected in the clinic 
and unveiled for the BU 
Professor Emiritus of 
Orthodontics cites Margolis as 
"pioneer in orthodontics, 
clinician, investigator and 
teacher." 


Margolis, a graduate of 
Harvard Dental School in 1921, 
retired from BU in 1968, closing 
out a dynamic and fruitful 
career in teaching, research, 
clinical practice and 
organizing institutions for 
dental education. 

He taught dental and oral 
anatomy at Harvard until 1940, 
when he joined the Tufts 
faculty and organized that 
school's Graduate Department 
of Orthodontics and for many 
years was departmental 
professor and chairman. 

Margolis accepted an in¬ 
vitation from his Goldman, to 
organize BU's Department of 
Orthodontics. It became a 
major component of SGD with 
Dr. Margolis serving as 
professor and chairman until 
his retirement. 

Margolis, who initiated a 
dental program for 7,000 
children on welfare in 1950, 


continues to direct the Public 
Health Orthodontic Program 
for the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. 

He also is admittedly proud 
of his continued participation 
at the Massachusetts Hospital 
School in Canton where he first 
began a program for han¬ 
dicapped children in 1940. This 
effort is sponsored by the U.S. 
Public Health Service. 

For his public service as well 
as his academic record, 
Margolis will travel to Houston 
next month to accept the Albert 
H. Ketcham Memorial Award 
from the American Academy 
of Orthodontists. 

It is named in honor of the 
founder of the Academy and is 
given in recognition of 
"valuable contributions to the 
science and art of or¬ 
thodontists.” It has been 
awarded to 45 individuals since 
it was established in 1936.

AUSTIN, Tex. (UPI) - Quiet 
and unassuming, Lt. Gov. 
William P. Hobby makes an 
unlikely spokesman for the 
most energy-active state in the 
nation. 

Yet during the past year 
Hobby has devoted more of his 
official time to his duties as 
chairman of the governor’s 
Energy Advisory Council than 
anything else. 

r- “Texas is well known as the 
largest energy producing 
state,” Hobby said. "But Texas 
is the largest consuming state 
as well. 

"Because our size is second 
only to Alaska, we use more 
energy in transportation. 
We’re also a leading 
agricultural state, and 
agriculture is a large user of 
energy. And with our refineries 
we're the largest 
petrochemical producing state, 
and that takes a very large 
amount of energy." 

Drives Small Car 
As lieutenant governor, 
Hobby's constitutional duties 
prescribe that he preside over 
the Senate and be prepared to 
take over for the governor in 
case of illness or death. But 
during his first term, Hobby 
lias maintained a low political 
profile, choosing to work 
behind the scenes on a project 
he believes vitally important to 
both his state and nation. 

Though his family is one of 
the state’s wealthiest, Hobby 
was driving a Volkswagen to 
save gasoline long before it 
became fashionable, and his 
wife, Diana, rode a bicycle 
daily between the State Capitol 
and the University of Texas 
during the 1973 Legislature. 

“It’s very ironic that the 20th 
Century is going to go down as 
the century of oil and gas,” 
Hobby said. “All the discover¬ 
ies made in this century are 
going to be burned i p in this 
century." 

That statement leads him to 
advocate new governmental 
regulations on the uses of the 
nation's cheapest fuels —gas 
and oil. 

Must Preserve Fuels 
"Natural gas is the basic 
feedstock for the 
petrochemical industry,” he 
said. "It’s a basic raw material 
for most of our chemical fer¬ 
tilizers, and the effect of the 
energy crisis on agriculture is 
something we’ve just begun to 
see. 

"It’s silly to use natural gas 
as a boiler fuel when it's so 
valuable as an agricultural 
feedstock. We have got to — 
through governmental policy, 
whether taxation or regulatory 
—see that gas and oil are 
preserved for their highest 
uses — transportation, 
agricultural and 
petrochemical feedstocks." 

Still Hobby insists a hands- 
off governmental approach to 
the energy industry’s pricing 
and profits policies is 
necessary for a healthy 
national economy. For that 
reason he opposes the Con¬ 
sumer Energy Act now before 
Congress, agrees with critics 
that the act may lead to 
nationalization of the oil and 
gas industry and says 
President Nixon "wisely" 
vetoed similar legilation last 
December. 

‘The real danger from 
jislation like that is that it 
lead to the worst of both 
worlds," Hobby said. 
«i more investments in 
[d of energy, and it's 
ake the investment of 
mass afiMints of capital funds. 

Favors C< 

"The ChadWNanhattan Bank 
put out a figfflk just recently 
that was so inttense that it 
staggers the irnMbuition —it 
was in the hundr^Rgf billions 
of dollars.

Investment is made immense 
that it staggers the 
imagination —it was in the 
hundreds of billions of dollars.d 
8till not attract the investments 
necessary to solve the 
problems."

Ethics 


CHICAGO (UPI) - The 
nation's bigger universities are 
skimping on teaching students 
business ethics and social 
responsibility, a survey in¬ 
dicates. 

The Rev. Thomas F. McMa¬ 
hon, associate professor of the 
socio-legal studies at Loyola 
University of Chicago, 
reported on a year and a half 
survey on the teaching of socio- 
ethical issues in American 
colleges and universities. 

The survey of 557 institutions 
asked, "How do collegiate 
schools of business and public 
administration prepare their 
students for incorporating 
socio-ethical values in their 
decision-making as ex¬ 
ecutives?" 

McMahon concluded: “Re¬ 
gretfully, larger secular 
universities tend to overlook 
the personal problem of role 
conflict when superiors 
demand actions that are 
contrary to the ethical con¬ 
victions of subordinates. 

"Smaller, religious institu¬ 
tions cover this Important area 
more often. As expected, 
religious schools stress 
JudaeoChristian value more 
effectively." 

McMahon said 65 per cent of 
the institutions questioned re¬ 
sponded and most said they did 
incorporate personal values in 
their teaching. 

But one third, mostly large, 
secular institutions, did not 
stress any particular value 
system in their classes, McMa¬ 
hon said. 

He said two out of five of 
those answering offered 
courses on social and ethical 
values, while others felt these 
matters were covered in other 
courses. 

McMahon commented, "The 
material is so vast, the 
qualifications so demanding, 
the problems so unique that 1 
challenge any dean to pinpoint 
the classes in management, 
marketing, finance or any 
other area where the teachers 
actually treat socio-ethical 
issues in an effective way." 

“This survey probably raises 
as many questions as it has 
answered," McMahon said. 

"If this survey reflects reality, 
and I believe that it does, it 
shows that a positive answer 
has already been given by the 
respondents."

mendations from his Energy 
Council, will handle its energy 
legislation in a routine manner. 
He doesn't anticipate the need 
for an emergency session as 
was contemplated at the height 
of the energy crisis last 
December. 

Until the lawmakers return 
to the Capitol, Hobby says he 
will be advocating more ef¬ 
ficient uses of the state's oil 
and gas reserves —like turning 
to coal, for instance, to fire the 
boilers of electrical 
generators. 

"You can generate elec¬ 
tricity on lignite but it's dam 
difficult to run a car or a 
tractor on coal," he said.

School closing rumor stirs parents

The mayor called It the largest 
meeting in Newton since the hearing on the 
le"sh law. 

Signs were on the wall of the Bigelow 
Junior High School auditorium calling on 
people to "save our schools.” 

This was the setting for a Newton 
School Committee discussion this week of 
a feasibility study which projects effects of 
closing various elementary schools in the 
south and central sections of Newton. 

More than 300 people jammed into the 
Bigelow auditorium on Monday night. A 
show of hands indicated that ap¬ 
proximately half the people were from the 
Oak Hill school district, where a rumor has 
been circulating that it is their school 
which may be closed. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
explained that the study is a response to 
decreased enrollment in Newton schools 
and rising education costs. Both he and 
School Committee Chairwoman Eleanor 
Rosenblum noted that the study does not 
make recommendations about which 
school or schools should be closed. 

The study simulates the closings of 11 


different elementary schools, These 
schools are Angier, Beethoven, Bowen, 
Countryside, Emerson, Hamilton, Hyde, 
Mason-Rice, Memorial, OMAK Hill and 
Spaulding. 

Each simulation considers the 
following factors: what effect would the 
closing of a school have on the projected 
enrollment and facilities of neighborhood 
schools; how far would students have to 
travel to new schools and how many 
students would have to cross major roads; 
how many schools border the school being 
closed; what would staff and cost savings 
be if the schools were to close; and what is 
the current operating cost of the school. 

Also, what capital Improvements are 
planned for the school in the next three 
years; how much vacant space is 
available in each school districts, and 
what the population increase might be if 
the land were developed as zoned; and 
what residential building projects are 
planned for the near future in each 
district. 

In an earlier study. Director of 
Research and Planning Vincent Silluzio 
projected the enrollments of every 
elementary sdhool in Newton through 1977. 


He has emphasized that his projections are 
based on the number of births in the city in 
recent years. 

Silluzio's 11-school study looks at each 
school individually, and projects how the 
closing of each would effect class sizes in 
neighboring schools in the next two years. 
His summaries about the effects of closing 
schools refer to projections he has made 
for 1977 and 1978 as well. 

Fink said that a purpose of the study 
was to get common information. He noted 
that there “may be factors peculiar to 
individual schools which are not in the 
study. This data is essential before you 
begin to think of them. 

"It would be the hope of the ad¬ 
ministration and School Committee that 
there will be further study of the Issues 
involved,” Fink added. 

There was squabbling over semantics 
when the School Committee discussed 
accepting the study. Mayor Theodore D. 
Mann said he was willing to accept it as a 
"document,” but not as an "accurate 
statement." The study was eventually 
accepted unanimously. 

When the discussion was opened to the 


audience, parents had questions and 
doubts about its completeness. 

One parent said that it was short¬ 
sighted to think about closing a school 
based on a five-year projection. 

After Silluzio responded that a decline 
in enrollment has been going on for 12 
years, this same parent pointed out that a 
new group of people may be moving into 
Newton in the future which could provide a 
new source of school children. 

School Committeeman Henry Delicata 
also made this observation. He noted that 
while enrollment may decrease in the 
1970’s, it may Increase in the 1960's. 

An Oak Hill parent asked if there is 
date on the average age of home owners in 
various school districts. Although this is 
not included in the study, Silluzio said that 
this information is available. 

Two effects of school closings noted in 
Silluzio's study were the busing of children 
one-and one quarter miles or more from 
their new schools, and the reconversion of 
special classrooms to normal classroom 
use. Parents objected to both of these 
possibilities. 

Lois Alexander, chairman of the newly 


formed Community Schools Commission, 
pointed out that though school enrollment 
may be down, school population is up. 

Although the 11 school study does not 
recommend that a specific school be 
closed, it does not when it would be 
feasible to close each school. A summary 
says that "it appears from these data that 
sone school south of Route 9 could be 
closed as early as 1974 and one school 
north of Route 9 by 1977.” 

The study picks out Memorial, Oak 
Hill and Spaulding as the three schools 
which could be closed in 1974 without 
overtaxing recipient schools. 

It would be necessary, however, to bus 
Memorial and Spaulding students to new 
schools. No busing would be necessary, 
according to the study, if Oak Hill were to 
close. 

The only other closing which would not 
require busing is Mason-Rice. The study 
says that Mason-Rice could not be closed 
"in the forseeable future without over¬ 
taxing the facilities oftwo recipient 
schools." 

The study does little to abate the fear 
of Oak Hill residents that there school may 


be chosen if one school is to be closed, fhe 
report claims that the closing of Oak Hill Is 
the only closing which would not require 
students to crass a major road en route to 
their new schools. 

The total annual savings of closing the 
Oak Hill School (from staff, maintenance 
and utilities) would reportedly be about 
1160,000. Closing of the school "would have 
no effect on the enrollments of the six 
schools north of Route 9. Anyone of these 
schools could be considered for closing as 
well," the study reports. 

Mrs. Rosenblum reported that she had 
a petition with 764 signatures opposing the 
closing of Oak Hill School. 

Silluzio’s summary says that "the 
average savings from staff, maintenance 
and utilities for the 11 schools is 1156,000." 
In response to a question from a parent, 
Mann said that 1150,000 means about $.30 
on the tax rate. 

The feasible closing dates for the other 
schools in the study are os follows: Angier, 
1976; Beethoven, 1977; Bowen, either 1975 
or 1977, depending on whether the per-

Auto center gets 'go/ 
service station stalled 


Upholding the vote of its Public 
Buildings Committee, the full Board of 
Aldermen this week voted a recom¬ 
mendation to Mayor Theodore Mann to 
proceed with plans for a 2,160 sq. ft. metal 
building for an automotive center at 
Newton South High School. 

The Board accepted the committee’s 
report that "a preengineered metal 
building” would not need an architect and 
voted “no action necessary” on the 
request for a $6,300 architects' fee. 

The metal building may be in service 
by the end of 1974. 

At a committee meeting last week the 
School Committee again expressed its 
hope that an architect would be used at 
least for the site plan and landscape 
features of the new facility. 

Aid. Alan Bar kin of Ward 8, where the 
high school is located, led the fight to 
employ an architect and was successful in 
obtaining the promise of a public hearing 
on the metal building. 

Replying to Aid. David Jackson's 
comment that the School Department’s 


request is in its third year and would be 
delayed another two years if it had to go 
through the Designer Selection Committee 
and Design Review Committees, Barkin 
pointed out that “we delayed the new high 
school 10 years — waiting another year or 
so wouldn’t be so bad." 

Barkin, Eliot Cohen and Wendell 
Bauckman, all from Ward 8, voted against 
the recommendation, which passed by a 
vote of 16 to 7. 

After another long debate, the Board 
"laid on the table” the petition of Joseph 
McMullin to be allowed to continue the.- 
operation of a truck and trailer rental 
service at a gas station on Route 9 in' 
Newton Highlands. 

In addition to a long list of conditions 
imposed on McMullin, Including annual 
renewal of the permissive use if it is 
granted, a final effort to limit the number 
of vehicles stored at the front of the 
property to a total of 15 failed. 

The decrease from 20 was offered as a 
compromise that might have swung over 
some of those who were opposed to voting- 


permission for such a large-scale 
operation. When it appeared that the 
failure of the amendment might mean the 
defeat of the entire measure, Barkin 
moved to lay the item on the table, 
forestalling further action until the Board 
moves in the future to "take the item off 
the table.”

and appropriate funds to "defray all or 
part of the costs of certain types of 
projects, including low-income housing," 
according to his letter. 


Mayor Theodore Mann has requested 
the Board of Aldermen to appropriate 
$150,000 toward site development of the 
Beaconwood Road site for low-income 
family housing. 

A recent letter from the Department of 
Community Affairs made it clear to the 
city that DCA would not approve funding 
for the 20-unit project planned by the 
Housing Authority unless the city defrayed 
some of the cost connected with the 
development. 

Low bids received by the Housing 
Authority would result in an average cost 
per unit of housing of $56,000, including a 
land cost of $ 88 , 000 , and site development 

The DCA has told the Housing 


Contribution by a city is not unheard 
of, Mann’s letter of request to the Board of 
Aldermen pointed out. In Newton, Oak Hill 
Park, originally built for veteran’s 
housing, received assistance in the form of 
long-term bonds amounting to $1.4 million, 
which financed utilities, sidewalks and 
streets in the development, according to 
the mayor. 

The mayor’s request for an ap¬ 
propriation was based on a state law 
providing that a city or town may raise 


The Housing Authority at the moment 
is trying to get bid extensions to June 21 
from the contractor on the Beaconwood 
project, in accordance with DCA in¬ 
structions, before proceeding with land¬ 
taking. 

The request for appropriation has 
been referred to the aldermanic Finance 
Committee, which could dispose of it at 
tonight’s (Thursday’s) meeting, and the 
Board of Aldermen could vote on the item 
at its June 3 meeting.

At its regular meeting, the commission 
heard from a group of Oak Hill people who 
are considering building an indoor-outdoor 
facility, and from a handful of residents 
concerned with Newton's rules for playing 
on its good courts. 

Marshall Paisner of the Oak Hill 
Improvement Association informed the 
commission that his group wants to form a 
committee to investigate developing an 
indoor-outdoor public facility on the south 
side of the city on city land. 

The public, he said, would underwrite 
the facility which would be “self- 
liquidating." It was suggested the city 
might donate the land. 

The association, Paisner said, wanted a 
"vote of confidence" from the Recreation 
Commission. 

George Buffington, president of the Oak 
Hill group, described the plan as "a very 
progressive idea warranted in a 
progressive community like Newton." 

The facility would be operated by the 
Recreation Department and open to the 
public. It would not be a private club. 


The group left with the vote of con¬ 
fidence it sought. 

Other residents present criticized 
current tennis regulations and alluded to 
trouble on the local public courts over 
court time. 

It was also indicated that some con¬ 
fusion exists over what a permit holder's 
rights are on courts. 

Newton people pay $100 for a permit per 
adult or $20 for a family permit. 

The confusion is over whether their 
permits entitle them to play on the courts, 
reserve the courts, or to play exclusively 
on specific courts. 

Arguments and fights among tennis 
players in Newton were brought up at the 
meting and the city's policy of having 
court time start on the hour came up for a 
moment. 

The lack of attendants on courts where 
there are supposed to be attendants was 
also mentioned. 

The commission did not deliberate the 
matter in the open meeting. 

Recreation commissioners also heard 
from a resident interested in providing 
playground facilities for young people at 
Newton North High School and got a 


progress report on the proposed 
playground improvements in the Bun- 
School area. 

There are 140 kids, the commissioners 
were told, in the Walnut, Austin, I-owell 
and Commonwealth streeLs area that do 
not have a playground. 

The closest one is Cabot Park and the 
small one at Chapin offers no programs. 

The commission voted to reinstitute a 
playground summer program for kids in 
this area using the North High facilities. 

The commission also approved the site 
location for the proposed "parcour” at 
Bun school. It will be located adjacent to 
the school. Equipment will be similar to 
that already at the Angier and Underwood 
schools and it will include the "exercise 
trial,” envisioned to have 20 stations 
through 1.3 miles of woods with signs at 
each station to indicate the pace and 
quantity of activity and with equipment for 
exercise at stations 8-16. 

The site location was approved and

Newton Highlands is the first 
community in the city mto 
petition the Board of Aldermen 
for establishment of a 
neighborhood “area council” 
and “service area” as a legal 
entity of city government. 

The 1971 city charter allows 
the Board to grant such a 
petition signed by 20 per cent of 
the voters of a specified 
geographical area. 

The petition, submitted to the 
Board last week, has had the 
necessary number of 
signatures validated for a 
geographical area roughly 
equivalent to the Hyde School 
district. 

"The main function of the 
council is to serve as a means 
of communication between all 
departments, agencies, boards 
and commissions of the City of 
Newton and the residents of the 
area so as to advise all 
departments, agencies, boards 
and commissions... about the 
current reactions and attitudes 
of the area voting members to 
impending neighborhood 
issues or actions," the petition 
reads. 


Compost keeps 
weeds away 

Over 1000 people must be 
doing something right. They 
have gone to the Beacon Street 
snow dump to pick up free leaf 
compost. 

If you have already planted 
your garden, go to the compost 
site and pick up a trunkfull to 
use as a mulch. Not only will 
the compost keep weeds out, 
but it can then be mixed into 
the soil in the fall to enrich it. 

Remember—compost is 
available free every Saturday 
from 8 a.m. to 3:30 p.m. at the 
Beacon Street site west of Four 
Comers. 


"Other services of the 
council may include com¬ 
municating the wants, needs, 
and desires of the area in 
regard to city-owned land, 
buildings, and services (i.e., 
Hyde School, Newton 
Highlands Branch Library, 
Cold Spring Park, and Crystal 
Lake) to the appropriate city 
agencies,” the petition con¬ 
tinues. 

Other services may include 
the responsibility to inform the 
area of any potential changes 
in the shopping area, the 
establishment of guidelines for 
the physical development of 
Newton Highlands, and 
communicating the com¬ 
mercial needs of the area to 
present and prospective 
merchants. 

The council also will make 
recommendations on tran¬ 
sportation needs of Newton 
Highlands. 

Newton Highlands lies in 
both Ward 5 and Ward 6, and 
according to terms of the 
charter, the ward aldermen 
from both these wards would 
be ex-officio, members of the 
nine-member elected council 
that would represent the 
service area. 

The two ward aldermen are 
Ernest Dietz from Ward 6 and 
Susan Schur of Ward 5. 

The petition also includes 
other mechanisms for keeping 
citizens informed and for 
obtaining input from the 
residents of the area. 

The impetus toward forming 
a service area in Newton 
Highlands began last year 
when the Woolworth’s store 
announced that it was leaving 
the Lincoln Street shopping 
area. Fear of what might 
replace it and of how its 
leaving would affect the other 
businesses in the Square led to 


the formation of a group that 
tried to find desirable tenants 
for the building. 

The realization that there is 
no group in Newton Highlands 
to respond to community needs 
led to the formation of the 
committee to establish the 
service area. 

Some of the outstanding 
concerns of the area residents 
are the future of Hyde School 
(it has been one considered for 
closing due to citywide 
declining school enrollment), 
the quality of the public 
library, plans for Cold Spring 
Playground, enforcement of 
zoning regulations, and the 
adequacy of shopping in the 
Square. 

Of special concern is the 
continuation of Hyde School. 
Many residents feel that the 
school is the keystone to the 
community, since it has an 
active community school 
program and is in the heart of 
the neighborhood. 

Newton Highlands is a 
"walking town," where 
residents walk, or bike, to do 
much of their business. Hyde 
School’s 450 pupils are a close- 
knit group, and its PTA is 
active. Parents and children 
are often together at the 
school, which is considered one 
of Newton’s finer elementary 
schools, despite its age. 

The closing of the school 
would spell the end of the 
cohesiveness of the Newton 
Highlands community, many 
people feel. 

Newton Highlands is a 
middle-income neighborhood, 
more stable than most 
neighborhoods in Newton in 
terms of families staying and 
children growing up in the 
same place. Ethnically, the 
village is almost ideally mixed. 

There have been no problems 


until recently that would 
require an "improvement 
association,” although one did 
exist inactively until a few 
years ago. 

All of a sudden, the 
Highlands has begun to 
change, and sources of worry 
have arisen in the community. 

One problem is that while 
most of old Newton Highlands 
lies within Ward 5 (and all of it 
did until recent realignment of 
ward and precinct lines), all of 
Ward 5’s aldermen live in 
Waban. Neither the Highlands 
nor Upper Falls has its own 
representative in the Board of 
Aldermen. 

Not only has the Highlands 
had less than adequate 
representation on the Board 
now and when there was an 
alderman from the Highlands, 
but also now there is no strictly 
Highlands alderman to help 
shepherd the petition through 
the Board. 

Aid. Joan Saklad, alderman- 
at-large from Ward 6 who lives 
within the geographical area of 
the petition, has indicated her 
support, as has Aid. Susan 
Schur, Ward 5 alderman. 

A public hearing, required by 
the charter, has been set for 
June 12. 

The Board of Aldermen has 
30 days after the conclusion of 
the public hearing in which to 
approve or disapprove the 
establishment of the 
neighborhood service area.

Editorials 
Move it 

One look at the agenda of Monday 
night's Recreation Commission meeting 
was all that was necessary to make it 
apparent this meeting would have been of 
interest to many citizens. 

Meeting topics ranged from a tennis 
facility proposed by Oak Hill residents to 
the problems at Cabot Park to a proposal 
for a playground to serve Newtonville 
children living near North High School. 

Yet the commission meets in a room 
barely large enough to accommodate its 
own members, let alone a substantial 
group of interested taxpayers. And to make 
matters worse, it also meets the same 
night the Board of Aldermen meets. 

Recreation in Newton, at this point, 
appears to be a matter of a great deal of 
citizen confusion and ignorance. For the 
most part, action of the commissioners has 
received little publicity and has therefore 
generated little citizen participation and 
input. Circumstances such as these lead to 
a commission unaware of community 
needs and desires. 

Last year, aldermen suggested the 
commission visit each of the city’s eight 
wards and hold a hearing for residents to 
state their concerns. To date, this has 
never been done in any ward. Improved 
recreation programs in Newton, if that is 
what the taxpayers want, would be aided 
by substantially increased communication 
with the commissioners. 

We urge Mayor Theodore D. Mann to 
seriously consider having the Recreation 
Commission meet in City Hall and meet on 
a night other than a Board of Aldermen 
night. 

The commission needs a larger 
meeting room and would benefit too by 
being located in City Hall where residents 
are used to coming to meetings, instead of 
off on a side street in Auburndale. 

And if Newton residents cannot state 
their own cases, changing the meeting day 
would at least free our aldermen to attend 
Recreation Commission meetings. 


Parking ordinance 

At least 150 people were there when 
the aldermanic Land Use Committee last 
week discussed an off-street parking or¬ 
dinance proposed by former alderman 
Peter F. Harrington. 

Harrington’s ordinance would 
eliminate existing exemptions from off- 
street parking requirements based on floor 
area of the store and would substitute a 
requirement that off-street parking be 
provided in conjunction with any new con¬ 
struction or change in use of the premises. 

What was unfortunate was that most 
of the people appearing to support 
Harrington’s ordinance were there solely 
because they are trying to stop one par¬ 
ticular restaurant in Newtonville Square. 

We happen to agree that Newtonville 
Square does not need this fast-food 
restaurant and that the residents and 
merchants there have a legitimate gripe 
and valid concern. We hope the restaurant 
will not be built. 

However, passage of this ordinance is 
not the solution to their problem. To solve 
one problem and create a host of others 
really does not solve anything. This or¬ 
dinance would alleviate the Newtonville 
problem, yes. But it would create so many 
others its net effect would be a negative 
one on the community. 

Parking in the various village squares 
is a problem. That is a statement that could 
not possibly surprise anyone. Effective 
means of overseeing further development 
in all of the village squares in terms of 
parking are needed in Newton. 

But this ordinance is not the answer. 

This particular ordinance was heard in 
June, 1973, and submerged. It was only 
resurrected to meet the Newtonville 
problem, and that makes it intrinsically 
unfair. 

We recommend this ordinance be 
defeated and another more workable one 
be written in its place. 

No one wants to cripple existing 
businesses or new, low parking, businesses 
from operating in Newton. If we must keep 
closer watch on business development in 
Newton, we will have to do it with a better 
plan than Harrington’s.

Quinn leads Dukakis; 
Sarge ahead of both 

Polls in a variety of barometric areas indicate Attorney 
General Robert Quinn is leading former State Represen¬ 
tative Michael Dukakis in the race for the Democratic 
nomination for Governor and that Republican Governor 
Francis W. Sargent is running ahead of both Quinn and 
Dukakis. 

At this point in the campaigning the straw vote 
probably is not as important as the top aides of the front- 
running candidates claim it to be. Both the September 
primary and the November election are months away in the 
future. A lot of things can happen in the intervening period. 

Nevertheless, the poll returns are significant They 
show clearly that Governor Sargent has been untouched by 
the Watergate mess, that the people do not in any way 
relate either him or Lieutenant Governor Donald Dwight to 
the sleazy scandals of the Nixon administration. 

Whether this also means Watergate will not be as major 
an issue in the Massachusetts Congressional elections, as 
lias been assumed, remains to be seen. 

Supporters of Attorney General Quinn point out that 
Quinn was leading ex-Representative Dukakis on 
professional polls before Quinn had even announced his 
candidacy for Governor. They predict Quinn will make a 
spurt and open an even larger lead after he officially 
becomes a candidate for Governor. 

Dukakis adherents, on the other hand, believe their 
man will close the gap after Quinn officially becomes a 
candidate. They point out that the publicity Quinn receives 
as Attorney General will be reduced after he formally 
declares himself a candidate and that Dukakis will be able 
to demand equal time, especially on television. (That 
presumably is why Quinn has delayed making his an¬ 
nouncement) 

The poll showed clearly that Boston City Council 
President Gerald F. O'Leary would have cut into the vote of 
Attorney General Quinn if he had remained in the contest 
for the Democratic nomination for Governor. 

O’Leary ran second to Quinn and ahead of Dukakis in 
some predominantly Catholic areas, where Dukakis ap¬ 
pears to be doing poorly, presumably because he filed 
several bills for abortion advocate William Baird. 

There is little doubt that O'Leary's presence in the race 
would have improved Dukakis’ chances of defeating Quinn 
who shapes up as the favorite in a head-to-head fight with 
Dukakis. 

Ordinarily, public sentiment in major election contests 
such as will be waged for the Democratic nominations for 
Governor and Attorney General and the Republican 
nomination for Attorney General does not change much 
during the summer months when the candidates have 
difficulty getting their messages across to the voters whose 
interest and attention are centered on other things than 
politics. 

That helps candidates such as Governor Sargent and 
Attorney General Quinn because of the exposure they get 
through the offices they hold. 

Incidentally, the fight between Governor Sargent and 
former State Commerce Commissioner Carroll Sheehan—if 
that term can be accurately used to describe their 
respective efforts to win the Republican nomination for 
Governor—is strictly no-contest. 

Sarge appears to be leading Sheehan by about a 5-1 
margin and headed for runaway victories at both the June 1 
unofficial Republican State Convention and in the Sept 10 
GOP primary. 

A few months ago, when the gasoline shortage was 


most critical, Sarge was in deep political trouble because of 
public resentment even though It was a problem for which 
be was not responsible. 

Since the gas shortage eased, public sentiment has 
shifted, and Governor Sargent now seems to be in good 
shape both for the primary and the final election. New 
problems or shortages, of course, could change that pic¬ 
ture.

Quinlan seen making 
strong election bid 

Some students of politics doubt that any Republican can 
win election as Secretary of State in Massachusetts. If any 
GOP candidate can do so, it probably is State Senator John 
M. Quinlan of Norwood. 

Quinlan has all the qualities and attributes necessary to 
be an excellent candidate. He has a thorough understanding 
of the state government, is a hard worker, a fine cam¬ 
paigner and a good speaker. 

He is an overwhelming favorite to win the Republican 
nomination for Secretary of State. Quinlan will be opposed 
at the June 1 unofficial GOP State Convention by Ron 
Burton of Framingham, former star running back with the 
New England Patriots. 

Burton, a Black, is a fine young man who would be a 
credit to the Republican State Ticket, but politically he does 
not appear to be a match for the hard-driving Quinlan. It’s 
too bad Governor Sargent can’t persuade Burton to accept 
one of the two other slots he must fill on the GOP ticket and 
take the nomination for either State Treasurer or State 
Auditor. 

Quinlan made an unsuccessful bid for the nomination 
for Lieutenant Governor four years ago. But Governor 
Sargent had other Ideas on his choice of a r unning mate and 
lined up the necessary convention votes for Donald Dwight. 

Sargent and Quinlan both resided in Dover until 
Quinlan moved to Norwood a few years ago. Sarge is 
maintaining a hand-off attitude toward the Qulnlan-Burton 
battle, and that seemingly is all Quinlan needs. 

Burton has not yet disclosed whether he will challenge 
Quinlan in the September primary if Quinlan defeats him at 
the unofficial GOP State Convention. Burton sought the 
same nomination four years ago but was bested at the 
convention by former State Representative Mary Newman 
wbo was subsequently defeated by Secretary of State John 
F. X. Davoren. 

The former Patriots star abided by the action of the 
GOP convention and did not carry his fight on into the 
primary. 

Incidentally, Senator Edward W. Brooke indicated at 
the time that his sympathies were with Mrs. Newman 
against Burton, a fellow Black. 

It has been a long time since any Republican has won 
election to any State Constitutional below the status of 
Attorney General. 

Laurence Curtis did it back in 1946—28 years ago- 
when he was elected State Treasurer. A Republican tide 
was rolling that year, and GOP candidates will 
have no such help next November. 

Quinlan's bid for election as Secretary of State 
probably will cost the GOP a seat in the State Senate where 
the Republican strength already is very thin. 

Norwood has been placed in a new senatorial district 
which would be Democratic under any normal conditions. 
Quinlan might be able to achieve election in it, but It’s 
highly unlikely any other Republican conld, and it would be 
an uphill struggle even for Quinlan. 

The contest between Quinlan and Burton will highlight 
the unofficial Republican State Convention on June 1. 

Governor Sargent and Lieutenant Governor Dwight are 
expected to win renomination easily. 

Sarge will have to draft two unsuspecting Republicans 
for the last two spots on the GOP State ticket and to run for 
State Treasurer and State Auditor. 

He would like to come up with a woman candidate for 
one of the two offices and a person of Italian descent for the 
other. 
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The real Murray Road 


The Murray Road School has been 
called a lot of different things in the last 
seven years. 

To the dismay of its occupants, it has 
been misunderstood at various points as a 
school for behavior problems, anarchists, 
and druggies. 

While these misconceptions have 
abated, the school continues to have a 
public relations problem. 

With the advent of the new high school 
and its policy of open campus, Murray 
Road has appeared less attractive to 
prospective students than it used to be. 

Many of the parts of Murray Road 
which have been glamorized in past years, 
such as no dress code and students leaving 
school grounds during the day, are now 
accepted at Newton North. 

These physical freedoms, which may 
no longer be exclusive, have obscured the 
parts of Murray Road which continue to 
make it a unique asset of Newton's school 
system. 

Murray Road's first class, in 1967, 
enrolled primarily because of disen¬ 
chantment with Newton High School. 
TTiese students and teachers, and sub- 
seniumf rlaiMM Droceeded to build a 


positive structure which has made the 
school more than just a retreat from the 
high school. 

Ron Bamdt, one of two original 
teachers still at the school, said at a 
meeting with parents last week that 
Murray Road's advantages and disad¬ 
vantages grow out of its smallness. 

Murray Road, a former elementary 
school, presently houses about 100 
students. This is 15 less than the 
enrollment desired by faculty. 

The obvious advantage of Murray 
Road's small size is that people get to 
know each other. Bamdt pointed out that 
"people learn to get along with people they 
didn't think they could get along with.” 

Murray Road does not have the vast 
material resources of Newton North. 
Somthing Murray Road has been very 
successful at is finding people resources. 
Parents, teachers at other schools, and 
even students have volunteered to lead 
classes. Classes frequently evolve >rom 
the expressed interests of students. 

The size of the school allows these 
interests to be heard. The staff has en¬ 
couraged students to make decisions about 
what they want to leara A desired con¬ 


sequence of these decisions is that students 
will feel responsible for their learning. 

A student told parents recently that if 
something goes wrong, "there's no one to 
blame but myself." 

Murray Road places a strong em¬ 
phasis on people working together. 
English teacher ALLISON Hall teaches a 
writing class which asks that students 
share their papers with each other. 
"People count on each other for respon¬ 
ses," Mrs. Hall told parents. 

Murray Road presently needs more 
students for next year. There will be 50 
returning students, and 30 new students 
had enrolled for next year as of last week. 

Both sophomores and juniors are 
being accepted for next year. The staff 
would like 20 new juniors, but only two had 
applied as of last week. 

It is possible that students from the 
south side of Newton will be accepted at 
Murray Road for the first time next year. 

It is notlikely that Murray Road will be 
closed after this year, but the faculty 
would like 115 students. At a school which 
stresses decision making by students, the 
students are considered one of its greatest 
resources.

Drinan urges increased federal 
assistance to mentally retarded 


Congressman Robert F. 
Drinan (D-Mass) recently 
urged swift Congressional 
action to increase federal 
assistance to six million 
mentally retarded Americans. 

Speaking before the annual 
convention of the 
Massachusetts Association for 
Retarded Citizens in I<enox, 
Massachusetts, Drinan 
criticized the Nixon 
Administration for failing to 
provide adequate funds to care 
for the mentally retarded. 

"The President has called 
for the return of 70,000 in¬ 
stitutionalized retarded to their 
communities and for a 
reduction in the incidence of 
mental retardation by one-half 
in this century," he observed, 
"bul the President's rhetoric 
has not been backed up by the 
funding necessary to achieve 
these laudable objectives.”

The congressman called for 
a substantial increase in 
federal assistance to state and 
local special education 
programs for retarded 
children. "Providing every 
American child with an 
adequate education is one of 
our fundamental national 
principles," he noted, “yet 
fewer than half of more than 
two million retarded children 
are receiving educational 
services suited to their special 
needs. "How can we hope to 
normalize the lives of the 
handiapped," he asked, "if we 
deny them the needed tools?" 

Drinan stressed the need for 
increased Federal aid to 
Massachusetts before Chapter 
766 lakes effect this fall. The 
new law requires localities to 
establish appropriate 
educational programs for all 


children with special needs, 
including the retarded. The 
state would reimburse cities 
and towns for the cost of such 
programs in excess of average 
per-pupil expenditure. 

"This policy of stale reim¬ 
bursement would cost 
Massachusetts an estimated 
$65 million next year," said 
Drinan. "The state currently 
receives less than $6 million 
annually in federal aid for 
special education (about $65 
per handicapped child). The 
federal government must 
contribute far more than this 
token amount, or Chapter 766 
may be jeapardized in the 
future by state taxpayers 
reluctant to bear the entire cost 
of special education." 

The congressman also called 
for federal standards to ensure 
that institutions for the men¬ 
tally are provided adequate 


care administered by qualified 
personnel. "The government 
must act," he declared, "lo 
protect the residents of these 
facilities from the outrageous 
abuses which led to recent 
class action lawsuits in 
Massachusetts and elsewhere. 

Drinan commended the 
Massachusetts Association for 
Retarded Citizens for its 
splendid efforts on behalf of the 
menatally retarded. 

"Thanks larely to your 
perseverance and deter¬ 
mination," he told the con¬ 
vention, “the slate school at 
Belchertown has been 
dramatically upgraded, and 
Massachusetts has become one 
of the first states in the nation 
with a legislative mandate to 
provide special education 
services to all children who 
need them."

Aid. Mark White, in a long prepared 
statement, chided the Board for its 
previous rejection of amendments 
requiring trees, the location of all trucks at 
the rear of the property, and others 
designed to improve the appearance of the 
station. 

White was made to feel guilty, he said, 
at the last meeting, when some aldermen 
accused those who were trying to impose 
more restrictions of “putting the man out 
of business." 

"When I left that meeting,” White 
said, "I was not only disappointed at the 
outcome, but more important I was 
disappointed in myself. Most of you 
disagree with most of my votes, but none 
of you can deny that I have been consistent 
in my efforts to uphold the law. I don’t 
believe in making special rules for those 
who violate the law, regardless of how 
much business they do with the city." 

Aid. Susan Schur complained that the 
Board had received no "economic data" 
on the station to show what effect 
restrictions would have on McMullin's 
business. 

McMullin had been operating the 
station for many years without the 
necessary permissive use for the rental 
business and has been in violation of other 
ordinances. 

Aid. David Jackson also opposed 
granting the petition, saying, "We had 
trouble six or eight years ago with this 
same station. This operator is not in good 
faith. I don’t think you’ll ever get him to 
abide by the conditions. His whole purpose 
has been to cheat on conditions.” 


The vote to lay the item on the table 
was 13 in favor, 10 against. 

A cease-and-desist order issued 
against the station has been held in 
abeyance since McMullin’s petition has 
been before the Board. Since it is 
technically still before the Board, 
Buildings Commissioner Gene Larson said 
Wednesday, he does not plan to issue 
another order to McMullin. The station 
therefore can continue operation. 

The Board also took the following 
actions: 

—Passed a resolution of the League of 
Women Voters setting procedures for the 
advertising and regulation of the sale of 
city-owned land. 

—Passed a resolution offered by Aid. D. B. 
Cohen asking the state legislature for 
special legislation allowing Newton’s 
Board of Aldermen to require permission 
and conditions for conversion of rental 
apartments to condominiums. 

—Sent back to several committees an 
amendment to the ordinances recom¬ 
mending increased rates for use of the 
Newton incinerator by private con¬ 
tractors. 

—Approved the appointment of Willard 
Pratt, water commissioner, to fill the 
vacancy on the Newton-Waltham Regional 
Refuse Disposal District committee 
created by the resignation of former 
Public Works Director Richard Dudman. 
—Referred to the Consumer Affairs & 
Licenses Committee a resubmission of a 
petition from the Newton Taxi Association 
to establish a maximum of one taxi license 
per 1000 inhabitants.

missible student-teacher ratio in 
recipients schools is 25-1 or 20-1; Emerson, 
1976; Hamilton, 1977, and Hyde, 1975. The 
closing of one of these schools could 
preclude the closing of other schools. 

Edward Shapiro, co-president of the 
Oak Hill PTA, asked that an investigation 
be made of the 11 school study and 
alternatives to closing a school. "We would 
like representatives of communities at 
large with voting and voice power on a 
committee.” 

School Committee member Dorothy 
Reichard moved that the school ad¬ 
ministration be asked to establish a 
citizens advisory committee which would 
gather information about and suggest 
alternatives to closing a school. 


The School Committee passed the 
motion, and the superintendent will bring 
in a recommendation about the com¬ 
mittee’s size and composition. 

School Committee Chairman 
Emeritus Manuel Beckwith summarized 
the position the School Committee finds 
itself in near the end of the meeting. 

"This School Committee would love to 
have a 15-1 or 14-1 studentrteacher ratio 
and keep schools open, but we face many 
responsibilities,” Beckwith commented. 

“We face a serious decline in school 
enrollment. Can we sit back and wait four 
years to see if we are going to have an 
upward trend?" Beckwith added. 

"I’m not saying I’m voting for the 
closing of a school, but we face an 
awesome problem."

Answer: A wonderful recipe that 
yields twenty-four light as a feather 
lemony sticky buns. It’s a pleasure to 
reprint the recipe for you! 

YUMMY STICKY BUNS 

4 cup milk 

4 cup water 

y« cup (4 stick) margarine 

2 eggs, slightly beaten 

1 teaspoon grated lemon rind 

Mi cup sugar 

1% teaspoons salt 

2 pkgs. active dry yeast 

5 to 54 cups all purpose flour 

Combine milk, water and margarine 
in a saucepan. Heat until liquids are 
warm. (Margarine does not have to 
melt completely.) Pour warmed 
ingredients into large bowl of electric 
mixer. Mix together lMi cups flour, 
sugar, salt and undissolved yeast. 
Gradually add to mixing bowl liquids, 
beating at medium speed. Beat for 2 
minutes. Stir in by hand enough ad¬ 
ditional flour to make a soft dough. 
Turn out onto lightly floured board; 
knead for 5 minutes until smooth and 
satiny. Place dough in oiled bowl, 
turning once to oil top. Cover and let 


rise in warm place until double in size, 
about 1 hour. 

TOPPING 
Combine in saucepan: 

4 cup margarine 

Mi cup firmly packed brown sugar 

*•2 cup pancake syrup 

M 2 cup walnut or pecan halves 

FILLING 

Combine Mi cup sugar and 1 teaspoon 
cinnamon. 

Heat "Topping" ingredients and 
bring to a boil. Pour half of mixture into 
each of two 9” round cake pans. 
Sprinkle each with V 4 cup walnut or 
pecan halves. Allow to cool while dough 
is rising. Punch down dough. Divide in 
half. Roll one-half to form a 9xl2-lnch 
rectangle. Brush with melted 
margarine, sprinkle with sugar and 
cinnamon mixture and starting with 
long side, roll up as for jelly roll. Cut 
into 12-1" slices, repeat with other half 
of dough. Place 12 buns in each pan, cut 
side down. Brush with melted 
margarine. Cover and let rise in warm 
place until nearly double in size. About 
45 minutes. Bake in preheated over, 350 
degrees, about 30-35 minutes, or until a 
deep golden brown. Invert carefully on 
wire rack immediately, to cool. Yield:

Across the Kitchen Counter 


Memorial Day weekend is coming 
up (a bit early) and the holiday signals 
a time for easy living. 

Some families will pack lunches 
and children into the car and head 
towards the country or seashore. For 
others it’s time to alert the gang to 
tasks around the house—getting out the 
screens, mowing the lawn or readying 
the lawn furniture. The reward for their 
labors, a delicious backyard barbecue. 

The magic word in barbecuing is 
"Marinate.” The experienced outdoor 
chef knows that marinating a budget 
priced chuck steak will bring the 
delight of melt-in-the mouth goodness 
the next day. 

There’s an easy way of marinating 
that eliminates the constant sloshing 
around of the meat in a pan ... place 
meat in a large leakproof plastic food 
bag and put bag into a pot or bowl. Pour 
in marinade. Close the bag tightly with 
a tie strip and turn bag once or twice. 
Refrigerate overnight. (Some cooks 
prefer marinating meat in this manner 
and freezing until needed.) The trick is 
not to get hung up on just one 
marinade—experiment with a variety 
and use for lamb, chicken, steak, etc. 

Perhaps the most popular barbecue 
fare is the hot dog and hamburger- 
serve yours with a variety of toppings. 
Include a great salad or two-one fresh 
and the other marinated—and for 
dessert something as simple as ice 
cream and cookies or a bowl of fresh 
fruit. 

And then there’s the family that 
prefers food prepared indoors and 
served outdoors with as little fuss as 
possible. The Potato Salad with Cold 
Cuts dish along with crusty buttered hot 
bread and a beverage, and it’s a happy 
Memorial Day for all! 

OVERNIGHT BEAN SALAD 

1 can (1 lb.) red kidney beans, 
drained 

1 can (8 oz.) cut green beans, 
drained 

1 can (1 lb.) garbanzo beans, 
drained 

1 can (1 lb.) black-eyed beanB, 
drained 

24 cups chopped celery 

1 bunch green onions, chopped 

1 small Jar (3 oz.) green olives, 
halved 

4 cup salad oil or olive oil 

4 cup red wine vinegar 

1 teaspoon salt 

4 teaspoon pepper 

2 tablespoons brown sugar 

2 cloves garlic, mashed 

Combine beans; rinse with water. 
Drain and mix in a bowl with celery, 
green onions, olives. Combine salad oil, 
vinegar, salt, pepper, brown sugar and 


garlic. Pour over bean mixture. Mix 
lightly, cover and refrigerate over¬ 
night When ready to serve, toss 
mixture and place in bowl lined with 
crisp lettuce leaves. Serve 6-8. 

CHUCK STEAK OR CHUCK ROAST 
MARINADE 

1 BONED CHUCK ROAST 
(or chuck steak) 

(24 to 3 inches thick) 

4 cup soy sauce 

1 cup orange juice 

2 tablespoons lemon juice 
2 teaspoons sugar 

2 cloves garlic, minced 
M 2 teaspoon ground ginger 
Sprinkle roast or steak with salt 
and pepper and place in plastic food 
bag. Combine remaining ingredients 
and pour over meat. Marinate at least 

12 hours turning two or three times 
during this period. When barbecuing, 
remove meat from marinade and grill 4 
to 5 inches from hot coals ap¬ 
proximately 20 minutes on each side. 

To serve, cut in thin slices across the 
grain. 

VEGETABLE KEBABS 

1 cup cherry tomatoes 

2 medium sized zucchini squash cut

KNEE PARKING IN THE HEAR 


The Boston Chapter of 
Hadassah will pay tribute to 
two distinguished and highly- 
esteemed members of the 
Greater Boston community by 
presenting their 1974 Myrtle 
Wreath Award to Mildred 
Levine Goldberg, Brookline, 
and posthumously to her 
husband, Judge Lewis Gold¬ 
berg, the late retired Justice of 
the Superior Court of 
Massachusetts. 

Mrs. Hyman Burstein, 
president of The Boston 
Chapter, will make the Awards 
presentation at the 10th annual 
Myrtle Wreath Awards Lun¬ 
cheon at the Sidney Hill 
Country Club, on Wednesday, 
May 29. 

The award is a signal 
recognition of their 
humanitarian work, their 
extraordinary record of 
community service and their 
strong identification with 
Zionism and the development 
of The Jewish State. Their son, 
Avram J. Goldberg, president 
of The Stop & Shop Companies, 
Inc., will accept the award on 
behalf of his father, who passed 
away last month. 

Judge Goldberg’s public 
service began shortly after his 
graduation from Harvard Law 
School, when he was appointed 
an Assistant U.S. Attorney by 
President Woodrow Wilson and 
served in that capacity for six 
years. From 1921-1926, he 
served as Assistant Attorney 
General for the Com¬ 
monwealth of Massachusetts 
and later became Com¬ 
missioner of Public Utilities 
under Governor Alvin T. Fuller 
and again under Governor 
Frank G. Allen. 

He was appointed to the 
bench in 1932 by Governor 
Joseph B. Ely and served with 
great distinction on the 
Superior Court of the Com¬ 
monwealth of Massachusetts 
until his retirement in 1973. 

Particularly concerned with 
the education and problems of 
youth, Judge Godberg held the 
office of the Presidency of the 
Bureau of Jewish Education 
for over 25 years, was a 
founder and life trustee of 
Hebrew College, a founder and 
first president of the Jewish 
Big Brother Association, Past 
President of The Jewish 
Welfare Board, Past President 
of Temple Kehillath Israel and 
Chairman of its School Board 
for 35 years, a member of the 
Board of Governors of the 
American Association for 
Jewish Education, a life 
trustee of the Combined Jewish 
Philanthropies, a member of 
the National Big Brother 
Association, an active member 
of The Massachusetts Bar 
Association and an involved 
member in scores of other 
noteworthy community, civic 
and charitable causes. 

No lesser distinction marks 
the vigorous career of Mildred 
Levine Goldberg. For over one 
half a century, she has been a 
devoted member and in¬ 
defatigable worker in 
Hadassah, the largest women’s 
volunteer organization In the 
United States and the largest 
Zionist organization in the 
world. 

A member of The Boston 
Chapter, she has held every 
major portfolio within the 
organization and was the first 
woman in the country to be 
appointed to the permanent 
status of National Hadassah 
Associate, a post reserved for 
women who have served for 15 
years or more in a national 
capacity. She has been a past 
president of The New England 


Region of Hadassah and 
elected twice to serve a total of 
six terms as president of The 
Boston Chapter. 

Mrs. Goldberg's mem¬ 
bership in other worthy causes 
and organizations are 
seemingly endless. She is a life 
member of the following: 
Women’s Auxiliary, Beth 
Israel Hospital, charter 
member, Women’s Assoc., 
Hebrew College; Hebrew 
Rehabilitation Center, Boston 
aid to the Boind; HIAS; 
Temple Kehillath Israel 
Sisterhood and Jewish 
Women’s Recuperative Center. 

Mrs. Goldberg was an 
organizer of the Women's 
Division, American Jewish 
Congress, shortly before the 
beginning of World War n, as 
well as the Women’s Com¬ 
mittee of Brandeis University. 
She is also a member of the 
Jewish Family and Children’s 
Services; Women's Division, 
American Society for 
Technion, United Nations 
Association and the Executive 
Board of the American Friends 
of Hebrew University. 

She was a national vice- 
chairman of the Women’s 
Division of Israel Bonds and 
was the first woman in the 
United States to be awarded 
the distinction of "Woman of 
Valor” within that 
organization for achieving a 
unique record of sales of Israel 
Bonds. She was invited to 
Washington in 1955 by the 
Israeli Ambassador Abba 
Eban for due honors and later 
journeyed to Israel where she 
was specially cited by Prime 
Minister Golda Meir. 

The names of. these two 
remarkable people head the 
roster of distinguished 
Americans who were the 
standard-bearers in laying the 
foundation for the invincible 
Jewish community that has 
emerged in the United States 
and their efforts on behalf of 
the Jewish people and their 
State will remain as a legend 
for those who follow in their 
footsteps.

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New hair fashions 
return to natural

Some women shy away from most beauty salons 
because they dislike the assembly line type of teasing, 
backcombing and spraying that results in clients with 
heads resembling oversized birds' nests. 

It does not have to be that way, we learned, jfter 
visiting Michel Kazan's newest salon at Filene's in Chestnut 
Hill. Most impressive was the close attention stylists paid to 
their work, far different from those who have been known to 
chat with...and look at a co-worker while snipping 
customer’s hair. At the new salon, most of the clients had 
their hair blown dry or softly curled. There was no teasing 
or backcombing. 

Stylists are trained by Michel Kazan before they begin 
work in his salons. He was visiting his newest salon to in¬ 
troduce his spring collection of hairstyles. 

A charming Frenchman, Kazan recalled he had wanted 
to be a plastic surgeon. He was studying toward that goal in 
college when plagued by the universal student problem of 
needing money. He began to sketch hairstyles which he sold 
to stylists in the French Theatre. 

“I always believed very strongly that hair is the most 
important ornament to a woman's face," he said I decided 
that if I could sketch hair stylos, why not design them?" 
That he did and how! 

At the age of 21 Michel Kazan opened his first salon in 
Paris. Then there was World War II and service in the 
French Army. After the War he came to the United States 
where he was first associated with Helena Rubenstein. 

Kazan works with fashion designers and bases his styles 
on the latest dress designs. He presently is working with 
James Galanos. Twice yearly he introduces new styles 
personally in each of his salons. Some of his most famous 
have been the cap cut, poodle, Grecian and the bouffant. 

The latest Kazan "Headliner” styles feature the same 
basic bias cut. The hair is blunt cut, but on the bias rather 
than in a parallel line. 

“With a bias cut, each strand locks back Into place with 
the other," he explained. "The basis for a suit or dress is the 
cut It is the same with hair. The basis for a suit or dress is 
the cut It is the same with hair. The basis of any good 
hairdo is the proper haircut.” 

He stressed that a woman should not fight the natural 
instincts of her hair. She should take the best advantage of 
her hair type, curly or straight. 

“A woman is beautiful when she feels she is beautuful," 
he pointed out. "I try to make her feel comfortable with her 
hairstyle. If she does not feel comfortable, she will not 
project well.” 

"When a woman comes in for consultation, I consider 
her height, facial structure and the proportions of her body. 

I find out about her lifestyle. I talk to her like a doctor talks 
to a patient. Then I drape her hair like a dressmaker drapes 
clothes, until we agree on the style that is best for her. ” 

"Beauty is an illusion," he feels. "With advances in 


plastic surgery, cosmdtjfs and proper WIT owe, Hiere b no 
woman who cannot be beautiful." 

Does he recommend plastic surgery or face lifting for 
some clients? "If it improves their appearance and makes 
them more self confident, of course, I may have it myself 
some day. You know, mea today are as coquettish k 
women." 

A unique feature of the Chestnut Hill salon Is the men's 
styling salon within. There are separate rooms for facials 
and haircoloring. Dennis Miller is Ihe new manager. He 
comes from Detroit, Mioh. where Charlotte Ford and Mrs. 
Harvey Firestone were among his customers. 

Michel Kazan believes the biggest fashion trend in 
haircoloring this year is red. “Coloring must be applied 
properly," he warned. "One must be careful because some 
shades of red may make the complexion appear yellow." 

We talked with Miss Irene, colorist at the new salon 
about some of the more recent techniques in hair color.

The hair at the back of the head is 
colored in darker tones, giving the effect of natural shading. 

"Barbara Walters of the 'Today' show has this type of 
coloring," she noted. 

"Frosting is more of less on its way out. In its place are 
more natural looking processes, such as sunbursting, a 
highlighting process or tortoise shell, a more natural 
shading process.” 

She recommends a single process for blonding where 
the hair is lightened and colored in one step. 

"We want to keep the hair healthy and achieve a more 
natural look," she said. 

She also colors men's hair. "It is stylish now to add a 
touch of grey at the temple." 

Would she refuse to color some hair? Yes, hair that is 
totally silvery white. "I wouldn't touch that hair for 
anything. There is nothing more beautiful."

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Information from VA 


EDITOR’S NOTE: Veteran 
and their families are taking 
thooaands of question con¬ 
cerning the heaeflts their 
Government provides for them 
throngh the Veterans 
Administration. Below are 
some representative queries. 
Additional information may be 
obtained at any VA office. 

Q—As an eligible veteran, 
would I have to make a 
downpayment on a Veterans 
Administration GI borne loan? 

A —The Veterans 
Administration does not 
require a downpayment, but 
the lender may require one. 

Q—I’m a disabled veteran 
who received a $2,800 auto 
grant from the Veterans 
Administration. Will VA help 
out on engine repair? 

A—VA pays for repair, 
maintenance, or replacement 


of special adaptive equipment 
necessary to operate the car. 
The agency is not authorized to 
bear these expenses on the 
vehicle, itself. 

Q—1 was honorably 
discharged last week after two 
years In the military service. If 
I go to school, will the Veterans 
Administration pay for my 
books and tuition? 

A—Books and tuition are 
provided under VA’s 
vocational rehabilitation 
program for veterans with a 30 
percent service-connected 
disability; or less, if the 
disability is a pronounced 
employment handicap. 
Veterans without a disability 
who enroll in school under the 
GI Bill receive monthly 
education assistance 
allowances to offset school 
expenses. 


N.E. Telephone Company is 
cracking down on call cheaters 


Sir Michael Redgrave 
at Loeb Drama Center 


New England Telephone 
announced today a crackdown 
on call cheaters. 

It pointed out that fraudulent 
billing of calls is not a prank, 
but is punishable by both fines 
and imprisonment. 

A recent law enacted in 
Massachusetts imposes a fine 
of $2,000 or imprisonment for 
not more than 12 months, or 
both, if an individual or in¬ 
dividuals are convicted of 
publishing the number or code 
of an existing, canceled, 
revoked, expired or non- 
esistent credit card or the 
numbering or coding system 
which is employed in the 
issuance of such credit cards. 

“It is also a crime to use an 
unauthorized credit card 
number or charge a call to an 
unknowing third party," Mr. 
DePasqua local business office 
manager said. 

“It amounts to stealing and 
violates both state and federal 


laws. In Massachusetts, 
conviction can carry im¬ 
prisonment for up to 30 days or 
a fine up to $100 - or both." 

In 1973, criminal charges 
were brought against almost 
1,000 persons who were billing 
fraudulent credit card and 
third number calls. Of these, 88 
per cent were convicted. 

Today, there are several 
ways to detect illegal usage of 
telephone lines - including 
operators trained to recognize 
the validity of a credit card 
number and new electronic 
detecting equipment which 
does not involve wiretapping or 
conversation monitoring. 

A unified program of 
security investigation and 
centralized ticket investigation 
of fraudulent calls was im¬ 
plemented by the Bell System 
and the nation’s independent 


telephone companies in 1971. 
As a result, losses have 
declined from $28 million in 
credit card and third number 
fraud In 1971 to $7 million in the 
past year. 

"We don’t want to prosecute 
anyone," Mr. DePasqua said, 
"and we don't think anyone 
wants to risk a career over a 
phone call. However, if we 
closed our eyes and did 
nothing, all telephone users 
would end up sharing the cost 
of the calls made dishonestly. 

"The great majority of these 
fraudulent calls are made from 
coin telephones," Mr. 
DePasqua said. "In some 
locations we have been forced 
to remove all coin telephones 
because of heavy revenue 
losses.

Some premature babies have 
underdeveloped lungs. Now 
there is a way to find this 
before birth. 

A report by the 
Christmas Seal 
the Norfolk CowflFNewton 
Lung AssociflK^^ells us that

iess the lungs of the 
been developed by a 
of researchers at the 
University of Tennessee. The 
test predicts how much trouble 
the lungs will have after birth 
and whether or not hyaline 
membrane disease, which is 
very rare among full-term 
babies, will develop. 

Over half the babies who 
weigh less than two-and-a-half 
pounds at birth have the 
disease. The air sacs of the 
lungs are not properly 
developed and cannot transfer 
oxygen from the lungs into the 
blood. As the lungs expand with 
air, a suffocating tissue can 
form around the air sacs; and 
the lungs can collapse. 

Breathing problems are 
obvious shortly after birth, 
sometimes within a few 
minutes. The disease rapidly 


worsens want next few 
days^^en treatment is 
'always necessary, 
advantages of the new 
- which measures sub¬ 
stances in the amniotic fluid 
that reflect the level of 
maturity of fetal lungs - allow 
the doctor to anticipate trouble 
before birth. And results are 
available in three hours. Rapid 
results can be especially im¬ 
portant when unexpected early 
labor begins. 

Preemies who have hyaline 
membrane disease can be put 
immediately in incubators, and 
be fed intravenously. Their 
chances of surviving the 
disease are increasing as a 
result of new techniques such 
as the fetal lung test. 

A great deal of research 
shows that pregnant women 
who smoke increase their 
chances of giving birth 
prematurely. The mother 
smoking blocks off the oxygen 
supply to the fetus.

NORWOOD - It was just about 25 
years ago that Don Glaser of Norwood 
held a temporary job dishing out ice 
cream just off Providence Highway 
(Route 1) in his home town. 

Little did he think that a quarter of 
a century later he would end up at the 
same location which backs up to 441 
Neponset St. 

But that’s where he will be, 
beginning next week. 

Of course, there's a tremendous 
difference. Glaser worked in the 
summer of 1950 at the Neponset Valley 
Farms ice cream dairy bar, a long-time 
landmark. But that's gone, torn down 
within the past year. 

In its place stands a nearly com¬ 
pleted, modern automobile and truck 
dealership and service center that will 
be home for the all new Norwood 
Dodge, Inc. And the president of the 
newest Dodge agency in the nation will 
be the same Don Glaser. 

Glaser’s travels will complete full 
circle to the 441 address next week 
when he and his Dodge boys begin 
operations in a temporary office at the 
site of the Route 1 agency. It took 
Glaser 25 years to return as president. 
Not bad, considering he’s only 40-years- 
old now. 

Just behind the temporary office 
work continues on the new building 
which Glaser says will be the “largest, 
most modern Dodge dealership in all 
New England." The facility will house 
14 offices and 24 work bays. 

"The building will be 100 per cent 
completed by early August," according 
to the top officer. There is a 600 foot 
frontage and an entrance from 
Neponset Street.

He 
played for Norwood High and was team 
captain. And still turns out as spectator 
for most of Norwood's games. 

Don and his wife Barbara are fans 
of their own family too. One son, 15- 
year-old David was captain of the team 
from Norwood Junior High North and 
daughter Donna was cheerleading at 
the high school this year. Arlene, 12 and 
Donald, 8, also have loyal rooters in 
their mother and father. 

Glaser and his associates' decision 
to join with Dodge in the new agency 
came with a bit of reverse spin.

In 
addition to these residential 
and commuter programs, the 
agency maintains programs in 
community mobility which 


serve over 100 towns in 
Massachusetts and Rhode 
Isalnd and supervises reader 
services to college students 
and other blind people. 

The agency was recently 
designated regional training 
center for Optacon, an elec¬ 
tronic device which translates 
inkprint into tactile im¬ 
pression. After Optacon 
training, a blind user will be 
able to read many materials 
heretofore unavailable to him 
— for instance, calculator 
displays, labels and telephone 
directories. 

The Carroll Rehabilitation 
Center, formerly the Catholic 
Guild for All the Blind, is 
located at 770 Centre Street, 
Newton.

Zuider Zee 
yields clues 

THE HAGUE (UPI) - On 
Jan. 11, 1944 a B17 Plying 
Fortress was returning from a 
bombing mission over Nazi 
Germany, two of its four 
engines dead. A third engine 
krst into flames and the order 
was given to bail out 
Gunner John Lantz, 19, 
parachuted into what was once 
known as the Zuider Zee and 
was rescued by fishermen. The 
bodies of five of his crewmates 
were found and four were 
reported missing, as was the 
crashed plane. 

Now, 30 years later, a Dutch 
crew of 12 devoted men led by 
Lt Col. Arie P. de Jong, 45, has 
recovered the tail section of 
that B17. De Jong estimates 
that some 2,000 Allied airmen 
and about 200 Germans lost 
their lives in the Zuider Zee. So 
far he has recovered all or 
parts of 95 wrecks in the Zuider 
Zee, and the Dutch navy 
another 130. 

"Each recovery is a story 
and a drama of its own," De 
Jong said in an interview 
The Dutch had built a dike 
enclosing the Zuider Zee in 
1932, renaming it Ijssel Lake. 
After the war they started 
pumping out the water as part 
of a land reclamation program 
and some of the wrecked 
planes emerged, embedded ir 
the mud. 

Gratitude and Comfort 
Hie recovery program was 
begun in order to dear wrecks 
which interfered with shipping 
and fishing. In 16 of the wrecks 
the recovery teams found 
bodies. 

“When the next of kin was 
informed, we received reac¬ 
tions of enormous gratitude 
and comfort," De Jong said. 
“This turned us into virtual 
detectives, and we hope to 
identify many more wrecks 
and missing airmen in the next 
20 years or so.” 

The Lantz episode was one of 
the happier of De Jong's 
stories. When he bailed out that 
cold day in 1944, two Dutch 
brothers fishing nearby saw 
Lantz’ plane crash. They cut 
their nets, headed for the scene 
- and found Lantz 

De Jong quoted one of the 
brothers, Hannes de Graaf, 
now 71. as saying: 

Close to Death 
"He looked dose to death 
from exhaustion in the icy 
water so we put him in front of 
the stove in the forecabin and 
massaged him. He soon re¬ 
gained consciousness and in¬ 
dicated with his fingers he had 
been with nine other men. For 
about an hour we made a vain 
search for them. 

"My brother Albert and I had 
hoped to hide our man, but too 
much time was lost by sear 
ching for his mates. From the 
coast, the Germans also had 
seen the crash and their 
speedboats arrived from two 
sides. We had to surrender our 
man and they took him to a 
prison camp in Germany." 

Last year the former gunner, 
who lives in Tulsa, Okla., read 
an artide about the recovery of 
the tail section of his B17 of 533 
Squadron 281 Bomber Group. 
Lantz, now 49, and his wife 
traveled to the Dutch fishing 
village of Spakenburg, where 
they presented De Graaf with a 
deed of honorary Tulsa citizen¬ 
ship. Brother Albert had died 
after the war from tuberculosis 
contracted in a German con¬ 
centration camp. 

De Jong said Lantz ap¬ 
parently was the only survivor 
of his B17 crew. He added that 
the plane’s fuselage might be 
found in the next decade and 
"my theory is that those four 
men did not manage to bail out, 
so their remains might still be 
in the fuselage." 

Although some of the 
wrecked planes recovered by 
De Jong and his crew were still 
in remarkably good con¬ 
dition— the tail of a German 
fighter which went down on 
Sept. 29, 1943 still shows 53 
Swastikas indicating as many 
kills-othere were identified by 
coincidence. 

Relics from Wrecks 
"Once we were unable to 
complete identification of 
wreck parts and remains of a 
gunner of a Wellington bom¬ 
ber," De Jong said. "Just when 
we admitted failure, a leter 
arrived from a Dubliner, Bill 
Gar loch, asking if we had ever 
located his gunner, Sgt. Rear- 
den, the only crewman who did 
not survive a crash at exactly 
the spot where we had found 
the unidentified wreckage.

Extending teacher rights 


Many teachers today are ' 
caught on the horns of a 
dilemma. Personally, they 
may subscribe strongly to the 
often-voiced need for In¬ 
novative curriculum, for using 
materials and methods mofe 
relevant to students’ lives, for 
encouraging student in¬ 
volvement • even for letting a 
class draft a letter in protest; 
and also for exerting pressure 
on behalf of their own personal 
freedoms - those rights and 
privileges which are enjoyed 
by other professionals but long 
denied to teachers. 

But courageous educators 
who break with community 
tradition or succeed in 
alienating a superior for the 
mere exercise of free speech 
often "rock the boat," and may 
be called on the carpet or even 
be repaid with stiff penalties, 
including the loss of their jobs. 

Fortunately this frequently 
is not the end of the matter. 
Teachers, backed by their 
education associations, have 
won many court cases which 
contended that their rights 
under the First and Fourteenth 
Amendments had been 
violated. Furthermore, the 
boundaries of teachers rights 
are being pushed further and 
further back as new legislation 
is enacted and new regulations 
are issued by government 
agencies. 

The Supreme Court has said 
that “teachers do not shed 
their constitutional rights to 
freedom of speech or ex¬ 
pression at the schoolhouse 
gate,” although such benign 
protection was not always the 
rule, nor is this principle 
always recognized by those in 
authority today. 

A Massachusetts Teachers 
Association (MTA) case now 
being litigated involves a 
teacher who exercised his free 
speech rights while organizing 
his local teacher association. 
On a number of occasions he 
criticized the School 
Administration in speeches 
and newsletters to his 
colleagues. He has not been 
rehired after four years of 
teaching and an excellent 
" performance record. / 

His case is still pending, but 
other recent cases where 
teachers’ rights have been 
upheld include a 
Massachusetts appeals court 
judgment several years ago 
which recognized that 
prohibiting assignment in a 
senior high school class on a 
non-pornographic scholarly 
article which contained a 
“dirty” word is incongruent 
with academic freedom. The 
same court also refused to 
uphold the dismissal of a 
teacher who wrote a profane 
word on the blackboard while 
discussing societal taboos. 

It’s hard to believe today but 
only five years ago a teacher in 
a tiny Western Massachusetts

town was fired because he 
Insisted on wearing a beard. 

When he was dismissed he 
was told that "hippies, 
revolutionaries, and otherwise 
lower classes of people had 
beards - and that he was 
projecting this image in the 
classroom.’ 

Eight months of Intensive 
work by the MTA and National 
Education Association (NEA) 
were required to prove that 
this teacher had the right, as a 
citizen of the United States, to 
wear a beard if he so desired 
Another current case in¬ 
volves a teacher who has 
charged that she has been 
dismissed in retaliation for 
exercising her right to be 
reinstated after having taken 
maternity leave. Current law 
clearly specifies that a teacher 
cannot be fired for pregnancy 
but this law is not always 
obeyed, resulting therefore in 
costly and unfortunate 
litigation. 

Maternity leave legislation 
has been liberalized sub¬ 
stantially in recent years, and 
there are numerous cases 
before the Massachusetts 
Commission Against 
Discrimination (MCAD) 
seeking sick pay for those days 
when a teacher was disabled as 
a result of a pregnancy-related 
ailment. In addition to working 
through the MCAD, legislation 
has also been filed by the MTA 
hto correct this problem. 
However, the Massachuset 
Supreme Court decision 
April 29 may make these 
moot because the couajriound 
that a teacher mayJpgranted 
sick leave if pregklnt. 

Not so long ago a teacher 
could be dismls^d at the whim 
of school authorities if she 
became pregnant, and she 
could also be denied her job if 
she chose to return after the 
birth of the baby unless 
specifically protected by her 
own collective bargaining 
contract 

It was only in 1962 that 
legislation was enacted in 
Massachusetts which man¬ 
dated equal pay for men and 
women teachers, and until 19S3 
no law protected married 
teachers from being dismissed. 

A few years ago, a teacher in 
Berkshire County had to seek 
MTA legal assistance because 
he had allowed open discussion 
in his classroom of the Vietnam 
War and the local school 
committee tried to fire him. 

The educators involved in all 
these cases have sought to be 
creative in their selection of 
classroom material and 
methods or have fought to 
protect their rights as citizens. 
The Courts in general have 
upheld these rights. For the 
innovative teacher, the concept 
of academic and personal 
freedom is more than 
academic - it is essential.

Each year, couil 
thousands of pet owners 
'suffer the anguish of un* 
certainty when they discover 
that a pet has been lost or 
stolen. Frantically, they will 
search humane animal 
shelters, police departments 
and other agencies. They will 
place ads in newspapers of¬ 
fering rewards to anyone who 
might help reunite them with 
their pets, and ask Pet Patrol 
radio stations to broadcast 
descriptions of the missing 
animals. 

The lucky ones will meet 
with success in their efforts 
while others will fail to recover 
their lost pets. In many in¬ 
stances, however, an owner 
can spare himself the 
distressing ordeal of losing a 
loved pet by taking some very 
simple and necessary 
precautions. 

The Animal Rescue League 
of Boston recommends that 
animals be kept safe at home 
or under close control at all 
times as a precaution against 
“petnappers." Even left for 
just moments in a parked car, 
a pet may be turned loose by a 
prankster and then meet with 
other hazards in traffic.

The New England Diabetes 
Association hundreds of

Mass, legislature first 
to urge impeachment 

The Massachusetts Senate 
has adopted Sen. Irving 
Fishman’s (D-Newton) 
resolution calling on the 
Massachusetts Congressional 
delegation to support the 
presidential impreachment 
resolution now being con¬ 
sidered by the U.S. House of 
Representative's Judiciary 
Committee 

The resolutio, H.R. 513, 
resolves “that Richard M. 

Nixon, President of the United 
States, be impeached of high 
crimes and misdemeanors." 

“Massachusetts is the first 
state in the nation to go on 
record urging its congressional 
delegation to support the 
impeachment of the 
President,” Fishman said. "I 
hope that other state 
legislatures will follow our 
lead. We all must make our 
voices heard." 

Fishman, who was the first 
Massachusetts legislator to 
publicly oppose the Viet Nam 
war, introduced the 
impeachment resolution in 
January. It was adopted by the 
Senate May 16 on a voice vote. 

"During the past year it has 
become increasingly apparent 
that Richard Nixon's conduct 
as President has been such to 
warrant a full and Immediate 
public inquiry to determine 
whether or not he should 
remain in office," Fishman 
said. 

"The subsantial public 
evidence of corruption inthe 
Nixon administration and the

President’s participationin the 
pervesion of government and 
violations of civil liberties are 
so serious as to undermine 
public confidence in the 
presidency and government 
itself,” Fishman continued. 
"Surely sufficient evidence of 
impeachable offenses, 
however defined, now exists to 
warrants trial by the Senate of 
the United States." 

"Impeachment,” according 
to Fishman, "is the only 
remaining means of providing 
the American people with the 
full truth behind Mr. Nixon's 
incursions against our very 
system of government. It will 
bring the President out from 
behind the cloaks of executive 
privilege and national security 
and place him before the 
Senate to answer the hard 
questions which the American 
people and their represen¬ 
tatives have been asking." 

"Without impeachment, the 
President will be tried in the 
court of public opinion, without 
counsel, without the right of 
cross-examination or any other 
procedural safeguards," 
Fishman explained. "Both the 
President and the people of the 
United States are entitled to 
see the myriad of accusations 
against Mr. Nixon subjected to 
fair trail under established 
procedures," 

"Impeachment will provide 
a constitutional forum for the 
President to level with the 
American people,” Senator 
Fishman said.

One group 
plans to remove the trash and 
debris from the Webster 
conservation land and to 
establish and mark trails 
there. Another team will work 
to restore the area around 
Dolan’s pond in West Newton to 
a natural state. 

Other students will be in¬ 
volved in planning and writing 
related to environmental 
concerns. A group of students 
plan to work with the Charles 
River Watershed Association 
to compile a history of the 
Charles and to pinpoint and 
catalogue present sources of 
pollution. Another group will 
work with city planners to 
establish the route for a series 
of bicycle paths throughout 
Newton. 

Each morning the students 
will work at their various taks 
around the city. At noon each 
day the students and staff will 


all convene at the Murray 
Road building for a school 
community meal, where the 
various groups will report to 
one another on their activities. 

After lunch an invited 
speaker will deal with some 
aspect of conservation or 
environmental problems. 
These meetings will be open to 
the public, and a schedule will 
be announced next week. Child 
care will be provided to make it 
easier for members of the 
Newton community to attend.

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Mountain dulcimers on 
display at Main Library 


Mountain dulcimers, hand¬ 
crafted by George Brewer of 
Newton, are on view in the 
glass cases at the Newton Free 
Library, 414 Centre Street, 
Newton Corner, now through 
the end of May. 

According to Brewer, who 
has been building dulcimers 
for 15 years, the mountain 
dulcimer was not invented, it 
just "sort of growed, its 
beginnings lost in the blue 
mists of the Southern 
Appalachians" where 
generations of mountain people 
have used it to accompany 
their ballads. 

Mountain dulcimers, which 
are played in the lap or on a

table, range in shape from 
rectangular to triangular and 
from pear shaped to hourglass. 
They have either mechanical 
or hand carved pegs, which 
though harder to tune, pre 
more traditional. 

In spite of their varied 
shapes they have many 
common features including a 
melody string and two or more 
drone strings, sound boards 
and backs made of thin wood, 
and fret boards attached 
directly to the sound board. 

Different woods are used, 
depending on the area where 
Ihe dulcimers are made, in¬ 
cluding mahogany, pine, 
walnut and spruce, a long 
graied wood often used for the 


sounding board because of its 
lightness and strength. 

The mountain dulcimer, with 
its fretsarranged in a simple 
diatonic scale, is a relatively 
simple instrument Experts 
advise that the best way to 
learn to play it is to pick up the 
instrument and to start to play. 

Brewer, who also restores 
old instruments, lives in 
Newton with his wife, Jo, a 
noted lepidopterist.

Pulitzer Prize in 
Music for Martino 


Donald Martino, chairman of 
the composition department at 
the New England Conservatory 
of Music, has been awarded the 
Pulitzer Prize in Music. 

Martino, who has been at the 
New England Conservatory 
since 1969, won his Pulitzer for 
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the chamber work "Nottumo," 
commissioned by the Walter 
W. Naumburg Foundation in 
1973. 

Martino has also recently 
been commissioned by the 
Paderewski Fund of Boston in 
1974 ("The Paradiso 
Choruses"), the New York 
State Arts Council in 1973 and 
the National Endowment for 
the Arts in 1973. 

In the past, Martino was 
commissioned by the Chicago 
Symphony Orchestra in 1966 
(“Mosaic"), the New Haven

("Piano Concerto”) and the 
Fromm Foundation in 1964

The retirement of Anne T. 
Gombosi in June as director of 
the All Newton Music School is 
being marked by several 
events which will give the 
people of Newton a chance to 
see what this dedicated and 
talented musician has ac¬ 
complished during her 15 years 
at the school. 

In addition to the student and 
family recitals is an Open 
House on Sunday afternoon, 
June 2, which will feature 
chamber music in the studies. 
People will be able to sample a 
wide variety of musical events 
throughout the building and 
gather informally in the Fyffe 
Hall to meet the director and 
trustees and enjoy 
refreshments. The emphasis 
on ensemble work for young 
and old illustrates a basic tenet 
in Mrs. Gombosi’s 
philosophy—"making music 
together is fun." 

Anne T. Gombosi, violinist, 
was born and educated in 
WSwitzerland. Upon 
graduation from the Basel 
Conservatory, she joined the 
Basel Conservatory, she joined 
the Basel Symphony Orchestra 
under Felix von Weingartner. 
She did her graduate work in 
Berlin, and it was during this 
period she developed her in¬ 
terest in the performance of old 
music. She studied viola 
d'amore with Henry Casadesus 
of the Societe des Instruments 
Anciens in Paris and viola da 
gamba with August Wensinger 
in Kassel. After a period of 
intensive violin training and 
coaching with Professor Janos 
Hammerschlag in Budapest, 
she returned to Switzerland as 
a member of the concert group 
and the faculty of the Schola 
Cantoruin Basiliensis. 

She came to America for a 
visit in 1939, but the war in¬ 


tervened and she was not able 
too return to Switzerland. She 
and her husband, Otto Gom¬ 
bosi, a musicologist who had 
been invited to give a series of 
guest lectures, spent seweral 
frustrating months in New 
York trying to secure visas to 
return to Switzerland through 
one of the war-stricken 
countries. After a year at 
Grinnell College in Iowa, Anne 
Gombosi became head of the 
violin department of Cornish 
School in Seattle, Wash., and 
her husband joined the faculty 
of the University of 
Washington. She also played in 
the Seattle Symphony under 
Thomas Beecham. 

When her husband was 
called too Michigan Univer¬ 
sity, she accepted a part time 
job at the same school teaching 
the music course in a 
correlated cultural program 
offered to all freshmen. Whle 
her children were young, she 
confined herself to part-time 
teaching in Chicago and 
Boston, but found time to 
organize the Camerata group 
at the Boston Museum of Fine 
Arts. After her husband’s 
death, she took her masters 
degree at Boston University 
and it was at this time that the 
directorship of the All Newton 
Music School was offered to 
her. 

When Mrs. Gombosi first 
came to the school in 1959, it 
was housed in a quaint Vic¬ 
torian structure at the corner 
of Walnut and abot and had an 
enrollment of about 350 
youngsters. In three short 
years, Mrs. Gombosi’s infusion 
of new faculty and teaching 
programs swelled enrollment 
to 600 and the trustees saw that 
a larger building was clearly in 
order.

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Chestnut St. In West Newton in 
1965, the director has 
broadened the scope of the 
Music School to include ballet, 
creative and modern dance, 
eurythmics for the very young, 
and ensemble playing for 
everyone. Today there are 
1,200 students who range in age 
from pre-schooler to senior 
citizens. 

Mrs. Gombosi believes 
strongly in the concept of the 
community music school and 
has instituted two out reach 
programs—one at Lincoln- 
Eliot School and one at 
Emerson. 

"The functions of the 
Community Music School," she 
explains, "have become in¬ 
creasingly complex during the 
past two decades. Beyond the 
limits of music instruction on 
all levels, it is their task to 
make the community-at-large 
aware of the place of music and 
of the musician as an integral 
part of our lives."

Beaconwood may 
not get housing 


The Newton-Wellesley-Weston Multi- 
Service Center, Inc. presented its case 
Wednesday for purchasing a house on 866 
Beacon St. to 15 neighbors assembled at the 
First Baptist Church, Newton Centre. 

The presentation was made by Nancy 
Kaufman, administrative coordinator of the 
center. 

Presently housed at 22 Washinogton Ter., 
the organization had outgrown the facility 
where it provides counsellig, emergency 
housing for runaways and medical clinic for 
youngsters 13-21. 

Five neighbors, who are abutters voiced 
the strongest opposition to the project. 

A major concern of the neighbors was the 
center would draw more youngsters to the 
area at Beacon and Centre St. where “in the 
summer we have 200-300 students 
congregating at Brighams and the church 


(First Baptist) and we all must take turns 
calling the police.” 

Miss Kaufman reassured neighbors that 
the students coming to the center “don't like 
to hang around, they don’t even want to be 
seen.” 

One man expressed the sentiment that 
“we are long time residents and have the 
desire to see Brighams fold and let us go back 
to being a peaceful place.” 

Vandalism and littering from beer cans 
were other items mentioned by neighbors. 
However Rev. Gene Bartlett of First Baptist 
Church pointed out the "children were here 
before we invited them." 

Bartlett mentioned the church helped 
raise funds, along with other churches and 
synagogues, for a counselor to be on the lawn 
with students 12 hours a day. He supported 
having the center on Beacon Street saying “I 
am convinced it will help." 


Support also came from neighbor, 
Virginia Robinson who said "we have a 
teenage problem and wholeheartedly 
welcome the center . . we all stand to 
benefit." 

Miss Kaufman stressed that the center 
could perhaps help with the Brighams 
problem by having streetworkers, volunteers 
and trained students working as peeer 
counselors help with the youngsters. A 
suggestion for a neighborhood forum was put 
forth by a center worker so neighbors and 
workers could meet and "air out " problems 
caused by the youngsters in Newton Centre. 

Another concern neighbors raised was 
that the “very existence of the center would 
encourage youngsters to run away from 
home.” 

Laurel Goldstein, a volunteer worker 
with the organization, pointed out that the 
“initial three days we see the youngsters may 


be the three days that save their life — if they 
didn't have us they would be out on the street 
as prostitutes or drug addicts. 

Mrs. Goldstein added, "we couldn't save 
them all, but many of them are reunited with 
their parents." 

Another woman stood up and spoke about 
taking her daughter to the Center when she 
was depressed and “didn't want to talk with 
anyone at school." 

"Frankly," she said, "sometimes 1 have 
difficulty dealing with adolescents and I am 
grateful this place is there." 

Miss Kaufman told the group that the 
center averages 50 per cent of its clients from 
Newton. She noted another reason for 
selecting the house was its proximity to 
Riverside line. 

She stated that the center raised $15,000

The Housing Authority’s planned Beaconwood Road 
housing is in trouble again. 

The impasse caused by rejection of construction bids on 
the 20-unit family-housing development by the state 
Department of Community Affairs, was recently broken by 
the DCA's indication that it will fund the project if the city 
contributes up to $150,000 toward streets and utility lines. 

In Finance Committee deliberations last week on 
Mayor Mann's request for a $150,000 appropriation for this 
purpose, Aid. Louis Egelson proposed that the money be 
used instead toward the purchase of land on Stamford street 
in Aubumdale. 

The Staniford Street property was turned down by the 
Zoning Board of Appeals for housing and will shortly be the 
subject of an appeal to the state under Chapter 774, the 
"anti-snob zoning" law. 

The Beaconwood Road land is also involved in 
litigation. Owners of the land, Ciccone Realty Trust, 
recently obtained a court ruling that the Newton Planning 
Board acted improperly in approving a subdivision plan 
submitted by the Housing Authority for the land, since the 
Housing Suthority plans to take the property by eminend 
domain and is not yet the owner of the land. 

Ciccone Realty Trust has filed its own subdivision plan 
and hopes to build 28 units of housing. 

Egelson would have the city acquire the Staniford 
Street property and give the "front” two acres to the

Ex official hired 
for Plymouth post

PLYMOUTH—Richard A. Dudman, former director of 
Newton Public Works and president of a management 
consultant firm is the new executive secretary for 
Plymouth, the largest area town in the state. 

Dudman is the first executive secretary in the south 
shore community’s history. He was chosen from over 100 
candidates who were reviewed for the position since 
January. 

The former Newton official will take over the newly 
created Plymouth position Monday when he will be in¬ 
troduced to town officials. 

The town and Dudman signed an agreement Wed¬ 
nesday night. 

Plymouth has a five member board of selectmen 
chaired by David Tarantino who said that Dudman was 
selected following an extensive talent search that covered 
over 100 candidates. 

Dudman was brought into Newton's administration in 
the fall of 1972 by Mayor Theodore D. Mann to reorganize 
the city’s public works department. In June of 1973 he was 
appointed director of the department and continued in that 
position until he resigned following the reelection of the 
mayor. Dudraan’s resignation came as no surprise since he 
was known to have strong differences with at least one 
person in the mayor's office. 

An independent and talented person, Dudman had been 
a consultant for te Arthut D. Little Co. in Cambridge and 
had formed his own management consulting firm. He and

Citizen advisors 


to study enrollment 


People seemed to feel that there was a lot 
unsaid in an enrollment study accepted by the 
Newton School Committee last week. 

The School Committee responded to this 
concern when it established a citizens ad¬ 
visory committee thes week which will gather 
additional information and offer alternatives 
suggested by decreased school enrollment. 

The School Committee had a hard time 
deciding what the size and composition of this 
committee should be. 

Superintendent of Schools Aaron Fink 
initially recommended a 15-person com¬ 
mittee, including three people chosen by the 
PTACouncil, one School Committee member, 
and two aldermen. 

Both School Committee members and PTA 
spodesmen were opposed to the small 
allotment granted the PTA Council. A letter 


from Edward Shapiro of the Oak Hill PTA 
asked that all 11 communities which could 
lose an elementary school be represented on 
the committee. A letter from the Angler PTA 
asked that an Angier parent be on the com¬ 
mittee. 

Fink's initieal recommendation called for 
one PTA representative from each section of 
the city (north, central, south). It was nothed 
that the implications of the enrollment study 
affect all the schools in Newton. 

School Committeeman Alvin Mandell 
suggested that the PTA allotment be in¬ 
creased to five, and those people be chosen by 
the 11 schools most in danger of being closed. 

After School Committee member Dorothy 
Reichard proposed two PTA representatives 
from each section of Newton (for a total of 
six), Mayor Theodore D. Mann asked that the 


PTA Council get eight places, one from each 
ward. 

There was also debate over whether or not 
elected officials should be on the committee 
since they ultimately will have to make 
decisions about the questions the committee 
considers. 

The discussion went on and on. At one point, 
Mandell suggested that maybe the School 
Committee should not set up a committee. He 
proposed that people make up their own 
committees and let the School Committee 
know what they find out. 

Fink eventually came forth with a new 
recommendation. 

He recommended that the advisory com¬ 
mittee be composed of a chairman (to be 
appointed by the School Committee chair¬ 
woman and subject to approval of the School 


Committee , eight PTA Council represen¬ 
tatives (one from each ward), two people 
from the Newton Teachers’ Association, one 
from Newton Citizens for Education, one 
from the League of Women Voters, one from 
Black Citizens of Newton, and one from the 
Newton Taxpayers' Association. 

Members of the School Committee, the 
Board of Alderman and the mayor's office 
would serve as resource people. 

School Committeeman Manuel Beckwith 
moved Find’s recommendation. School 
Committeee member Joan Needleman 
suggested an amendment that a member of 
the Community School Commission or 
Council be on the committee. Her amendment 
was accepted.

Land swap for 
mall parking? 

Chestnut Hill Mall developer Julian 
Cohen has reportedly approached the 
Metropolitan District Commission about 
“modification of his parking arrangements." 

MDC Director of Planning Mrs. Julia 
O'Brien told the Conservation Commission 
last week that Cohen was interested in a land 
swap which could provide more customer 
parking at the Mall. 

The proposed trade, presumably of land 
of equal value, would consist of the MDC 
giving the Mall part of Hammond Pond 
Parkway Reservations for an employees’ 
parking area adjacent to Hammond Pond. 

Mrs. O'Brien said that the trade would 
require legislation. 

"From a preservation point of view, it 
would be marvelous to have that land," Mrs. 
O’Brien noted. She added that the MDC might 
be able to acquire the employees' lot through 
a friendly sale rather than through a trade. 

In relation to Cohen's interest in 
acquiring more parking area, Mrs. O'Brien 
said, "Ithink he's on a tight site from his point 
of view." 

In other Conservation Commission 
business, Planning Consultant William 
Giezentanner presented a slide tour of 
Newton’s Charles River frontage. Giezen¬ 
tanner has been preparing recommendations 
for a Charles River frontage and pathway 
plan. 

Giezentanner pointed out that people can 
already walk along most of the 11 Vi miles of 
river frontage in Newton with little in¬ 
terruption.

Newton man bitten by the bee bug

Bees have always suffered from poor 
public relations. When people see a bee, they 
often either run or try to kill it with a rolled-up 
newspaper. 

Al Delicata, 46 Lowell Ave., Newton has 
thousands of bees in his backyard. 

Delicata keeps the bees as a hobby. While 
he would admit that a bee might not be man’s 
best friend, he explains that it is not really an 
enemy either. 

“Bees are not vicious usually if they are 
left alone," Delicata reports. "People are 
afraid of bees because they don't understand 
them." 

The misdeeds of wasps are sometimes 
blamed on the innocent bee, 

Delicata, a machinist, has been collecting 
bees for 12 years. They appeal to him because 
they are "beneficial insects," because they 
interest him, and because of their by¬ 
products. 

Delicata elaborated recently on how bees 
are beneficial. “We wouldn’t have fruit or 
vegetables without bees to pollenate 
flowers." Vegetables such as cucumber and 
squash are dependant on bees for 
pollenization. 

Delicata added that the process is done 
accidentally as the bees gather nectar and 
pollen. Logically, he also has a garden in his 
back yard. 

Delicata has 15 hives of honey bees 
(three-banded Italians) in his yard, plus two 
more hives in New Hampshire. He collects 
both honey and wax from the hives. 

The honey is strained through nylon to get 


rid of impurities, and some of it si sold. The 
wax is used to make candles. 

Delicata also exhibits his honey at cuntry 
fairs, and has won blue ribbons for its quality. 
His wife and daughters have won awards for 
dishes they have cooked using honey. 

A question quick to be asked is how 
Delicata’s neighbors have responded to his 
unusual hobby. His wife reported that they 
have only one objection, from a neighbor with 
a swimming pool (bees are attracted to 
water). It was discovered, however, that his 
neighbor had a nest of wasps on his property. 

When asked if bees recognize specific 
people, Delicata said that "some people like 
to say so, but Idon’t think so.” He noted that 
he knows how to handle bees “better than the 
average person." 

Delicata's ability to handle bees has led 
him to other people's homes when they have 
had unwanted swarms of bees on their 
property. His name is at the police stations 
and fire stations of various communities as a 
person to call if there are bees to be removed. 
One community has provided him with a fire 
truck with a ladder to get at bees. 

Delicata has several techniques for 
capturing bees. One thing he can do is capture 
the queen been and hope that the other bees 
will come to her. 

Bees usually swarm onto a tree or a fence 
or a side of a house. If they are on a tree 
branch, Delicata may attempt to catch them 
when they are full of honey and off guard. He 
will then shake the branch, with a carton 
underneath. “You can get them all with one

Peter 
Harrington, who reminded the 
aldermen of their "com¬ 
mitment” some time ago to 


improve the school, and formet 
Aid. Harry Crosby, whc 
commented on the “refining 
process" the plans had un¬ 
dergone and the "ex¬ 
traordinary community in¬ 
volvement.”

In addition to fine examples 
of Greek Revival architecture, 
there are imposing Victorian 
houses and interesting hybrid 
types of architecture in Upper 
Falls. 

At the meeting, the study ' 
committee will explain the 
restrictions that would be 
imposed by the creation of a 
historic district, such as the 
requirement that permission 
be obtained to make any major 
alteration of the outward ap¬ 
pearance of the building, and 
the benefits and disadvantages 
of the historic district.

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$130,000 approved 
for asbestos coverup 
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By TOM GRAVES 

The aldermanic Public Buildings 
Committee voted last week to transfer 
1130,000 to the Newton North High School 
bonded account so that asbestos in the new 
high school can be boxed in this summer. 

Building Commissioner Gene Larson 
told the committee that it is thought that 
all the open columns and beams in the high 
school were sprayed with asbestos, a 
possible health hazard. 

It is hoped that the decking in the 
school was treated with a non-asbestos 
material so it will not have to be closed off 
also. Larson reported that three random 
samples were taken from decking in the 
school, and testing showed no asbestos. 

"We are 99 and 44-100ths per cent sure 
that we have asbestos on the beams and 
none on the desks," Larson said. He added 
that a sub-contractor has sent an affadavit 
saying that the beams and columns have 
asbestos. 

Both Larson and Alderman David 
Jackson asked that more samples be taken 
to further check out this conclusion. 

Melvin First of Harvard’s School of 
Public Health has suggested that the 
beams and columns with asbestos be 
coated with plastic before being boxed in. 
The plastic would be added insurance 
against asbestos particles leaking into the 
open air. 

Larson said that there is ap¬ 
proximately 9,000 linear feet of beams left 
to be boxed in. According to Larson, 
$49,276 has already been spent on closing 
off asbestos areas in the school. 

Larson had asked for $150,000 to box in 
asbestos areas, but this estimate included 
the anticipated cost of covering asbestos 
sprayed ceilings. The request was reduced 
to $105,000 after it became likely that the 
decking in the building was not sprayed 
with asbestos. 

The $130,000 transfer approved by the 
Public Buildings Committee from existing 
bonded accounts represents the $105,000 
Larson asked for plus a contingency fund 
of $25,000. 

The boxing in done so far at the high

school is in different stages. In the auto 
shop, asbestos areas have been boxed in, 
but not taped and speckled. The work will 
be completed this summer. In another 
area, the boxing in is complete, the beams 
having been boxed and the boxes having 
been taped and painted. 

It is expected that in the future, the 
remaining exposed asbestos areas will be 
coated in plastic as well as boxed in. 

There are some asbestos areas above 
false ceilings, and Larson said that the 
framing for ceiling will probably have to 
be taken down to get at the asbestos. 

Alderman Matthew Jefferson asked 
why asbestos was used in the building 
originally. Jackson replied that for 25 
years asbestos was a standard part of fire¬ 
proofing steel buildings. 

Public Buildings Chairman Edward 
Richmond noted that there is now a state 
regulation which forbids spraying beams 
with asbestos. 

The money Larson asked for included 
$5,000 for an architect's fee. He said that 
the architect’s work can be done by June 
10 and the city will advertise for bids on the 
asbestos boxing on June 6. 

The work in the high school is slated 
for this summer. Larson said that 
"hopefully, it can be done before school 
opens up." A possible obstacle could be 
labor strikes 


The Public Buildings Committee voted 
W) to transfer $130,000 to the Newton North 
bonded account. It voted 6-0 also for an 
appropriation of $105,000 for the asbestos 
work. Jackson said that he "would like to 
hold the other $25,000 until we’re sure we 
can get the health work done." 

In a letter to the Board of Aldermen 
dated April 29, Mayor Theodore D. Mann 
asked that a $370,000 bond issue be ap¬ 
proved for additional work at Newton 
North. Larson had asked $75,000 to im¬ 
prove the safety aspects of six stairwells. 
The Public Buildings Committee decided 
last week to hold action on this item until 
alternatives for improving safety were 
offered. 

The committee did approve $40,000 for 
the installation of three standpipes, and. 
$100,000 for gutters on the physical 
education wing and "greenhouses." There 
may be future litigation relating to the 
gutters, and the committee went into 
executive session to discuss this item. 

The committee took no action on 
modifying the sprinkler system, and a 
request for $ 100,000 for miscellaneous 
items. Before action is taken on the 
sprinkler system, Larson wants an 
agreement to have been worked out with 
the company which underwrites the fire 
insurance for Newton North

his family now reside in Natick but are expected to move to 
Plymouth in the near future.

Aldermen deadlocked on offstreet parking 


A modified version of former alderman 
Peter F. Harrington’s offstreet parking 
ordinance put the aldermanic Land Use 
' Committee into a 3-3 deadlock this week. 

The committee's report on the parking 
plan should come to the Board of Aider- 
men for a vote its meeting Monday 

Harrington's proposal requires that 
when a business changes hands, off-street 
parking would have to be provided. 

Ward 2 Aid. Terry Morris suggested a 
Tuesday's meeting the Harrington plan be 
modified so that off-street parking would 
not be required when a business moved in 
that was "equal to or less" in intensity of 
use that the one moving out. 

He further suggested that when the 
business moving in did "increase in¬ 
tensity”, the off-street parking required 
would be only the the number of spaces in 
excess of the parking repuired for the 
business vacating. If the business vacating 
needed four parking spaces and then one 
moving in needed six, the new venture 
would have to provide two off-street 
parking spaces, Morris explained. 

Planning Dirextor Charles Thomas also 
proposed giving aldermen the power to 
waive a percentage of the new parking 
that might be needed if they so voted. 

“Before the Board could intelligently 
evaluage a waiver," Aid. Michael 
Antonellis replied, "it would have to 
consider all of the other businesses in the 
area." 

"We might so economically limit a 
business, " he observed, "that we could 
kill off another building." 

Aid. Alan Barton objected to the Board 


in favor of a plan from Cramer Electronics 
for its requested increase in parking to 
accomodate expansion of warehouse of 
office space 

The Planning Department and Con¬ 
servation Commission took opposing views 
on the subject, Thomas recommending 
some of the parking be located in the 
floodplain of Cramer's Newton at 128 
Office Pardk site, and the commission 
saying “no " 

Thomas said the Cramer plan called for 
parking in the area that is now a wooded 
knoll and that he felt this natural feature 
should be retained. 

Hefavored a plan with a reduction in the 
number of parking spaces Cramer wants, 
they exceed the required number in the 
plan, placing some in the knoll area and 
some in the floodplain. 

Cramer, however, has its eye on another 
expansion in 1980 and is attempting to get 
its required parking now. 

Conservation Commissioner Helen Heyn 
argued that the Federal government in¬ 
tends to acquire all the Charles River 
floodplain land and it should not be en¬ 
croached upon. 

Chairman McDonnell also read com- 
mitteee members a letter form the 
Metropolitan District Commission stating 
its opposition to parking in the floodplain. 

The committee decided to reject the 
planner’s opinion and voted to recommend 
putting the parking on the knoll. They 
agreed to hold the matter until the 
developer comes in with an engineered 
plan of their choice.

Chestnut St. residents 
oppose parking ban 


Chestnut Street residents view cars 
parked on their street not as a nuisance but as 
a protection, and about 40 of them came to 
City Hall Wednesday night to protest a 
proposed parking ban. 

The Traffic Commission has recom¬ 
mended at least a daytime ban on parking the 
length of Chestnut Street from Austin Street 
in West Newton to Ellis Street in Upper Falls, 
citing the narrowness and varying width of 
the street and the frequency of accidents. 

There were no speakers in favor of the 
ban except Edwin Wiest, Traffic Commission 
chairman. 

Opponents argued before the Street 
Traffic Committee of the Board af Aldermen 
that the presence of a car parked here and 
there cuts down on speeding, which was a 
complaint heard from nearly every speaker. 

Committee Chairman David Cohen asked 
whether the answer might be efficient en¬ 
forcement of speed regulations, but received 
somewhat cynical answers ranging from a 
report that the police had suggested the 
neighbors’ setting up their own “vigilante” 
committee to another report that the police 
had parked in front of the house of a com¬ 
plainant for five days. 

Richard Young, 880 Chestnut Street, 
asked the question on everybody's mind: 
"Why is it necessary not to restrict traffic on 
Chestnut Street?" 

Wiest responded that the street is 
regarded as a north-south artery, taking cars 
from Needham to the Mass. Pike and from 
the pike to Route 9. If traffic were restricted, 
Wiest said, the state Department of Public 
Works would require the city to provide an 
alternate route, and what would that be? 

Again and again the comment was made 
that the problem on Chestnut Street is not 
parking, but traffic and speeding. 

Bruce Barrow, 543 Chestnut St., rejected 
the idea that the street is a traffic artery — 
"It is not. It was not intended to be such. A 
few cars parked is a strong deterrent to 
speeding. A parking ban will cause speeding, 


and then we will have to depend on law en¬ 
forcement." 

Barrows said he lives at the "famous S- 
shaped curve between Commonwealth 
Avenue and Beacon Street — the only thing 
that keeps Chestnut Street from becoming a 
freeway." 

At the West Newton end of Chestnut 
Street, William Bowers, who operates an 
insurance agency at 76 Chestnut St., opposed 
the ban on the grounds that his customers 
would have no place to park. His wife told of 
many accidents that have happened at the 
bottom of the hill near their house and said 
she likes cars parked there to keep cars 
coming too fast down the hill from hitting the 
house, as has happened. 

No action was taken on the parking-ban 
proposal Wednesday night. 

Still to be heard from are store owners on 
Chestnut Street in Upper Falls. The Traffic 
Commission Tuesday voted a 60-day trial of a 
parking ban on the street between Route 9 and 
the Chestnut Street-Ellis Street intersection. 

The absence of off-street parking in the 
Upper Falls area is expected to cause some 
hardship to the growing number of antique 
stores. 

Also voted by the commission was a 
prohibition against a left turn from Chestnut 
Street into Ellis Street, going north. Other 
changes voted for trial were making hhe 
westbound off-ramp of Route 9 at Chestnut 
Street one-way west between Richardson 
Road and Route 9 and two-way between 
Richardson Road and Chestnut Street, and 
banning a left turn from Quinobequin Road 
onto the westbound ramp. 

The eastbound ramps would be one-way, 
with no left turns from northbound Chestnut 
Street and High Street. 

Sixty-day trials voted by the Traffic 
Commission are not subject to approval of the 
Board of Aldermen. Recommendations for 
permanent changes are referred first to the 
Street Traffic Committee of the Board and 
then to the full Board for approval.

rape law 

A bill designed to strengthen the law 
dealing with rape appears to be on its way 
to enactment on Beacon Hill. 

Police and judicial officials report 
that rape not only was the violent crime • 
which increased the most in Massachusetts 
last year but also is one of the crimes for 
which it is most difficult to obtain a 
conviction. 

Matters boiled to a head recently when 
Superior Court Chief Justice Walter H. 
McLaughlin angrily dismissed a jury which 
had returned a not-guilty verdict that freed 
a defendant accused of rape. 

A proposal endorsed by the legislative 
judiciary committee would reword the to 
archaic language in the resent rape laws 
to make it easier to prove rape and obtain 
and sustain a conviction. 

Under the application of the existing 
laws a rape victim must convince a judge 
or jury that she did not consent willingly to 
aggression. If she has no bruises and no one 
heard her scream, it often is assumed she 
consented, and the rapist is acquitted. 

Legislators point out that poli 9 e advise 
women to offer no resistance if they are 
attacked in order to avoid serious injury or 
even death. But when a woman follows the 
police advice, it becomes difficult to get a 
conviction in court, they add. 

The proposed new law would make 
convictions possible if evidence were 
presented that a rape victim had been 
threatened with bodily harm by the rapist. 

Statistics show that of 642 rape cases 
reported in Boston during the past two 
years only 56 cases were taken to court and 
21 convictions were obtained. FBI experts 
estimate that only one in every five to ten 
rape cases is reported. Governor Sargent 
and the Legislature intend to make rape 
more risky for the rapist. 

“Mr. Clean" 

A political writer for one newspaper 
recently declared that one of the can¬ 
didates for Governor has a ‘‘Mr. Clean” 
image. 

To be perfectly fair about it, all four 
major contenders for the Governorship- 
Governor Francis W. Sargent, Attorney 
General Robert H. Quinn, former State 
Representative Michael Dukakis and 
former State Commerce Commissioner 
Carroll Sheehan qualify for the ‘‘Mr. 
Clean" description. 

Mr. Sargent has come under the fire 
for the stands he has taken on such matters 
as the death penalty and prison furloughs. 

Some observers believe that Quinn, as 
Attorney General, has been on the wrong 
side in certain controversies. 

Dukakis, an ultra-liberal of the 
McGovern stamp, has been accused of 
straddling on the issue of busing children to 
reduce racial imbalance. 

Sheehan, a smore conservative 
Republican than Governor Sargent, 
seemingly has no chance of defeating Sarge 
for the GOP nomination for Governor. 

People of different political views may 
find fault with the particular brand of 
politics practised by Sargent or Quinn or 
Dukakis or Sheehan. 

But there is no ground for challenging 
the character or questioning the integrity 
of any one of the four. On the basis of all 
the evidence available, all four are honest 
men. 

That is one point on which we can 
agree before the campaign charges start 
flying.

John Rice, however, added another dimension to his 
recollections. It is unusual to hear a father speak of his child

Listening to John Rice, you understand, you feel his son 
was a fine man. 

This Kiwanis program was unquestionably difficult to 
sit through.

"We don't live a day at a time, we live an hour at a 
time," James Rice observed from the DMZ. But the James 
Rice who was philosophically moved to explore the question 
of war was the same James Rice who scaled a sheer cliff in 
the dark for many nights running and perched on his 
dangerous hill, listened to Red Sox games on the radio.

Saturday's Convention 
Will Be Cut-and-Dried 

Saturday’s unofficial Republican State Convention, the 
first of its kind since 1952, will be pretty much cut and dried. 
Perhaps the greatest interest will center on how the 
delegates react to the requirement that they pay a $10 
admission charge to get into the convention halL 

Some of the more thrifty delegates may turn around 
and go home. Nothing is likely to happen at the conclave 
which would be worth (10 to participate in or observe. 

The convention actions will give those endorsed only a 
psychological advantage for the September primary. 

For the past two decades a convention endorsement 
automatically placed a candidate’s name on the ballot, 
above the names of his opponents, with the notation that he 
had been endorsed by the party's convention. 

Now that the pre-primary convention law has been 
repealed, the convention endorsement actually means 
nothing beyond its publicity advantage. The Democrats are 
not holding an unofficial convention. They will settle their 
fights in the primary on Sept 10. 

However, one factor, which could carry some weight in 
the September primary, is that the Republican voters have 
become accustomed to supporting the candidates tapped by 
their conventions. 

That is why some political observers were surprised 
when Josiah A. Spaulding of Manchester decided to let the 
convention's endorsement for Attorney General go to 
William I. Cowin of Newton by default 

Spaulding has been an on-again-off-agaln candidate. 
But be is a strong contender. During a period when it ap¬ 
peared other commitments would prevent Spaulding from 
running for Attorney General, Cowin, former Deputy 
Governor and Secretary of Administration and Finance in 
Governor Sargent's Cabinet, sewed np the convention 
endorsement 

Rather than make a losing challenge against Cowin at

the convention, Spaulding will bypass the conclave and 
carry his fight directly into the Sept 10 Republican 
primary. 

So will Attorney Charles Cabot of Dover, chairman of 
the State Advertising Board. 

Cabot is not as wefl unown as Spaulding or Cowin, and 
be probably will take more votes from Spaulding than from 
Cowin. Bat he will have an advantage over his two ad¬ 
versaries. 

The names of the three Republican candidates for 
Attorney General will be listed alphabetically on the ballot, 
and Cabot will have top spot 

All the candidates for state-wide offices, including 
Governor Sargent must obtain the valid signatures of at 
least 10,000 Republican or Independent voters in order to 
pave their names placed on the primary ballot 

That will be an easy chore for the powerful candidates 
such as Governor Sargent, Lieutenant Governor Donald 
Dwight, Attorney General Robert Quinn and State Senator 
John M. Quinlan and a difficult undertaking for some 
others. 

Children, obviously too young to solicit nomination 
signatures, have been going from house to house in quest of 
them, and this, of course, is a violation of the law. 

Governor Sargent should crush former State Com¬ 
merce Commissioner Carroll Sheehan on Saturday even 
though the convention will be largely an assembly of con¬ 
servative Republicans. 

Sarge should win by a margin of 4-1 or 5-1. It will be a 
bad omen for Governor Sargent if Sheehan gets more than 
20 per cent of the delegate votes. 

Republican State Committeeman Edward F. King of 
West Roxbury, who is no admirer of Governor Sargent, 
announced that a vote was taken recently at a meeting of 
area Republicans In Dedham and that the count was 48 for 
Sheehan, 13 for Sargent and 8 undecided. 

That's incredible unless King himself was presiding at 
a meeting of relatives of Mr. Sheehan and himself. If the 
figures meant anything. Governor Sargent would be facing 
certain defeat in the coming election. Sarge did not appear 
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to be that weak at the height of the gasoline shortage last 
winter. 

King’s figures gave Cowin 31 votes, Spaulding 23, Cabot 
10, withhfive undecided. 

Ia the contest for the Republican nomination for 
Secretary of State, Quinlan received 50 votes as compared 
to 14 for Ron Burton of Framingham, the former great 
running back for the Patriots. 

The clash between Quinlan and Burton probably will 
highlight Saturday’s convention, and Quinlan looms as an 
almost certain winner. 

If the straw vote for Sargent and Sheehan at the 
Dedham meeting, really reflected the sentiment of 
Republican voters, a great upset and upheaval would be in 
the making on Saturday. But this writer has been able to 
find no evidence of it in the polls and surveys. 

Foster Furcolo's Son 
Would-Be Giant-Killer 

Charles Mark Furcolo of Cambridge, who learned his 
first political lessons at the knee of his famous father, 
former Governor Foster Furcolo, hopes to assume the role 
of political giant-killer In the Democratic primary next 
Sept. 10, which, incidentally, will be his 34th birthday. 

He is challenging State Treasurer Robert Q. Crane, one 
of the strongest and most solidly entrenched public officials 
on Beacon Hill. To report that young Furcolo is an underdog 
in the contest is an under-statement

Mrs. Reichard proposed again that the PTA 
allotment be made six instead of eight. School 
Committee Chairwoman Eleanor RosenMum 
accepted her proposal as an amendment, an 
in a rare close vote, It passed 5-4. 

Mandell, Mrs. Reichard, School Com¬ 
mitteeman Herbert Regal, Mrs. Needleman, 
and Mrs. RosenMum voted in favor of the 
amendment. 

The 5-4 vote was repeated when a final vote 
was taken on establishing an advisory 
committee. 

The committee's meetings are to be open to 
the public and it is supposed to consult with 
members of the community.

Getting behind those promises 


Continual observation of the local 
political scene Indicates that the single most 
important ingredient in providing substantial 
municipal services ia good, solid middle 
management. When a community can hire 
capable department heads who are able to 
plan well and to lead the men under them, the 
community shines. It is these people who 
insure the stability and continuity of services 
across changing administrations. When this 
level of management deteriorates, so do the 
services. 

Dedicated public servants tend to 
subordinate the self to a collectivixed con¬ 
sciousness. It is this trait that seems to 
separate the nonpolitical, professional public 
servant from the piitlcian. The totally 
political animal tends to focus all action and 
activity upon himself. Nothing would ever 
happen but for the omnipresent I, I, I.... and 
me, me, me . . . Although there are ex¬ 
ceptions, the I-me politician has little true 
understanding of growth over time and so be 
continually indulges in the expedient. This is 
a person who seldom matures as an ad¬ 
ministrator becuase he is unable to un¬ 
derstand what proper planning ia a s the first 
step in Implementing programs that will 


stand the test of time, nor is he able to 
recognize the interdependency of people and 
agencies as necessary to this process. This 
coupled with no coherent approach or 
philosophy to the problems of growth and 
change is devastating. However, this in¬ 
dividual does become adept at assessing how 
an action will affect his image. This in¬ 
dividual is the pollticlan-with-the-fraU-ego. 

When the polltician-with-the-fraU-ego 
gets elected to an executive or administrative 
position, the problems begin. The poUttdan- 
with-thfrfrail-ego-turned-admlnistrator is 
basically Individually oriented. He only has 
belief or faith in his own individualism and 
begins to destroy that more important 
collectivised experience of middle 
management. "Everybody is incompetent 
but me. Why I... If it had not been for me,.. 
.” Before long the process works like a self- 
fulfilling prophecy. Because the department 
head ia never right, be soon adppts the 
psychological and physiological self- 
preserving postuie of withdrewlng. 
Basically, if you are the only one who is 
competent, then you do it. Suggestions stop 
flowing and he soon does only that which be is 
directed to do. This . of course, helps the

poUfictan-turned-administntor to Justify his 
view of the public servant as incompetent, 
useless, etc. 

A partial corrective to this condition 
resides in the hands of the voter. Most local 
campaigning is done by criticizing the 
present. It is never right! This is easy. It is 
simple to be critical, to tear apart what 
someone else has started, but It Is difficult to 
be constructive. We never go the next step. 
We do not demand of our poiitical-aspiring-to- 
be-administrator how be could or would do 
differently. We never force him to spell out 
his programs. Not to be confused with ut¬ 
tering* like, “I promise to bring more 
responsive government..." As a result our 
election system automatically places the 
incumbent on the defensive while leaving the 
challenger on the offensive. We do not 
question the challenger's ability to lead and 
direct people or bis ability to administrate. 
We must learn how to draw out the 
challenger's proactive programs. We must 
learn bow to get behind his we„-meaning 
rhetoric and force him to show why he should 
be elected, not Just why the incumbent should 
be thrown out of office.

To the Editor : 

Alter attending the School 
Committee meeting along with 
many other parents of the Oak 
Hill community, my husband 
and I have come to the 
following conclusions: 

1. At least four members of 
the committee, In spite of 
claims to the contrary, have 

already made up their minds to 
close the Oak Hill School along 
with others In this area. 

2. There Is friction between 
some members of the School 
Committee, and this, together 
with other political reasons, is 
the real cause of contemplating 
the closing of the schools in the 
south of Newton, not the 
microscopic saving of 30 cents 
per school on the tax rate. 

3. Superintendent Fink does 
not understand the real 
problems or how to solve them. 

In the first instance, all the 
members of the committee had 
claimed throughout the 
evening that no decision had 
yet been reached to close the 
Oak Hill and other shcools In 
the south side nor would one be 
made that evening. However, 
at no time was one word said 
by any member of the com¬ 
mittee in favor of letting the 
schools remain open. Moat of 
the talk cited a declining birth 
rate as the sole reason for 
closing the schools and this was 
purely guesswork. 

Second, when Mayor Mann 
was asked what the effect on 
the tax rate would be if one 
school were closed and he 
replied "30 cents", he was 
accused by Mr. Beckwith of 
playing on the emotions of the 
audience. Mr Beckwith pointed 
out that the City of Newton is 
faced with a rise In tax rate of 
$12 in the schools alone, but I 
wonder how much consolation 
it is to a taxpayer to get his bill 
” and find the raise is only (11.70 
and the result is the upheaval 
of a community. 

Third, when It was men¬ 
tioned that the schools on the 
south side of Newton now enjoy 
a low student-to-teacher ratio, 
Superintendent Fink 
dramatically stated, "I am in 
favor of low student-teacher 
ratios but not Just in the sout of 
Newton. I am In favor of low 


student-teacher ratio over the 
entire city of Newton!" 

What Mr. Fink falls to point 
out is how the closing of schools 
In the south of Newton can 
possibly lower the student- 
teacher ratio In the north, when 
In fact the opposite would be 
true. 

This can only be constructed 
to mean that because the north 
cannot benefit, the south won’t 
be allowed to either. This Is 
further evident from the 
negligible amount of money It 
will save. In addition, It’s a 
mystery why Mr. Fink says 
that busing will not be required 
for those children who attend 
Oak Hill School, when the 
nearest school Is the Spaulding, 
which Is also under con¬ 
sideration for closing in 1974. 


Ilils would leave the children 
with more than a mile and a 
quarter to travel. 

Finally, one Is led to believe 
from all of this that the motives 
of the .School Committee are 
not financial but political. In 
reality, they are merely at¬ 
tempting to make themselves 
look good In the face of a rising 
tax rate at the expense of the 
children who will be deprived 
of a school that has so much to 
offer socially and 
educationally. 

The voters of the Oak Hill 
community will no doubt 
remember the School Com¬ 
mittee’s actions when the next 
elections come around.

To the Editor: 

The Oak Hill Schpd mothers 
who attended the School 
Committee meeting con¬ 
cerning the closing of a school 
due to declining enrollment 
will note that It was Mrs. 
Dorothy Reichard who made a 
motion to consider alternatives 
to closing a school and Dr. Joan 
Needleman who seconded it, 
after which the motion was 
amended and diluted by 
Superintendent Aaro- Fink 
and the other male members of 
the Committee, and that should 
fe reason enough for us to work 
to see a majority of women on 
the School Committee and in 
all our elective offices. 

Let us put our male members 
of the School Committee in 
particular, and all male 
elected Newton officials in 
general, on notice that this is 
an issue about which we 
women, the childrens’ 
chauffeurs and the parents 
primarily responsible for their 
day-to-day activities and 
safety, feel very, very 
strongly. 

The School Committee is an 
elected body whose members 
sit at the will of the electroate. 
Its decision to discuss the 
closing of Angier School as an 
example, rather than Oak Hill, 
was unfortunate in that it was 
not responsive to our presence. 

Putting all the loftier issues 
concerning school closings 
aside for the moment (larger 
student-teacher ratio, loss of 
music and art rooms, etc.) no 
matter what the official policy 
is on buses, we mothers know 
very well that a first-grader 
cannot walk one and one eighth 
miles to school each day along 
snow-covered sidewalks 
crossing such streets as 
Greenwood, Hartmen, 
Dedham and Parker. Nor is it 
easy to petition successfully for 
a school crossing guard. 

The conclusion that no 
present Oak Hill School 
students would require busing 
to other schools is also 


spurious. As a matter of fact, 
the next closest school to my 
home is Spaulding, and 
children who live a matter of 
footsteps from my home, and 
now attend Spaulding, are 
bused. 

It is difficult to understand 
Dr. Silluzio’s conclusion that It 
is sounder to displace 308 
children to schools in what 
would be to them outlying 
areas than to close a school 
with 192 children because that 
school is in an outlying area. 
Nor the conclusion that it is 
sounder to close a school that is 
142 students under capacity 
than to close a school that is 344 
students under capacity. 

I disagree with Mr. Beckwith 
who said that the decision to 
close a school is for the 
Committee to make. This is an 
issue for all of Newton, because 
while it may be one school 
involved now on the south side 
it will be anotherschool in 
another part of town later. 
Interestingly, the City of 
Newton has listed proximity to 
school as a factor to be con¬ 
sidered in revaluation. 
Perhaps this is an issue for 
referendum concerning the 
way in which all of us in 
Newton want to meet the 
problem of declining school 
enrollment. If any other city 
use of a school building is made 
the tax saving is diminished. 
Therefore, the building must 
be either closed and left to 
vandals or razed. The ultimate 
irony would be to raze the 
building, develop the land, 
increase the school age 
population and need a new 
school. 

Thirty cents on the tax rate, 
the saving Mayor Mann 
reports would result from 
closing Oak Hill School, is 
perhaps the amount we may 
want to choose to pay as in¬ 
surance against a very un¬ 
fortunate School Committee 
decision.

Housing Authority for housing, reserving the large 
remaining portion for conservation and recreation. 

Egelson believes that the total cost of the housing on 
Beaconwood Road is too high—about (60,000 per unit, he 
said—and would rather help the Housing Authority to buy 
and rehabilitate existing housing. 

"I don’t think we’re going to spend (150.000 more than 
once," Egelson said. 

"Why not?" asked Jason Sacks. 

"How many (150.000s are you going to spend?" Egelson 
rejoined 

Sacks answered "How much housing do you want?" 

Egelson requested a public hearing for the Stamford 
Street neighborhood to get their opinions, but was not 
supported by other members of the committee. 

If the Beachwood Road property is abandoned for NHA 
housing, the other two properties on which the Authority 
plans to build will be in trouble, since they are tied together. 
Permissive use will not be granted on the Thurston Road 
and Victory Field sites until the Housing Authority has 
ownership of the Beaconwood Road land. 

housing Authority Chairman James Miller minimized 
the legal problem with the Bcaconwod Road land, pointing 
out that the Authority is operating under instructions from 
the DCA. 

City Solicitor Howard Levine this week said that the 
Housing Authority and the city will probably appeal the 
adverse ruling on the subdivision plan of the Housing 
Authority. Levine believes that under the statutes the NHA 
had to obtain Planning Board approval in order to obtain 
DCA approval of the site. 

The DCA has authorized the taking of the Beaconwood 
Road land by eminent domain, and the Housing Authority is 
proceeding with landtaking. 

In Finance Committee. Aid. Sacks, Thomas Concannon 
and Wendell Bauckman were in favor of the (150.000 ap¬ 
propriation. Egelson was opposed, and Joan Saklad and 
Richard Bullwinkle abstained from voting because of lack 
of detailed information on how the (150,000 would be spent. 

The request will probably be voted on at the June 3 
meeting of the full Board of Aldermen.

good shake," he reports, since the bees 
frequently cling to one another. 

To facilitate capture, Delicate may spray 
the bees with a sugar solution which will 
dampen their wings. While they are cleaning 


themselves, they may be off-guard, and a Jolt 
of their branch can get them. 

The captured bees he may add to his own 
stock. Hornets' nesta are exterminated. 

Another sidelight of Delicata’s hobby is 
teaching. He has visited Newton elementary 
schools with a glasMided observation hive.

about bees. For example, a queen bee will 
mate only once in her life. This will be done in 
a 15-20 minute period with eight to 10 drones 
at once. A queen bee may lay 1500 eggs a day 
during the summer months. 

Bees generally belong exclusively to one 
hive. Delkata said that there are guard bees 
at the entrance to each hive which will not let 
a stranger in unless it gives the guard some 
nectar. If the bribe is accepted, and the 
strange bee enters, the stranger becomes a 
member of the hive. 

Delicata spends a bout five or six hours a 
week taking care of his hives. One thing he 
has to do is check for sickness. He has had to 
destroy one hive because It was sick. 

Delicata wears a mask over his face when 
he examines the bees, but no gloves. He does 
not want to be stung in the face. He says that 
people can develop and lose an immunity to 
stings. Presently, he gets no swelling when he 
is stung, just some discomfort. 

The mood of a bee may depend on the 
' time of day and weather. A bee is most likely 
to be in a bad mood in bad weather and in the 
evening. 

On a nice day, 25 per cent of a hive’s bees 
may be outside. Most of the bees have to stay 
inside to maintain the temperature of the 
hive. Bees need a brood temperature of 92 
degrees.

Obstacles to a complete pathway include 
land occupied by private residences and 
businesses along the river. 

Giezentanner said that there are 
presently 35 private residences with river 
frontage (not including those on the Islington 
peninsula in Aubumdale). He proposed that 
as a long-range policy, the city should con¬ 
sider acquiring these properties when they 
become available. For the time being, hikers 
can circumvent these pieces of land by going 
around them on roadways. 

There are also about 35 businesses on the 
river in Newton. Giezentanner suggested that 
the parking lots of some of these businesses 
could be moved back so there would be a little 
more river edge 

Charles River Country Gub is another 
possible obstacle to a complete pathway 
system. Giezentanner said the golf courses 
might be granted preferential tax treatment 
in exchange for public access or development 
rights to their land. 

Giezentanner said that Newton and the 
MDC ought to acquire the Norumbega Park 
site in Aubumdale. Mrs. O’Brien responded 
that "I think it would be hard to get the MDC 
to take a strong initiative. There would have 
to a strong sense out of the city to get it 
started.”

for the purchase from Filene’s, churches, 
private citizens and small companies. 
However, if they are successful In this ven¬ 
ture, they will have to launch a fund-raising 
campaign. 

The center's 1973 operating budget was 
$100,000. Forty-three per cent of that money 
came from Newton; 32 per cent from 
Wellesley and 6.5 per cent from Weston. The 
State Department of Mental Health grants 10 
per cent of the money and some money comes 
in from a small grant from the Office of 
Children. The center has a paid staff of six 
adults and five high school students who work 
part time and 60-70 volunteers. 

Over 3800 clients have been serviced 
since the center opened in April 1971. Miss 
Kaufman said 60-70 per cent of the youngsters 
seen are female. The center grew “out of the 
concern that teens had problems and had no 
place to go.” 

In addition to other services a medical 
clinic is open three evenings for two or three 
hours. Youngsters are seen by physicians who 
volunteer regularly for such emergency 
medical concerns as treatment of venereal 
disease, diagnosis of pregnancy and con¬ 
traceptive information. 

A hearing will be held June 10 before the 
aldermanic Land Use Committee to deter¬ 
mine whether or not the center gets a zoning 
variance to allow them to purchase the home.

recommends an overhaul of 
many of the formulas used to 
distribute state revenues and 
to assess certain expenses to 
cities and towns. 

The major formula change 
will affect the manner in which 
cities and towns arc assessed 
for the cost of operating county 
government. Under the present 
formula, assessments are 
based 75 per cent on 1945 
property values and 25 per cent 
on 1961 values, thus forcing 
older communities to bear a 
disproportionate amount of the 


cost of county government 

Pines' bill last year (this is 
the fourth year of filing) 
passed the House but was 
killed in the Senate in an ex¬ 
tremely close vote. 

Other proposed changes 
include: 

1. The correction of a 
legislative drafting error that 
occurred in 1971 with respect to 
the highway formula.

An open lead screening for 
any child age one to six will be 
conducted June 4 from 9 to 
11:30 a.m. at the Memorial 
School, Stein Circle, Newton 
Centre. All young children in 
Newton are eligible for the 
simple finger prick test. 

Conducted by Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital laboratory 
staff under the supervision of 
John M. Cohen, M.D., chief of 
pediatrics, and Mrs. Irene 
Lamb, R.N., pediatric prac¬ 
titioner, the test Is aimed at 
determining if a youngster has 
an elevated blood lead level. 

In addition to the screenings 
at Memorial School, children 
under six who attend the Oak 
Hill School, 133 Wheeler Road, 
Newton Centre and Spaulding 


School, 250 Brookline Street, 
Newton Centre, will be tested 
in their respective schools on 
June 4. 

Although lead paint is the 
primary source of lead 
poisoning, other factors may 
contribute to elevated lead 
levels, including improperly 
glazed pottery, brightly 
colored magazine pictures and 
dirt in which children play 
outdoors. 

Newton-Wellesley’s lead 
screenings have tested nearly 
1,900 children since the 
program began last fall. For 
further information, people 
may contact Mrs. Irene Lamb 
in the pediatric outpatient 
department at 244-2800, ext. 
380.

mishaps, most of them through 
ignorance or carelessness. 

By taking the time to make a 
few important considerations, 
you can insure that this won't 
happen to you. 

First, know your boat. All 
boats handle differently. Many 
accidents happen to 
experienced boaters who were 
using boats with which they 
were unfamiliar. 

Once you are sure you know 
enough about your boat, you 
can make plans to use it. Do 
exactly that. Plan. Check the 
weather. A peace-instilling 
cruise can turn miserable if 
you're lost in the fog, or if a 
gale blows up. 

Then, after you’ve heard 
from the Weather Service that 
it’s great sailing, prepare your 
boat. Make sure you have 
enough fuel for your intended 
trip, plus a safety margin. 

When fueling, be extremely 
careful. Fill portable fuel tanks 
on the dock. Close all ports and 
hatches when fueling onboard 
tanks, and then open them 
when fueling is completed. 

Keep the nozzle of the hose In 
contact with the fuel fill. Wipe 
up all spills Immediately. 

Next, check all your 
equipment Be sure everything 
is in good working order. For 
boats under 16 feet in length, 
and all canoes and Kayaks, you 
must have either a Type I, n, 
m, or IV PFD (Personal 
Flotation Device) on board for 
each person. For all boats over 
16 feet, you must have a Type I, 

II, or HI PFD for each person, 
and in addition must have onte 
Type IV PFD on board. Types 
I, II and III are wearable 
devices. Type IV is a throwable 
device, such as a buoyant 
cushion or life ring. All PFD’s 
must be readily accessible, of a 
size to fit the person for which 
they are intended, and must be 
marked Coast Guard 
Approved. 

Fire extinguishers are also 
required on all motorboats that 
have permanently installed 
fuel tanks, or closed com¬ 
partments under thwarts or 
seats wherein portable fuel 
tanks may be stored, or double 
bottoms not sealed to the hull, 
or closed living spaces or 

compartments that might hold feet that are so constructed so 
or trap flammable gasses or as not to entrap gasses need not 
liquids. All fire extinguishers have an extinguisher. All other 
must be Coast Guard motorboats under 26 feet must 
Approved, fully charged, in have one Class B-l ex¬ 
good working order, and tinguisher.

Only a deep love of the Pennsylvania Dutch country and 
its gentle people could have prompted me to leave my home 
at ten o'clock in the evening to meet and interview 
tenth generation Lancaster Mennonlte, Betty Groff, author 
of a new cookbook, “Good Earth Country Cooking." 

The late hour was necessary because this busy mother- 
wife-cook-restaurant owner-author was on a whirlwind . 
publicity tour visiting Jordan Marsh suburban stores, 
demonstrating some of her delicious recipes. After Just a 
few minutes of speaking with Betty, you have the feeling 
that she's the kind of person you'd love to have living next 
door—warm, with an easy going happy manner. 

The Groffs, Betty, Abe and their two sons, Charlie and 
Johnny, live in the home the couple moved to after their 
marriage 18 years ago. A beautiful fieldstone farmhouse 
built in 1756, located in the quiet rural town of Mount Joy, 
Pennsylvania. 

At the time of the interview Betty is amazingly relaxed 
though she's been through a tiring day of lecturing and 
television appearances. She enjoys speaking about her 
Mennonite background—of the warmth and protectiveness 
she experienced growing up in a family with strong 
religious and moral beliefs. 

“We probably lived in the earliest successful com¬ 
mune," she laughed. "It has always been the custom that 
the youngest son inherits the house and so my father, who 
was the oldest son, had a new farmhouse built for him on the 
large farm. But we would always eat as a family with 
aunts, cousins, hired hands, in the old farmhouse and then 
our family would go home to sleep in the new house. There 
were never fewer than 12 around the table.” 

Betty smiles as she recalls, “All the women in our 
family, both on my mother's as well as my father’s side 
were excellent cooks, each with her specialty. This was 
because they prepared good wholesome dishes cooking 
from scratch using nothing but fresh produce and meats." 

No novice in the kitchen even as a bride, Betty's con¬ 
tribution to food preparation began in earnest at the age of 9 
when she was a 4-H member. She learned how to prepare 
macaroni and cheese and the results were so expert she was 
asked to cook the dish every Saturday night for supper. 

When asked how a shy country girl got into the 
restaurant business Betty’s impulsive answer was, 
“Because I love people!" And then the story is told. 

“When Abe and I were married, we had a realhj^lrge 
wedding. The guest list was around 500... so t^rfthad to 
divide the guests into two groups and hold two different 
receptions. It's the Mennonite custom to have a full course 
sit-down wedding reception. First we had a gathering for 
about 250 to 275 of my friends and relatives; then, after we 
arrived back home from our honeymoon, we held another 
reception for Abe's side of the family. 

"Within the year," said Betty, “all the aunts and 
cousins invited us to their homes for dinner and then it was 
our turn to entertain them (yes, all of them). It took about 
two years for us to get around to all our family and friends. 

“This, by the way, is a great method of getting to know 
your inlaws and their family. Believe me," she added, 
"after you’ve served that many friends and relatives, you 
find out if you’re really as good a cook as you thought you 
were! I received many compliments because my food was 
very well done and people suggested I do something along 
the food line." 

Turning her home into a restaurant was quite ac- 
_ cidentaL Bored with doing secretarial work on a farm, 
Betty was unhappy because she wanted to meet and be 
with people. When she heard there was a need for a Men¬ 
nonite girl to cook for elite bus groups, she reasoned that 


after cooking for 32 uncles and aunts at a sitting she could 
certainly cook for bus groups. 

The first such group was from the Internal Revenue 
people from Washington, D.C. The second group was from 
Norwich, Connecticut, and from then on through word of 
mouth the restaurant kept growing though they have never 
advertised. 

The Groff farmhouse was large enough to ac¬ 
commodate 42 people; however, after moving the library 
upstairs they are now able to serve up to 120 on a Saturday 
night — on Wednesday (Colonial night) they limit guests to 
50. The average number of guests on a week night is around 
60. Open Tuesday through Saturday reservations are 
necessary. Saturday night reservations are often made six 
to eight weeks in advance. 

"We became the Groff Farm Restaurant formally in 
1961," said Betty. "By 1965 Craig Claiborne dined here and 
then wrote about us in the New York Times. Then James 
Beard also wrote about us quite flatteringly. Now we’ve 
entertained people from every country in the world. The 
last unusual group was tlie 18 engineers from China. 

What makes Pennsylvania Dutch cooking so special? 
Betty explains: “Everything is made fresh. Bread is made 
daily in our kitchen. Fresh vegetables are brought in every 
day and we serve the finest prime ribs of beef and home 
cured ham. 

“The most famous dish is the Cracker Pudding and the 
chocolate cake is also very popular. All the recipes are 
the cookbook as well as menus.” Betty smiles and 
her head, "You wouldn’t think a person would to 

"do” all the food on the menu, but everyfaj^rseems to 
consume and enjoy it all very very m 

“Probably the most requestadRsh is Chicken Stoltzfus. 
It’s named after an Amisi^Wnd, a carpenter, who was 
building our bam whenjplneeded a name for a new chicken 
dish. Actually, iCyplTOmbination of the Mennonite method 
of serving it Qj^Iethod was to use a rich patty shell and 
pour the opRmed chicken into it. The Amish, however, 
would^wa biscuit type dough and cut it into little squares 
sojpffnade the dough richer and prepared it the Amish way 
^md named it after our friend. As soon as the cookbook was 
printed, we brought him a copy and the next day his wife 
served him his very own dish — and he ate four helpings!” 

The traditional seven sweets and seven sours are 
merely a "gimmick” according to Betty. "This came 
about,” she explained, "when people came to the Penn¬ 
sylvania Dutch country and the only way they could tell the 
difference between our kind of food and others was the fact 
that we served so many sweets and sours. 

"At our restaurant we serve around fourteen varieties 
because certain foods Just go with certain relishes. For 
example: pepper relish goes with chicken and chow chow 
goes with meats and spiced cantaloupe goes with prime 
rib." 

Betty still manages to prepare all the pies on Saturday. 
Sixteen year old son Charlie does the puddings when he’s 
home from school and 12 year old Johnnie runs the dish¬ 
washer but is looking forward to the day when he'll 
graduate to cooking. 

"My husband Abe deserves a lot of credit," said Betty. 
"He gave up the dairy and most of the farming to manage 
the restaurant and has done an excellent job. We grow our 
own com and even now, as we are speaking, because we 


have lights on the tractor, Abe is out planting the last of the 
com which we'll later blanch and freeze for use all year 
round.” 

Betty claims that it was James Beard who convinced 
her to write a cookbook. "In 1967 he told me I would do the 
world a favor if I would write about my regional cooking, 
and I told him that some day I would do it My dream was to 
get a really good writer to collaborate with me and that's 
just what happened. I met Jose (Josie) Wilson, an English 
bom writer who did the Time-Life Foods of the World series 
as well as being Food Editor of House & Gardens magazine 
for fifteen years. She deserves a lot of credit for the book. 
Though I compiled and tested the recipes, she made it a 
personal book as though I had done the whole thing 
myself." 

Laboring over the book for two and one-half years, 
Betty would take her tape recorder and visit her aunts 
(many of them far along in age, up to 87) and was given 
instructions like: "A handful of this ... a pinch of that... 
when it gets ready or feels right." She would then take the 
tapes back to her kitchenjjrfiflludown the recipes to serve 
six and as she cooked^Fffcorded her success on tapes. 
The transcrihgi^tswere then sent to Jose who was able 
to set as well as flavor of generations of honest 

hoip^oking. 

Soon to appear in Atlanta, Washington, Atlantic City, 
New York, Chicago and the Dinah Shore show in the fall, 
Betty Groffs sincerity is touchingly honest as she smiles 
and says, "Abe and I are not going to change ... we're not 
going to enlarge the restaurant because we want to keep it 
small and personal. We meet the people in the restaurant 
every night and they become good friends. We’re having 
such a marvelous time!" 

My suggestion is if you’re planning a trip to the 
Pennsylvania Dutch country, do make reservations ahead 
of time and dine at the Groff Farm. Meet this remarkable 
couple and enjoy their hospitality and good food. If a trip is 
not in the offing, treat yourself to this beautifully written 
narrative style cookbook published by Stackpole Books, 
Harrisburg, Pa., 253 pp., $8.95, available at Jordan Marsh 
and other leading book stores. As the saying goes, 
“Discover what good is.” 

Following are recipes from Betty Groff's "Good Earth 
and Country Cooking": 

SHOOFLY CRUMB CAKE 

4 cups flour 

1 cup granulated sugar 

1 cup light brown sugar 

1 teaspoon salt 

1 cup butter 

1 cup table molasses 

2 cups boiling water 

1V« teaspoons baking soda 

Mix the flour, granulated sugar, brown sugar, salt and 
butter to crumbs, using a pastry blender or your fingers. 
Reserve 1 cup of the crumbs for topping. Mix the molasses, 
boiling water, and baking soda and gradually add to the 
major part of the crumbs until well blended. Pour this 
mixture into a greased 9% x 12% inch baking pan. Sprinkle 
the reserved 1 cup of crumbs on top. Bake in a 350 degree 
oven for 55 minutes. (If you use layer-cake pans, decrease 
baking time to 40 minutes.) This makes a very moist and 
unusual cake.

BAKED MEAT LOAF 

2 pounds hamburger 

3 eggs, beaten 

1 tablespoon chopped parsley or parsley flakes 

1 cup drained canned tomatoes, chopped 

2 teaspoons salt 

Mi teaspoon pepper 

1 cup milk 

2 stalks felery, finely chopped 

2 cups fresh bread crumbs 

Mix the meat with eggs, parsley, tomatoes, seasonings, 
milk, celery and bread crumbs, blending well. Form into 
2 loaves, put in baking pan, and bake in a 375 degree oven 
for 1 hour and 15 minutes. 

RAISIN PIE 

1 cup red wine 
1% cups seedless raisins 
V« cup butter 
% cup sugar 

3 eggs 

1 teaspoon vanilla 
9-inch unbaked pie shell 

Heat the wine, add the raisins, and let them soak until 
plump. Cream the butter and sugar. Beat li\ the eggs and 
vanilla (the mixture may look slightly curdled, but that 
doesn't matter). Add the raisins and wine, mix well, and 

pour into the pie shell. Bake in a 325 degree oven for about- 

50 minutes, or until filling is set Cool before serving. Serve 
with ice cream or whipped cream.

Question: I must confess I'm not the 
world’s best cook and frankly I don’t attempt 
to be, but my grandmother used to make an 
excellent Anadama type bread and I would be 
very happy if I could make a similar loaf. Is it 
possible to bake bread without the kneading 
part of it? Thank you for your assistance. — 
Mrs. T. I., Walpole 

Answer: It’s the batter method for you! 
An easy method that does away with 
kneading. 

Here's the recipe — happy memories! 

ANADAMA BATTER BREAD 
1 pkg. active dry yeast 
y« cup warm water 

1 cup enriched corameal 
One-third cup dark molasses 
3 tablespoons shortening 

2 teaspoons salt 

% teaspoon baking soda 
% cup boiling water 

1 egg 

2 and one-third cups all purpose flour 
Soften yeast in warm water. Combine 

commeal, molasses, shortening, salt and 
baking soda in large mixing bowl. Stir in 
boiling water; cool to lukewarm. Add sof¬ 
tened yeast, egg and 1 cup of flour; beat for 2 
minutes on medium speed of electric mixer or 
200 vigorous strokes with a wooden spoon. 
Stir in remaining flour. Spread batter into a 
well greased 2-quart casserole. Cover; let rise 
in warm place until nearly double in size, 
about 1 hour. Bake in preheated moderate 
oven (350 degrees) about 40 minutes. Remove 
from casserole immediately. Brush lightly 
with melted butter; cooL Makes 1 loaf.

TOFFEE BARS 
1 % cups all purpose flour 
1 cap sugar 

1 cup margarine, softened 
1 teaspoon vanilla extract 
1 egg, separated 
1 cup finely chopped walnuts 

Three to five days before serving: 


Preheat oven to 275 degrees. Grease a 
15%-inch by 10V4-inch jelly roll pan. Into a 
large bowl, measure all ingredients except 
egg white and walnuts. With mixer at 
medium speed, beat ingredients until well 
mixed, occasionally scraping bowl; pat 
evenly into pan. In cup, with fork, beat egg 
white slightly; brush over top of dough and 
sprinkle with nuts. Bake for 1 hour and 10 
minutes or until golden. Immediately cut Into 
50 bars and remove from pan to cool on wire 
racks. Store in tightly covered container for 
at least three days before serving. Makes 
about 4 dozen cookies. 

It’s great when someone discovers a new 
recipe for using ripe bananas — here’s a cool, 
delicious banana mousse sent in by Mrs. H. 
M., Marblehead: 

BANANA MOUSSE 

1 pkg. (3 oz.) orange-pineapple gelatin 
1 cup boiling water 

1 cup mashed ripe bananas (about 2 large 
bananas) 

1 cup (Mi pt) heavy cream, whipped 
Whipped topping (optional) 

Extra bananas (optional) 

Dissolve gelatin in boiling water. Stir in 
mashed banana. Chill until slightly jelled. 
Fold in whipped cream and spoon into dessert 
dishes. Chill until firm. Serve garnished with 
dollops of whipped topping and banana slices. 
Serves 4. 

Question: I've prepared the dish Chicken 
Marengo many times and have wondered if 
there was also a recipe for veal marengo. 
Have you ever hear of it? — Mrs. R. C., 
Walpole 

Answer: The method is the same and the 
dish is rich in flavor — you’re sure to enjoy: 

VEAL MARENGO 
1% pounds veal steak, % inch thick 
% cup flour 
% teaspoon pepper 
1% teaspoons salt 

2 to 4 tablespoons shortening 
1 can (1 lb.) tomatoes 

1 small onion, chopped 

2 cloves garlic, minced 
1 can (11% oz.) bouillon 

1 can (4 oz.) sliced mushrooms, drained 
Preheat oven to 350 degrees. Cut veal into 
serving pieces and coat with combined flour, 
salt and pepper.

Use sauce to baste lamb with every 20 
minutes during the last 1% hours of roasting 
time. When lamb is cooked, remove from 
oven and allow it to "rest” in a warm place 
for about 10 to 20 minutes before carving.

1 cup sliced strawberries, chilled

FOR FII-LING: ( Combine vanilla and gelatin in blender 
container. Wait one minute until gelatin granules are 
softened. Add boiling water. Cover and blend on high speed 
until all gelatin is dissolved. Scrape down sides of container 
often. 

Add cream cheese, sugar, sugar substitute, salt and 
rind.

The studies also indicate that 
the real abusers among young 
people are using alcohol to 
excess for much the same 
reason that their elder do, as 
an escape from dealing with 
problems and as a "coping 
mechanism" as Rick Michael 
of the Multi-Service Center 
puts it. He says the Center is 
seeing a marked increase in 
alcohol abuse among 
adolescents although that is not 
usually what triggers their 


coming there. As a “coping 
mechanism," however, 
Michael says it has turned up 
more and more over the last 
four or five months as part of a 
kid's lifestyle. 

Yet as the article reports, 
alcohol is "the now drug" and 
with the lowering of the 
drinking age, there has been a 
sharp increase in its abuse by 
younger and younger people as 
reflected, for instance, in 
arrests for driving under the 
influence. Increased abuse is 
also linked by Quinn and Chief 
I/eroy Weaver of Wellesley to a 
rise in vandalism in the local 
communities. 

In reporting on area studies 
of alcohol use among the school 


age population, the article 
underscores the fact that it is 
but a mirro of adult society 
with its estimated 85-90 million 

alcohol users in the United 
States and some nine million 
visible alcholics. There are 15 
Alcoholic Anonymous groups 

meeting weekly in Newton, 
Wellesley and Weston. 

Network, Inc., a 
conglomerate of adolescent 
services in Newton, Wellesley 
and Weston, and including the 
Multi-Service Center, is now 
focusing attention to the 

alcohol abuse problem through 
a special Task Force on 
Alcoholism.

The scene was Chicago’s LaSalle Hotel last August 
when 775 players attended the annual US Open, From this 
group, within a two week period, a winner would have to be 
produced. The organizers had the method, but only from 
experience which had developed the so-called Swiss System 
of Pairing, a refinement of several other systems used in 
the past. 

The problem is to produce a winner that truly has 
dominated the particular group of players. The first method 
that could be tried is the Knock-out system where the loser 

- ot a game leaves forever, and the winner advances. 

To a player who travels a great distance only to be 
bounced in a single game, this is obviously unfair. Tennis 
tournaments are run that way. 

The fiarest method id the Round-Robin, or all-play-all. 
Here, each player plays every other competitor, and the 
player who obtains the best overall record wins. This 
system is excellent for under 30 player tournaments such as 

- the US Championships and the like, but for a large tour¬ 
nament with hundreds of players it is obviously too long.

And so the Swiss System was developed which takes the 
best of both the Round-Robin and the Knock-Out. Players 
with equal scores play each other, and thus the number of 
perfect scored players decreases fast, but upon losing a 
player merely plays someone who also has lost Thus in 
those 12 games played in Chicago, six players emerged as 
winners with 10-2 scores. 

Thus, most tournaments held in this country are con¬ 
ducted under the Swiss System. Yet occasionally a group of 
players is split into many small four-man sections, and 
within each section a round robin is played. Usually, the 
grouping is made so that players with similar ratings 
compete and these sectional tournaments are called 
Quadrangles, or quads for short. 

Recently, the first Brockton Quads were held at 
Brockton High and John Hooker, Jason Arbeiter, and 
Andrew Schmidt from Newton competed.

Fights spice American

‘"Thou shall not throw at a 
batter...but if thou dost, be 
prepared to defend thyself."

The first incident occurred at 
Arlington, Tex., where Ien 
Randle of the Texas Rangers 
touched off a fight with relief 
pitcher Milt Wilcox of the 
Cleveland Indians in the eighth 
inning that resulted in a full- 
scale fight between both clubs 
and ended up with several of 
the Indians’ players at¬ 
tempting to go after some 
Texas fans. 

A second fight tookplace in 
Anaheim, Calif., when Bobby 
Valentine of California and 
pitcher Clyde Wright of Mil¬ 


waukee tussled in the first 
inning, causing both benches to 
empty and resulting in a 
dislocated shoulder for Valen¬ 
tine which will sideline the 
Angels' left fielder for about 
three weeks. 

Batters Interpreted 

Both incidents were 
triggered by close pitches 
which the batters interpreted 
as being meant for their heads. 
In the Cleveland-Texas game, 
Wilcox started the trouble by 
throwing a pitch inside that 
bounced at Randle's feet. 
Randle then laid down a bunt 
which Wilcox fieleed and when 
the Indian pitcher tried to tag 
Randle out, the two became 
engaged in a fight. 

Both benches cleared and it 
took the umpires almost 10 
minutes to restore order.

NEW YORK (UPI) - 
Sparky Anderson was wat¬ 
ching closely. He was con¬ 
centrating on this one man 
particularly because he 
wanted to see for himself, find 
out personally how much there 
really was to all the stories 
he’d been hearing. 

The man Sparky Anderson 
was watching was Tom Seaver, 
and on the night in question, 
last Monday night, the Cincin¬ 
nati Reds clipped him for three 
runs in the first inning and 
eventually beat him and the 
New York Mets, 4-2. 

That brought Seaver’s 
record to 2-5, not so good for the 
fellow supposed to be the best 
pitcher around. That also 
ballooned his earned run 
average to 3.90, not so slick for 
someone making $170,000. 
Finally, it flushed all the 
vultures out of the trees again 
cackling...he’s doesn't have it 
anymore!...he’s lost it! Not so 
surprising given the general 
mood of the times wherein the 
more you knock somebody who 
has achieved anything, the 
more of an authority you 
become. 

Grab Him 

“The biggest mistake any¬ 
body could possibly make 
would be to think Tom Seaver 
isn't the number one pitcher in 
baseball," says Sparky Ander¬ 
son. "He is for my money. You 
know what Yogi Berra says. Go 
talk to all the other managers 
and see if they’d take him. 
Here's one who'd grab him." 

What gives me a laugh is- 
those who know the least about 
pitching are always Seaver's 
loudest critics. 

There are more theories on 
pitching than there are letters 
in the alphabet. Every pitching 
coach has his own ideas on the 
subject. Most agree on one 
point, however. Anytime a 
pitcher, especially one who 
relies as heavily on his fastball 
as Seaver does, loses a little off 
it, he invariably does the same 
thing. He tries throwing har¬ 
der. It’s perfectly natural, 
almost an involuntary action. 
They all do it 

They try to throw harder 
than they can, and lose body 
control. It’s the same as when a 
hitter tries to swing too-hard. 
He misses the ball. Or it's like 
trying to run faster than you 
can. What happens? You fall. 

With pitchers, when 
rV Jhlfcwing harder than 
they are capable of doing, their 
ball frequentlz straightens up. 
It may seem to them their ball 
is going toward the plate 
faster, but it Isn’t. The worst 
thing that can happen to any 
pitcher is for his ball to come 
into the hitter straight as a 
string, without any spin or 
movement on it.

What fools the hitters most is 
when a ball takes off, rides, or 
moves, as they say In the 
dugouts. ot all pitchers can 
throw a fastball which moves

blood remains constant In the 
three-month period of June, 
July and August, Scott 
estimates that Newton- 
Wellesley Hospital alone will 
need 610 pints of Wood to meet 
its normal needs. 

Last year Newton- 
Wellesley's blood bank used 
2,443 pints of blood received 
from the American Red Cross, 
other hospitals and voluntay 
donors. How much blood a 
hospital keeps in Its blood bank 
depends upon the needs of the 
individual hospital, but it is 
generally a function of the 
number of beds the hospital 
has, according to Scott. 

The Hospital's Wood bank 
stocks eight different groups 
and types of blood, A, B, O and 
AB positive and A, B, O and AB 
negative. They are stored in 
plastic bags with pertinent 
information recorded on them 
and are kept in a refrigerator 
carefully regulated just above 
freezing, between one and six 
degrees centigrade. 

After whole blood has been 
stored for 21 days in the bank, 
it has reached its expiration 
point, and its red blood cell 
content can no longer be given 
to patients.

Excess 
blood can be returned to the 
Red Cross for use In other 
hospitals if It is within seven 
days prior to expiration. 

One Wood donation annually 
entitles immediate blood 
coverage in any hospital in the 
United States and Canada for 
the donor, his or her spouse, 
dependent children, and 
parents and grandparents of 
the donor and his spouse. 

Donors should be between 17 
and 66 years old (17-year-olds 
must have written parental or 
guardian consent) and should 
weigh at least 110 pounds. They 
should eat a balanced meal 
within four hours prior to 
donation, avoiding fatty food, 
and should get a normal night’s 
rest the night before. No one 
who has had jaundice or 
hepatitis can be accepted as a 
donor.

The League of Women Voters 
of Newton held its annual 
meeting Wednesday, May 22, 
at the Newton Highlands 
Congregational Church. 

The business meeting was 
preceded by a social hour and 
dinner. 

The highlight of the evening 
was the announcement by 
President Miriam Erlich that 
the ordinance drafted by the 
league of Women Voters of 
Newton on the procedures for 
sale of city land was 
unanimously approved by the 
Board of Aldermen May 20. 

This is the first legislation 
that the Newton league has 
drafted. 

The new ordinance requires 
that the City Planning 
Department and the alder- 
manic City Planning Com¬ 
mittee determine whether land 
proposed for sale should be 
sold or retained for the city. If 
approved for sale, advertised 
public hearings must then be 
held before the land can be 
sold. Mrs. Erlich commended 
Pollen I.ipson, Beverly Smith, 
and Alta Capeless on their 
efforts in drafting and lobbying 
for the ordinance. 

Mrs. Erlich chaired the 
meeting. Florence Rubin, 
president of the League of 
Women Voters of 
Massachusetts, was 
parliamentarian. The elected 
board for the next year consists 
of officers Miriam Erlich, Judy 
Obcrmayer, Beverly Smith, 
Elaine Leppo, Stephanie 
Martin, and Patricia Keller. 
Directors arc Bonnie Carter, 
Ann DeRosier, Kathleen Eich- 
berg. Natalie Fisher, Judy 
Lavine. Jane Leighton, 
Elizabeth Lieberman, Arlene 
I-owney, Sicglinde Martin, and 
Beverly Zweiman. Esther 
Rosenthal, chairwoman, Mary 
AdeLstein. and Mary Morrison 
arc the nominating committee. 

Elaine Leppo reported on the 
national convention of the 
league of Women Voters held 
May 6-10 in San Francisco. Six 
members represented the 
Newton League at the con¬ 


vention which will be 
remembered as the convention 
that approved giving full 
league membership rights to 
menn. 

The nation program for 1974- 
76 includes an expansion of the 
study of representative 
government to cover an 
evaluation of the role of the 
executive branch. 

Programs in environment, 
land use, and human resources 
will be continued. The 
delegates also approved the 
formation of an energy task 
force charged with producing 
"energy related materials to 
further league and public 
understanding and to produce 
recommendations to be used as 
a basis for league discussion, 
concurrence, and action.” 
Leaguers throughout the 
country had collected 600,000 
signatures in support of 
campaign financing reform. 

Beverly Smith reported on 
the State Council held May 21 
in Auburn. Two delegates from 
Newton attended. The 
Massachusetts League of 
Women Voters will conduct a 
mini-study on gun control. 

The members adopted two 
local study items, one in 
education and one in human 
resources. 

The scope of the education 
item is community planning 
too deal with the effects of the 
declining school population and 
the utilization of existing 
school facilities. 

The scope of the human 
resources item is ways of 
retaining and increasing the 
existing stock of low and 
moderate income housing; 
special emphasis is on the 
issue of accessory apartments. 

The local action priorities 
are implementation of library 
support positions, and mental 
health support positions.

Present Constitutional limits" 
and the other bill would outlaw 
important research using fetal 
tissue. The League of Women 
Voters of Massachusetts is 
lobbying against these bills and 
members were urged to 
register their opposition to 
them. 

Newton State Representative 
I-ois Pines, a Newton league 
member, discussed the bills 
and emphasized the im¬ 
portance of voters registering 
their opposition to the bills with 
the governor and their state 
senator and representatives. 


Accountants 
pass exam 

Three accountants from the 
Newton area have successfully 
passed the certificate in 
management accounting 
examination 

Two candidates also earned 
the distinguished per¬ 
formance award for especially 
high scores, granted to only ten 
of the 550 tested. Of the group 
sitting, only 101 passed the 
required five parts of the two- 
and-one-half day examination. 

To earn the certificate, an 
accountant must meet specific 
educational and related 
professional experience 
requirements, which Edwin R. 
Nelson, partner, Ernst & 
Ernst, James S. Reece, 
assistant professor and 
assistant director, Harvard 
University, and Jeffrey W. 
Traenkle, manager of financial 
analysis and control, Arthur D. 
Little, Inc., have fulfilled. The 
additional honor of 
distinguished performance has 
been conferred upon the two 
latter candidates. 


Senator Irving Fishman’s 
1974 consumer-protection 
legislative program is moving 
closer to becoming law. His 
bills regulating health clubs 
and trade schools, credit cards, 
and consumer credit have all 
advanced through the Senate 
and to the House. Fishman's 
unit-priring bill was recently 
signed into law by the gover¬ 
nor. 

Last fall, in response to a 
substantial number of com¬ 
plaints received by the Con¬ 
sumers' Council concerning 
the behavior of some members 
of the health club, trade, and 
correspondence school in¬ 
dustries, Fishman filed 
legislation designed to check 
abuses by service providers 
who use the type of contract by 
which the consumer becomes 
obligated to pay for services he 
or she has not yet received, 
and, in some cases, never 
redeves. 

Fishman’s bill is designed to 
correct the problem by making 
the consumer liable only for 
those services he or she ac¬ 
tually receives and also would 
strictly limit penalty charges 
should the consumer wish to 
discontinue services covered 
by the contract. 

"The legislation (S 1632) 
provides for a pro rata refund 
minus reasonable contract 
termination expenses, which 
can be either fifty dollars or 
five per cent of the contract, 
whichever is less,” Sen. Fish¬ 
man said. 

Another Fishman consumer 
bill enacted in the Senate and 
now in the House is his credit 
card bill, which would 
facilitate action on consumer 
complaints against merchants 
on purchases made with credit 
cards. 


It would allow a card holder 
to notify the credit card issuer 
concerning a complaint 
against a seller. The credit 
card issuer would then simpiy 
charge that amount back 
against the seller. The mer¬ 
chant and consumer- 
cardholder would then adjust 
the problem, outside the area 
of credit cards and finance 
charges. 


"It eliminates the credit card 
issuer as middleman in dealing 
with consumer complaints," 
Fishman said. "It is clearly the 
most logical way to handle 
such a transaction where 
holder-in-due-course status 
cannot be asserted, and 
provides a uniform procedure 
by which the consumer can 
receive the full benefits of 
Massachusetts' consumer 
protection law." 


Sen. Fishman's bill ex¬ 
tending enforcement authority 
of the unit-pricing law to local 
officials was signed into law by 
the governor last week. 

"The unit-pricing law, like 
other consumer protection 
laws, is not self-executing," 
Fishman said. It is only as 
effective as its enforcement. 

"Currently there are only 14 
inspectors available for unit- 
pricing enforcement in the 351 
cities and towns of the Com¬ 
monwealth. By extending 
enforcement authority to local 
weights and measures sealers, 
compliance checks can be 
conducted more frequently. 
This in turn will encourage 
store managers to be more 
conscientious in observing the 
law and give consumers the 
information they need to make 
accurate comparisons between 
differently packaged 
products."

Summer volunteers The Green Thumb 
for Science Museum 


The Museum of Science is 
calling for summer volunteers. 

Adult volunteers are invited 
to join the corps of Visitor 
Guides. Teenagers are in 
demand for a variety of 
assignments, from giving free 
tours to inner-city children or 
serving as sales clerks in the 
gift shop to caring for animals. 

As Visitor Guides, men and 
women with some experience 
in science or science hobbies, 
and in dealing with the public 
or possessing a background in 
education help visitors obtain 
an understanding of exhibits. 
First broadening their own 
knowledge through training 
sessions, the guides then talk 
informally with visitors to 
point out aspects of an exhibit 
that might otherwise be 
missed, to suggest related 
exhibits, and to answer 
questions. 

Frequently the guides take 
along "pocket props," such as 
a stethoscope with which 
visitors may listen to their own 
hearts, an abacus which 
visitors may compare to the 
computer, or a piece of 
petrified wood or animal bone, 
the first perhaps that the 
visitors have examined. 

Included in the guides’ 
training are special demon¬ 
strations and explanations of 
exhibits given by Museum staff 
members. 

Guides are required to make 
a commitment of an afternoon 
a week during July and August 
and another half-day once a 
month for training. 
Prospective guides may also 
sign up now for work next fall 
when the same amount of time 
must be committed. 

In becoming junior volun¬ 


teers, young people between 14 
and 18 have an opportunity to 
gain useful experience and at 
the same time assist the 
Museum. 

The majority of openings are 
in Project Eye-Opener. 

Here the volunteers get 
acquainted with two or three 
little inner-city children at a 
time. They escort them 
through the exhibit halls where 
the reality of three- 
dimensional objects previously 
known only through television 
makes an impact; they en¬ 
courage them to touch and hold 
unfamiliar live animals; and 
they make the new museum 
experience a pleasurable one. 

Volunteers fluent in Spanish 
are especially valuable in 
enabling Spanish-speaking 
children to take full advantage 
of their visit. 

In the Museum's gift shop, 
volunteers sell, arrange 
display cases, and take in¬ 
ventory. In other parts of the 
Museum they may assist with 
carpentry or office work. 
Opportunities are sometimes 
available for those with special 
talents to work with individual 
members of the staff. 

To make an appointment for 
an interview, both adult and 
teenage volunteers should call 
the Volunteer Office at 723- 
2500, ext. 259. 

The Museum welcomes 
junior volunteers aged 13 and 
older in the Live Animal Room 
as Aides or Junior Curators. 
This group feeds and cares for 
the animals that are used in 
demonstrations and courses. 
To discuss requirements, those 
interested should call the Live 
Animal Center directly, at 
extension 340.

DANDELIONS IN LAWNS: 
Is there an easy way to get rid 
of dandelions in the lawn? With 
persistence you can knock 
them out with weedkillers; but 
chances are they’ll be back 
again next year. Each seed is 
equipped with a parachute and 
can blow in from your 
neighbor’s lawn. The best way 
to cope with dandelions is to eat 
them. Nothing beats dandelion 
greens, best cooked when 
young and tender. Some 
gardeners eat the roots like 
parsnips, peeled, sliced and 
double boiled. Try roasting and 
grinding the roots as a sub¬ 
stitute for coffee. 

The early colonists cooked 
dandelion leaves as a tonic 
against many disorders. Even 
the Indians made tea from the 
roots to relieve heartburn and 
cramps. We understand there’s 
a company in Maine that has 
been canning dandelions and 
fiddlehead ferns since 1897. 
You can buy dandelion seed 
from many seed houses, in 
case you want J^row some in 
your garden. 

Here's a reeij^for making 
dandelion winqOhanks to 
Lawn Care. Pour twig water 
on a gallon of ^Melion 
flowers. Steep for seven%|gys, 
then strain. Add three 
of sugar, one ounce of yeast 
gallon of water and two' 
lemons. Cover crock and leave 


for one week in a warm room. 
Strain off wine, corking it with 
cotton and put in a cellar for 3 
weeks. Decant, cork tightly or 
cap, and wait hopefully until 
winter. 

NEWSPAPER LOGS: It’s a 
shame to lug newspapers to the 
village dump when you can 
make them into fireplace logs 
for next winter. A newspaper 
log lasts about half an hour. 
The average weekday 
newspaper will make two or 
three logs, and the Sunday 
edition will make up to seven 
logs. Not only are newspaper 
logs about the same as wood as 
an energy source, but what 
other fuel is delivered to your 
doorstep each day?

Chelsea porcelain 
collection at Museum 


The Museum of Fine Arts has 
assembled its 18 th century 
Chelsea Porcelain collection, 
one of the foremost in the 
country, for exhibition through 
August. Focusing exclusively 
on work from Chelsea, this 
exhibition provides a com¬ 
prehensive view of the art 
produced in the most famous of 
English porcelain factories. 

Over one hundred porcelain 
objects, characterized by 
exquisite modeling and 
painting, are included in this 
exhibition. Each piece 
represents the work of several 
craftsmen specially skilled in 
one aspect of a highly complex 
process. The imaginatively 
designed figurines and wares, 
which includes vases, cups, 
saucers, tureens and many 
other useful objects, were 
made both by mold casting and 
free modeling techniques. 

Chelsea was founded in 1747- 
8 to imitate and rival por¬ 
celains from the Orient and 
Meissen, Germany. Chelsea 
craftsmen borrowed 
decorative motifs from the 


Oriental porcelains and copied 
the stances and poses of figures 
in the works from Meissen. 

They found a valuable design 
source in the natural forms of 
fruits and vegetables and 
exotic and domestic birds and 
animals. Such picturesque 
models as rat-catchers, fruit 
vendors, flower girls and 
hurdy-gurdy players from the 
contemporary scene and 
mythological creatures also 
inspired the creative Chelsea 
craftsmen.

I-etters sent to the com¬ 
mission from Senators Ted 
Kennedy and Sam F.rvin, Cong.

Testimony was also received 
with respect to a bill under 
consideration by the com¬ 
mission to ensure fair in¬ 
formation practices. Dukakis 
predicted that if the com¬ 
missions' bill is adopted, "It 
will provide us with a code of 
fair practices for information- 
keepers. built-in safeguards in 
state-level information 
systems, and a stste govern¬ 
ment accountable for what 
information is collected, how 
long it is kept and for what 
purposes it is used. Even more 
important, we will know that 
each information system in 
existence in the Com¬ 
monwealth will have, in time, 
the necessary safeguards to 
protect the individual’s rights 
to privacy." 

The Commission plans to file 
the proposed bill in the 197S 
legislative session along with a 
package of other bills on 
privacy. Other areas include: 
credit data banks, uses of the 
Social Security lumber and 
student re cards. 

"A greater public awareness 
of Itoe problems which exist 
under present record-keeping 
practices," Mofenson said, 
"will provide a better- 
informed and vigilant public. 
The erosion of our most fun¬ 
damental right—the right of 
privacy—will continue to occur 
if we do not begin to safeguard 
automated and manual per¬ 
sonal data systems."
